Denny Stephenson (Hon) picked up his 
first two wins of 1998 at rounds 19 and 
20 of the AMA/PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series, held in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
February 13-14. Stephenson topped both 
Friday and Saturday evening’s 250cc 
main events over Jeromy Buehl (Hon) 
‘апа Grayson Goodman (Kaw). Buddy 
Antunez (Suz) took the win in Friday's 
125cc main over Buehl and Mike Jones 
(Kaw). Chad Pederson won Saturday 
night’s 125cc main event, besting Todd 
DeHoop (Yam) and Stephenson. Peder- 
son has closed the gap to 25 points on 
defending champ and series points 
leader Antunez, 628-603, with eight 
rounds remaining. 


Tyler Evans (Suz) won the 250cc Pro 
class in round four of the CMC Golden 
State Nationals South, held at Glen 
Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, Cali- 
fornia, on February 15. Espen Blikstad 
(Yam) and Jeff Willoh (Suz) finished 
second and third, respectively. Willoh 
came back to win the 125cc Pro class 
over Evans and Keith Johnson (Yam). 


Repsol Honda’s Takuma Aoki suffered 
spinal injuries in a crash at Honda's 
Tochigi test track in Japan on February 5. 
Aoki, who finished fifth in the 1997 
500cc World Championship, crashed 
into a foam-padded wall, suffering 
injury between the seventh and eighth 
vertebrae in his back. Aoki underwent 
five hours of surgery to reduce pressure 
on his spinal cord and to stabilize the 
fracture, and he is currently paralyzed 
from the waist down. It was Aoki's first 
ride on the Honda 500cc V-twin since 
suffering a hand injury in the Big Road 
Race in Sugo, Japan, in November. His 
test session in Japan was scheduled to be 
a warmup session before he was to join 
the rest of the Honda team for tests in 
Australia at the end of February. “Taku 
is fighting strongly to recover and his 
wife and brothers are with him, but they 
are all suffering a great deal at this 
moment while trying to stay positive," a 
spokesman for the Aoki family said. 
"Taku is conscious and has spoken to 
(his brothers) Haru and Nobu about the 
crash and is aware of his condition. If 
necessary, Taku will be taken to America 
for a second operation, which everyone 
hopes can have a positive result." 


Team Rainey Yamaha and Red Bull 
Yamaha recently completed four days of 
testing at the Shah Alam circuit in 
Malaysia, with some surprising results. 
At the end of the four days, it was Red 
Bull's Simon Crafar with the quickest 
lap, a 1:25.81, in hot and humid condi- 
tions. The former World Superbike racer 
was obviously pleased with his perfor- 
mance. “We tested a lot of different tires 
here, which will give Dunlop a lot of 
information for future directions,” Cra- 
far said. “I’m ready to move to the Creek 
(Eastern Creek in Australia) now to go 
into the next stage of testing, where I can 
see how things are compared to the 
other factory machines.” Team Rainey 
suffered a setback on the first day of the 
test when Jean-Michel Bayle crashed his 
YZR500 and had to return to France for 
X-rays on his damaged left hand. The 
Frenchman is expected to be ready to go 
again when the team heads to Eastern 
Creek February 24-27 for a combined 
test with the Honda and Suzuki teams. 
The second-quickest rider during the test 
was Team Rainey’s Norifume Abe. The 
Japanese rider lapped at 1:25.83, just off 
Crafar's time. “I was really surprised by 
the lap times," Abe said. "The track was 
really difficult and I’m very satisfied 
with the results of the test. We learned a 








en years after wining the 
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Kevin Schwantz returned 
to Daytona International Speed- 
way to begin his first full season 
on four wheels. His eighth-place 
finish in the NAPA Auto Parts 
300 NASCAR Busch Grand 
National race was hard-fought. It 
was also filled with enough close 
calls in the final laps to last the 
33-year-old Texan for a while. 

"It was so close,” explained 
Schwantz of his near-miss of an 
accident which brought out the 
final caution flag. “My spotter 


said, ‘Get off the wall, get low.’ I just yanked the wheel and the 
minute I did that, the tire smoke cleared and I had a car broad- 
side right in front of me. Somehow, I missed him. 

“We didn’t have the best luck in practice and qualifying, 
where we wound up 16th, but I think our luck in the race made 
. up for it. I’m running for ‘Rookie of the Year’ honors and to come 
to Daytona and finish eighth is great. Once we got to racing and 
things settled down a bit, a lot of stuff I used on the banking with 
the motorcycles seemed to help me. You don't get the veterans 
running with you or helping you when you're a rookie. I basical- 
ly ran my own race and took help (in drafting) where I could find

With the extremely hot temperatures in 
Malaysia, Yamaha engineers were con- 
tent to concentrate on endurance testing 
for parts and on the improved cooling 
system of the 1998 YZR500. "One of the 
major targets of this test were to monitor 
the reliability of all the engine parts in 
the new bike," Yamaha's Grand Prix 
manager Shuji Sakurada said. "Crank- 
shafts, pistons and cylinders all per- 
formed much better than we had antici- 


pated. The conditions at this test were ` 


not good for riding, but were good to 
test the revised cooling on the bike. We 
suffered from water-cooling problems 
and a loss of power in hot conditions at 
some circuits last year, but this is now 
much better. Although the times were 
not that fast, we had no major problems 
and there wasn't any pressure on the 
riders to put in quick laps. I'm still very 
happy with everything and we're still on 
target for the start of the season. Our 
next test will be with Honda and Suzuki, 
so that's when it becomes more interest- 
ing." Norifume Abe put in over 600 
miles on the new bike during the test, 
according to Yamaha. 


Castrol Honda team manager Neil Tux- 
worth claims that his newest rider, Colin 
Edwards II, must change his riding style 
to master the Honda RC45, according to 
Cycle News contributor Darryl Flack. The 
Texan finished up 10th fastest at the 
recent Flammini test at Phillip Island in 
Australia; 1.17 seconds behind teammate 
Aaron Slight. "Colin's taking his time 
working his way into the RC45, and he's 
telling us what he likes and what he 





doesn’t,” Tuxworth said. "What we've 
found over the last four years is that all 
the riders who have ridden for our team 
have had to adapt to the bike somewhat, 
because it does have its own personality. 
Aaron’s in his fifth year on the bike and 
you'll notice that he's hunched over the 
tank most of the time, keeping the 
weight over the front end. It's a style that 
John (Kocinski) sort of developed and it 
won him the World Championship. I'm 
sure Colin will come up with his own 
version." Edwards said that it's only a 
matter of laps before he comes to grips 
with the V-four and starts to push it to 
the limit. “The more time I spend on the 
bike, the more confidence I have to chase 
fast times,” Edwards said. “I’m still get- 
ting to know the Honda and getting 
used to the Michelins. The front tire 
they've come up with is incredible, just 
incredible." Edwards tested both the 
existing single Pro-arm and dual-fork 
swingarm, and has expressed a prefer- 
ence for the more conventional configu- 
ration. 


Troy Corser finished behind both Pier- 
Francesco Chili and Carl Fogarty at 
Phillip Island during the recent World 
Superbike test as he searches for a combi- 
nation to challenge for the 1998 World 
Superbike Championship. The three 
works Ducati riders tested the full 1998- 
spec 996 Ducati, with the Australian 
expressing a distinct dislike for the new 
“flexi” chassis. “I tested the new frame 
and I have to say I hate it," Corser told 
Darryl Flack. "The new engine still 
makes that abrupt bottom-end power, 
although the factory changed the engine 
spec, including the chip, which makes 
the whole package very difficult in cor- 
ners. І went back to the stiffer '97 chassis, 
which is identical to the '95 frame, for the 
last day of the test and, although it's an 
improvement, we still have a lot of work 
to do." Corser's best was a 1:35.28 behind 
Fogarty's 1:35.18 and Chili's 1:34.71.

MX promoters form 
national group 


P of the AMA 125/250cc Pro Motocross Nationals have formally joined 





together as a group to develop a series marketing program that is designed to 
enhance the future growth of the AMA outdoor National MX series. 

All 11 promoters of the 12-event series will comprise the National Promoter's Group 
(NPG) to deal collectively with issues such as series marketing, communications, 
advertising, public relations, the creation of a rider points fund, facilities improvement, 
and safety. 

NPG spokesman/promoter Dave Coombs Sr. noted that the unifying effort arose 
from the individual promoters' desire to raise the professional level of the series to mir- 
ror the popularity of the sport. 

"]t's time for us to bite the bullet, so to speak," Coombs said. "We need to attract the 
kinds of sponsors, both inside and outside the industry, to ensure the future. We need 
to develop the series to make it as attractive as possible to factory riders by the creation 
of a points fund. We recognize that we can accomplish more as a group while still 
maintaining individual autonomy for event sponsorships." 

The Group has, in fact, initiated a series contingency points fund for the 1998 
125/250cc National MX Series, worth $200,000. The points fund will be administered 
by the AMA with details to be announced soon. 

Also, the NPG has signed Scott USA, 1-800-COLLECT, Klotz Oils and Pro-Action 
Suspension as series co-sponsors for the 1998 125/250cc Pro MX Nationals. Each com- 
pany has committed to at least a one-year sponsorship of the series, with options to 





The acquisition took place after team owner and co-founder Benson Ford Jr., of Ford 
Motor Company fame, announced his intention to withdraw his involvement from the 
program, which would have terminated it. But Cummings found the financing to pur- 
Chase a portion of the team's assets, including the 40-foot team transporter, and the 
team will now be known as Tom Cummings Racing Inc. 

“Benson Ford Jr. and I started Total Control Racing in 1994,” Cummings said. “Td 
like to thank Ben and his sister, Lynn Ford Alandt, for all the support they showed the 
team over the past four years. Now, we'll move on and continue the winning tradition 
that we've established." 

In addition, TCR has merged with another top privateer outfit, Loral Lake Racing, 
which has fielded Honda and Harley-Davidson motorcycles for former Grand National 
competitor Ronnie Jones and up-and-coming rider Paul Bergstrom. 

"I'd really like to extend my thanks to Lorraine and Al Bergstrom and Rod Lake of 
Loral Lake Racing, for merging their resources with those of TCR,” Cummings said. 
“With their help and the support of our associate sponsors, I’m sure that we'll be just 
as competitive as we've been over the last few years." 

Bergstrom will be a member of the team, as will six-time AMA Amateur Grand 
National Champion Nicky Hayden, who will contest 12 Grand National events for 
TCR. Mechanics Dave Watts and Randy Brady will remain on the team, as will two- 
time Grand National Champion Gary Nixor, who serves as the team assistant. The 
team is still based in Mount Morris, Michigan.

Together with two former Cycle News 
editors and motojournalists, Jody 
Weisel and Charles Morey, the three of 
us helped elevate the sport of motocross 
in America to the success it enjoys 
today.

Because 
our contributions were significant, I 
would think that Cycle News would not 
be ashamed of our contributions to the 
sport by purposely deleting our bylines 
and credits with the feature articles, but 
instead would be proud to note our con- 
tributions to the history of the sport. 

Recently, particularly in the past four 
weeks, Cycle News has looked back at 
the feature series "Ride like the Hurri- 
cane" with Bob Hannah, crediting him 
for the article - when in fact I conceived, 
wrote, photographed and produced it in 
its entirety, and my byline appears on 
each installment. I lived, traveled and 
attended races with Bob across America 
throughout the '78 season and pro- 
duced the article based on much hard 
work, research and photography. Of 
course, Bob's participation was signifi- 
cant and he should receive equal credit - 
but not without me. 

As for other articles like bike tests, I 
was the only motocross journalist in 
America allowed to ride, test and evalu- 
ate the exotic works bikes of the '70s. As 
an AMA Pro National-level rider, my 
skill and experience was respected by 
the factory teams, and my input from 
testing was even used to set up the 
works bikes for the teams' less experi- 
enced younger riders. For Cycle News to 
say in "Looking Back..." things like ^we 
tested," or "Cycle News tested..." is tak- 
ing credit from where credit is due, both 
historically and factually - particularly if 
I was a freelancer and not a staffer at the 
time I tested the bike or wrote the race 
report. 

Among my contributions to the sport 
were the nicknames for most of the top 
riders, including “Hurricane” Hannah, 
“Typhoon” Tripes and “Jammin’” 
Jimmy Weinert. Even if my years as a 
motojournalist weren’t financially 
rewarding, I hope my contributions to 
the sport will be remembered with 
respect. Please always credit the work 
and efforts of myself and fellow moto- 
journalists.

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Right now, it’s one of those periodic times of upheaval for 
the Italian motorcycle industry, with several major develop- 
ments - including key personnel and management changes - 
all taking place in recent weeks. Here's a roundup of the 
changing face of motorcycling the Latin way. 


All change at Bimota 

The biggest shock has been the news that it's all change at 
Bimota, with the two top men in the innovative, influential 
Italian sportbike company departing for new pastures. 

It was already announced back in November that com- 
pany boss Walter Martini would be stepping down, but 
now it's been revealed that Bimota's chief engineer, Pierlui- 
gi Marconi, a linchpin of the Rimini firm's product develop- 
ment for more than a decade, is also leaving at the end of 
January - to join Aprilia! 

Marconi, 38, is only the third man in Bimota's 25-year history to 
have held the specialist manufacturer's design reins, taking over 
the top job in 1989 when his predecessor. Federico Martini moved 
to Gilera, having in turn succeeded Bimota co-founder Massimo 
Tamburini when he left early in 1983. But even while he was an 
engineering student at Bologna University, Marconi had worked 
for Bimota when his studies allowed, having the satisfaction of see- 
ing the subject of his mechanical-engineering thesis adopted by the 
Rimini firm in the form of the first hub-center-steered Honda-pow- 
ered Tesi prototype which appeared in 1983. 

On graduating in 1986, Marconi joined Bimota full time and, 
aside from putting the Tesi into production with Ducati otto valvole 
engines, he created a host of other, more conventional designs, 
including the best-selling motorcycle in Bimota history: the Suzuki 
GSX-R1100-engined SB6 that's still in production today, complete 
with innovative Straight Line Concept twin-spar chassis design. 

"However, it was the first Bimota to be built with the company's 
own engine, the new 500 Vdue with its revolutionary direct-inject- 
ed two-stroke V-twin engine, for which Marconi is best known 
today. 

Pap it was Marconi’s dogged, determined and ultimately 
successful development of such an avant-garde engineering con- 
cept as the Vdue, added to his already peerless reputation for chas- 
sis design, that persuaded Aprilia boss Ivano Beggio to headhunt 
him - and that’s what the boss of the ambitious, fast-growing Ital- 
ian company has done. 

Though no official announcement has yet been made, the word 
is that he's been hired to head up the new R&D operation Aprilia is 
creating in San Marino, a stone's throw from the Bimota factory 
and inspired by its rival's Cagiva CRC operation, which is located 
in the same pocket-sized hilltop republic and which, headed up by 
Marconi's predecessor at Bimota, Massimo Tamburini, has pro- 
duced such milestone models as the Ducati 916 and MV Agusta F4. 
Incestuous, isn't it? 

Though he won't yet talk on the record, Marconi's brief is clear- 
ly to achieve the same for Aprilia as Tamburini has done for Cagiva 
and Ducati - to oversee development of a range of large-capacity 
four-stroke motorcycles with leading-edge chassis design and 
dynamics, clothed by arresting styling. 

Aprilia's current in-house design studio at its Noale factory is 
skilled at producing trend-setting scooters and small-capacity 
motorcycles, but has none of the big-bike experience or technical 
understanding needed to do the same with the family of 600-1000cc 
V-twins that Aprilia is now committed to producing. 

With production of the RSV1000 superbike starting in April 
(thereby expanding Aprilia's profile as a manufacturer upward), 
the need for a Tamburini/CRC-type operation was paramount - 
and who better to head it up than the younger man who followed 
so successfully in the master's footsteps at Bimota? 

Marconi's successor as chief engineer at Bimota will be his long- 
time understudy, 34-year-old Luigi Marzocchi, who has worked

alongside him as the company's chief development engineer for 
most of the present decade. 

Marzocchi's brief will be to return Bimota to its roots - and 
that's the word from the company's new managing director in suc- 
cession to Walter Martini (who departed for family reasons, but 
who will remain on the Bimota board), 59-year-old Camillo Mar- 
tinotti. A former banker, who after working for Fiat, has spent the 
last 12 years as finance director of Rimini-based woodworking 
machinery giants SCM (who recently bought control of the similar 
rival empire owned by Giancarlo Morbidelli, creator of the Mor- 
bidelli V8, whose chassis and revised styling is the work of... Bimo- 
ta), Martinotti has no direct motorcycle-industry experience on his 
resume, but says he has analyzed Bimota thoroughly as a company 
and is convinced the company needs to return to its roots, to spe- 
cialize in producing the leading-edge sportbikes that made it 
famous. 

^We must concentrate our efforts on a small number of high-cal- 
iber projects, to consolidate our image as a dynamic company 
delivering high-technology products," he says. "My objective is to 
provide a sound financial base and strong corporate structure, 
which will allow our expert team of engineers to concentrate on 
creating exciting new models which represent Bimota's innovative 
design philosophy." 

„That means not only an added emphasis on racing, but that the 
1500 handmade bikes planned for 1998 production will consist only 
of the 500 Vdue, SB6R and the new Suzuki TL1000R-powered SB8R 
twin - sharp-edged sportbikes all, so no more Mantras or projected 
sport tourers. The company will, however, honor Bimota's commit- 
ment to build the range of Vertemati four-stroke MX and enduro 
singles launched at the Milan Show last September. 

As part of their new emphasis on returning to the marque's 
sporting past, Bimota management has refounded the factory race 
team, which will contest the 1998 World Supersport series with 
works Yamaha-powered YB9SRi machines ridden by French for- 
mer GP winner Jean-Philippe Ruggia and Italian Serafino Foti. The 
team will be managed by Stefano Caracchi, whose Gia.Co.Moto 
team took Paolo Casoli to the 1997 World Supersport crown. But all 
eyes are on 1999, when Bimota will return to the World Superbike 
Championship it came so close to winning a decade ago. The same 
works team that will contest the World Supersport series will run 
the SB8R, development of the race version of which will be another 
of Ruggia's tasks in the coming season. Meanwhile, new design 
chief Marzocchi's first priority will be to develop a successor to the 
YZF600-engined YB9SRi for the crucial supersport class - though 
not necessarily with the new R1-derived Yamaha 600cc four-cylin- 
der engine expected to make its debut in 1999. 

Expect Suzuki's current GSX-R600 motor to be a strong candi- 
date to provide the basis of a future middleweight sport Bimota - 
fitted with Bimota's own TDD fuel injection. 

Marzocchi to replace Marconi (who took over from Martini), 
Martinotti to succeed Martini - it's easy to decipher which three let- 
ters your name must begin with if you want a top job at Bimota! 








Happy birthday, everybody 
This is a year to remember for several 
motorcycle makers, all of which celebrate 
milestones in their history: It's the 100th 
birthday of the Norton marque, with 
James Norton's frame-making company 
founded in 1898 (though he didn't pro- 
duce a motorcycle with his own name on 
the tank until 1902); BMW clocks up its 
75th anniversary of motorcycle manufac- 
ture; Ducati marks its 50th birthday in 
bike production (the long-established Ital- 
ian pocket-camera and radio specialists 
moving into motorcycles in 1948 with the 
acquisition of the Cucciolo design from 
SIATA); and Bimota clocks up 25 years in 
high-tech, low-volume production of the 
world's most exclusive sportbikes. 

Definitely a party year, 1998. In the 
case of the two Italian manufacturers, 
they're celebrating their anniversary with 
two summer get-togethers barely a week 
apart, each based at the seaside circuit of 
Misano, on Italy's Adriatic coast. 

First up is Bimota's bash, June 67, with 





a series of festivities as well as an oppor- 
tunity to tour the factory punctuating the 
chance to wear a groove in the Misano tar- 
mac during two days of track time. Con- 
tact Pierpaolo Catani at the factory by fax 
(011 39(0)541 383259) if you're a Bimota 
owner and would like more details. 

A week later comes the World Ducati 
Weekend (WDW), June 11-14, which, 
though based in Misano, also offers 
Ducatisti the chance to ride over and visit 
the Bologna factory 90 miles away. A 
series of scenic regional road rides using 
road books supplied by Ducati accompa- 
ny the liberal availability of Misano track 
time for races as well as noncompetitive 
sport riding, with picnics, evening barbe- 
cues, discos and a giant beach party all 
part of the extensive social program. 

The chance to meet and hear Ducati’s 
famed engineers and designers (men such 
as Massimo Bordi, Pierre Terblanche, 
Fabio Taglioni and Franco Farne), as well 
as see the extensive range of historic bikes 
scheduled to be on display in the hilltop 





city of San Marino, should make this a 
memorable occasion for hardened desmo 
addicts. A key element of the factory day 
on June 14 will be the opening of the new 
Ducati museum in the Borgo Panigale 
plant, containing some of the rarest and 
most historic designs in Ducati history - 
including the V-four desmo prototype 
engine and many other stillborn projects.

Italian separatists change Germany 

The separation of Ducati and 
Cagiva/HVA has inevitably resulted in 
big changes to the respective companies’ 
distribution networks around the world, 
with the biggest surprise so far occuring 
in Germany, where established Ducati 
importer DNL has been given the boot in 
favor of a company-owned operation in 
conjunction with the country’s former 
number-one parallel importer, Ronald 
Marz. 





A look at the countries responsible for 
selling Ducati’s 1997 production of 27,041 
motorcycles explains why. Apart from a 
huge increase in Italian home-market 
sales to around 5000 units, the best-selling 
market for Ducati last year was Great 
Britain, with 3800 units - a 104-percent 
increase over the last year of full produc- ` 
tion in 1995, and sufficient to earn UK 
importer Moto Cinelli's boss, Hoss Elm, 
the Ducati factory’s Distributor of the 
Year award. Next came the United States 
with 3200 units (a 68-percent increase), 
while languishing much farther down the 
scale is Germany, with 2790 bikes sold - a 
39-percent decline over 1995's figure of 
3872 units. 

In France, too, importer Marcel Seu- 
rat’s SIMA company has also been ousted 
by Ducati, but he retains the 
Cagiva/HVA franchise, in which form 
he’s already making plans for a factory 
MV Agusta endurance team to contest the 
Le Mans and Bol d’Or 24 Hour races in 
1999! 

But Cagiva’s biggest surprise is 
reserved for Japan, where Cagiva Japan 
has been formed to import Varese-built 
bikes under the control of none other than 
Kazunori Maekawa, Yamaha's former 
500cc GP boss who has now teamed up 
with his former Cagiva rivals! Cagiva 
Japan will be officially launched at the 
Yokohama Bike Show in March, where 
the MV F4 will also make its Far East 
debut on its stand. 


Ducati rolls on 
Production of the new Pierre Terblanche- 
designed Ducati 900SS is due to start on 
time in March, with factory testers insist- 
ing that the cantilever-sprung two-valve 
desmo sports bike handles as well on the 
street as the 916. Looking further ahead, 
Ducati management now confirms that 
the ST4 otto valvole version of the 
acclaimed ST2 sport tourer will be 
launched at the Munich Show in Septem- 
ber, to provide what Ducati hope will be 
a knockout blow to the new VFR Honda. 
Then, in 1999, the long-awaited debut of a 
street version of the Supermono single 
(introduced as a race bike in 1993) is set to 
be produced. 

However, Ducati management has so 
many key executives of the Bologna com- 
pany who are unashamed supporters of 
the “racer with lights” for which so 
many Ducatisti have been asking that, 
this time around, it looks odds-on the 
Supermono Strada will make its debut at 
the 1999 Milan Show - but not with the 
900SS chassis that one Italian magazine 
insists will be employed as a cost-saving 
measure! 

“You cannot be serious if you think 
this will happen,” says a factory insider. 
“Either we do this properly, or not at all.” 

Wait and see. 


Magni adds a model 

Moto Guzzi's projected move to Monza 
will bring them a little closer to their 
Magni partners at Samarate, the small 
specialist manufacturer run by one-time 
MV Agusta race chief Arturo Magni and 
his son Giovanni, which produces just 
200 hand-built sportbikes each year, 
using Moto Guzzi engines fitted in 
Magni’s own chassis, with styling also 
done in-house. Magni has just announced 
its latest model, almost inevitably an 
eight-valve version of the existing half- 
faired, retro-styled Sfida 1100ie cafe racer, 
but using the high-cam Daytona 1000 
motor in place of the 1100 Sport two- 
valve pushrod engine. Both bikes are, of 
course, fuel injected and use the same 
box-section steel-backbone chassis, fitted 
with Ceriani Forcella Italia suspension, 
top-level Brembo brakes, 17-inch March- 











Aprilia showers may bring V-four flowers 

Alongside news of the projected San Marino design 
house under Pierluigi Marconi, and the kickoff of 
production of the new RSV1000 Superbike in April, 
the big word from Italy’s largest manufacturer, April- 
ia, is of a possible link with car giants Renault to 
develop a range of V-four engines to power a new 
range of Aprilia motorcycles. 

The fact that Aprilia and Renault shared a stand at 
the recent Bologna Show (which attracted more than 
1 million visitors before Christmas) this already led to 
speculation about a joining of the two, but it was dis- 
missed by Aprilia as a joint marketing exercise aimed 
at targeting the youthful audience for both compa- 
nies’ products. 

But reports in the French press of a collaboration 
between Renault Sport - the French giant’s perfor- 
mance-engineering division - and the Italian bike 
company appear to have been borne out by events, 
with French motorcycle magazine Moto Journal quot- 
ing Aprilia race boss Carlo Pernat as admitting there 
have been discussions. : 

"Yes, it'S true we've had contacts with Renault," 
he says, "as well as with Cosworth and Ferrari. But 
we've spent millions of dollars developing the 
RSV1000 engine with Rotax, and we're not going to 
throw that away. Quite simply, we're planning for 
the future and want to see what's done elsewhere - Aprilia isn't an engine manufacturer, 
so we need to see what's on offer from companies with the necessary know-how to meet 
our needs. I'll admit we've kicked some ideas for future engines around with Cosworth, 
but nothing firm's come out of it and we're still looking around. That's why we're talking 
to Renault.” 

Cosworth was originally commissioned by Aprilia in 1996 to extract competitive 
horsepower from the superbike race version of the RSV1000's 60-degree V-twin Rotax- 
designed engine, the lack of which caused the launch of the new bike to be held back at 
least a year. The British engine specialists succeeded in doing this - but in doing so attract- 
ed the attention of Renault Sport boss Christian Contzen, whose V-10 engines, fitted to the 
Benetton and Williams teams' cars, have dominated Formula One GP racing for the past 
half-decade. 

But at the end of ‘97 Renault withdrew officially from Formula One car racing (as well 
as from top-level rallying), giving the V-10 engines to outside specialists Mecachrome to 
lease and run for another couple of seasons - and this means that Contzen is eager for out- 
side work, to prevent a brain-drain of his top engineers to rival companies. 

Hence the contacts with Aprilia, which scurces in France insist have resulted in an 
agreement to develop a V-four engine in capacities from 750 to 1200cc, which would 
power a range of Aprilia sport-touring, touring, custom and, ultimately, performance 
bikes. With the RSV1000 so close to entering production, Aprilia has no intention of 
throwing its massive investment in the new V-twin four-stroke range away, but appears 
to consider the Renault link a wise option for the future. 


Though Aprilia is definitely 
commited to its RSV1000 V- 
twin-powered superbike, the 
Italian company has evidently 
been in contact with Renault 
about possibly producing a V- 
four engine to power an 
additional line of large- 
displacement bikes. 
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esini wheels and Magni's trademark par- 
allelogram rear suspension. 

The 8V Sfida 1000 will cost 3,000,000 
lire (about $1700) more than the pushrod- 
engined bike, and will replace the fully- 
faired 8V Australia model in the Magni 
lineup for 1998 production. 


Laverda going global 

Laverda's comeback from the dead over 
the past four years has been entirely 
thanks to the dedicatión and deep pock- 
ets of textile tycoon Francesco Tognon, 
whose huge investment in company with 
his partners, cheese-making millionaires 
Paolo and Valentino Brazzali, has seen 
production increased to a planned 4200 
bikes for 1998 to be sold around the 
world and now, this year, for the first 
time also in the United States, Canada 
and the Italian home market, too. 

The all-new liquid-cooled 750cc paral- 
lel-twin engine designed by former Fer- 
rari engineer Nicola Materazzi and his 
development team hired from the Lam- 
borghini F1 project is now in production 
in two levels of performance - the basic 78 
bhp 750S and the 92 bhp Formula - while 
Laverda's all-new fuel-injected 12-valve 
three-cylinder engine for the Jota 900 
Superbike and 1200cc cruiser/tourer 
spinoffs is nearing completion, ready for 
bench tests to begin in June, prior to a 
confirmed launch at the 1999 Milan Show 
and factory involvement in World Super- 
bike racing in the year 2000. 

To keep Laverda's growth on track, 
Tognon has added a couple of major 
investors to the company - though con- 
trary to some reports, he insists that he 
personally has retained control of the 
company. ^My life is in Laverda," he 





insists, "and I will keep my hands on the 
handlebars to steer it into a successful 
future." 

But the wealthy industrialist admits he 
has sold a substantial stake in the compa- 
ny to two other close friends, cousins 
Nadir and Roberto Spezzapria, whose 
Venice-based company Forgital produces 
high-tech metal components for the aero- 
space and nuclear industries - as well as 
now producing all major engine castings 
for Laverda motorcycle engines. 

With its production certified to ISO 
9000 standard, Forgital's involvement 
with Laverda will bring added quality to 
its two-wheeled products, as well stream- 
lining production at the Zane factory, 
which the Spezzaprias are now effectively 
charged with overseeing. 

With the Brazzali brothers supervising 
the company's administration, the hands- 
on involvement of his partners has left 
Tognon free to concentrate on the two 
areas of most concern to him: product 
development, sales and marketing. With 
Nicola Materazzi's contract to bring the 
750cc engine to production now complet- 
ed, the elderly engineer has now taken 
his retirement (though he still continues 
to work as a consultant for Laverda), and 
has been succeeded as technical director 
by 44-year-old Antonio Calgado, himself 
an enthusiastic motorcyclist and twin- 
cylinder sportbike fan. 

"Ing. Calgado's task," says Tognon, "is 
to continue refining and developing the 
750cc twin-cylinder range, as well as to 
bring Laverda's three-cylinder range to 
the marketplace. We've chosen well - he'll 
do a good job." ‹х 





Guzzi going? 
Italy’s oldest extant motorcycle 
marque, Moto Guzzi, is all partied 
out, having celebrated its 75th 
birthday last year with a big bash 
at the historic lakeside factory at 
Mandello del Lario, near Lecco. 
Next time around, the party may 
have to be held somewhere else, 
though - because, though Guzzi 
management won't confirm it yet, 
. reliable sources insist that Moto 
Guzzi is about to move. 

When new managing director 
Oscar Cecchinato took over at 
Guzzi last spring, it was after a 
five-year stint in a similar role at 
Aprilia, where he laid the founda- 
tion for a four-fold increase in pro- 
duction by transferring assembly 
from the cramped, obsolete Noale 
corporate headquarters to a 
brand-new, purpose-built manufacturing plant at nearby Scorze. Upon his arrival at 
Guzzi, Cecchinato was unafraid to ask the impossible: Should Guzzi continue with the 
process of trying to modernize their rambling, decaying factory beside Lake Como - or 
cut their losses and move elsewhere? 

It seems the dice have now fallen in favor of a move to a new factory near Monza 
with substantialy more room and much more modern facilities. While parts of the old 
factory have a pleasantly traditional feel, and areas like the famous wind tunnel are prac- 
tically national monuments, others are frankly dingy and decrepit, making the improve- 
ments begun by Cecchinato's predecessor, Arnulfo Sacchi, hard to achieve. What's more, 
the layout of a factory designed in the labor-intensive days of hand-built motorcycles is 
incompatible with modern CNC machine tools, automated assembly and CAD comput- 
ers, making a move to a new factory all the more appropriate. 

There's no timetable yet available for the likely move, but the introduction early next 
century of the new range of overhead-cam engines currently under development gives a 
clue as to when it will need to be completed. 

To non-Guzzi enthusiasts, such a switch may not seem particularly notable - but for 
Moto Guzzi to move from Mandello is in every way the equivalent of Harley-Davidson 
forsaking Milwaukee, Ducati leaving Bologna or, in the old days, Triumphs being built 
elsewhere than in Meriden. Mandello means Moto Guzzi, and vice versa. Still, by mov- 
ing to Monza, Italy’s most historic bike marque will end up a stone's throw from the 








It now appears the Moto Guzzi will be moving 
from its historic factory in Mandello to a bigger, 
more modern facility in Monza. How significant 
is this? Think of Harley-Davison moving out of 
Milwaukee. 
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Cagiva steps up 

One step ahead in the matter of moving house is 
Guzzi's neighbor, Cagiva, whose new factory at 
Cassinetta, across Lake Varese from the company's 
present base in the old Aermacchi seaplane factory 
at Schiranna, is now operational. 

Inaugurated there on January 19 is a new, fully 
computerized and automated Cagiva/Husqvarna 
spare-parts operation, occupying five floors and 
comprising 160,000 square feet in total, with 24- 
hour operation and a guaranteed 48-hour turn- 
around time, says company boss Claudio Cas- 
tiglioni. 

"This is the baptism for Cassinetta," he says, 
"but in March we will start up our first production 
line there, and by September this year we will have 
a total of five assembly lines operating in the new 
site. Our existing factory in Schiranna will from 
then on be entirely dedicated to engine manufacture 
- everything from 50cc two-strokes to our new four- 
cylinder F4 range will be built there." 

Cagiva is on a roll after breaking its links with 
Ducati, with production now in full flow at the 
existing factory, turning out 120 bikes a day (mainly 
the new 125 Planet and various Husky models), and 
the backlog of demand (especially for Husqvarnas) 
is now being satisfied. The first new bike to be built 
in the new Cassinetta plant will be the Husky 610: 
Enduro and the street-oriented Super Motard, Husqvarna's long-awaited answer to the 
KTM Duke, complete with electric start, proper oil pump and vibration-sapping balance 
shaft in the all-new four-valve HVA motor. 

This will be followed in April by the fuel-injected 900SS Ducati-powered Canyon 900 
and in May by the long-delayed start of production of the Cucciolo big-wheel scooter 
launched three years ago but delayed by the Cagiva Group's cash-flow crisis. Cucciolo 
production will be substantial: 10,000 units in the first four months alone, according to 
sales boss Luigi Giacometti. 

But of course it's the luscious MV Agusta F4 that everyone's waiting to see on the 
streets, and Castiglioni insists that development is right on schedule for hand-built pro- 
duction of the first 200 numbered bikes to begin in April as planned. While road and 
track tests continue of the original prototypes clad with 916 Ducati bodywork, Massimo 
Tamburini has now constructed road-ready versions of the Milan Show bike, with the 
750cc version of the fuel-injected radial-valve in-line four-cylinder motor now giving 124 
bhp at the gearbox, according to factory sources. Work is now accelerating on the 900cc 
version due to equip the power-up version, likely to be badged as a Cagiva and compete 
with the R1 Yamaha, ZX-9R Kawasaki, Honda CBR900RR etc. On the dyno, this engine 
now produces more than 140 bhp at the gearbox, but unlike the 750cc MV, hasn't yet 
been run in a chassis.

fficially, Australia Day is cele- 
O brated annually on January 26, 

but Anthony Gobert and Mat 
Mladin waited until today to observe 
their National holiday, the pair of Aus- 
tralians making the opening round of 
the AMA/MBNA Superbike Series their 
very own at Phoenix International Race- 
way. No one came close to matching the 
speed and tenacity of the two visitors to 
the Valley of the Sun as they steadily 
drew away from the pack. Ultimately, 





the win went to Gobert and the Vance & 
Hines Ducati after a dominating perfor- 
mance in what was his first visit to the 
1.5-mile combination road course/oval 
race track. 

No one was better than road racing’s 
“Bad Boy” on this day. In his first outing 
on both the track and the Ducati V-twin, 
Gobert didn’t wait long to dazzle the 
Americans in attendance. He showed up 
with freshly dyed red hair, was quick 
from the get-go, qualified on the front 
row, got a good start and then rode 
around the outside of quick-starter 
Jamie Hacking in the first corner to take 
the lead. His only challenger was the 





determined Mladin, who started from 
pole position in his return ride for 
Yoshimura Suzuki. On the fourth lap, 
Mladin dived under Gobert in turn five 
to take over the lead and it was sudden- 
ly Schoolboy motocross in Australia all 
over again as the two bitter rivals start- 
ed exchanging jabs. Mladin led for four 
laps, then the “Go-Show” took over. 
Despite constant pressure for the majori- 
ty of the race, Gobert was never headed 
again and he set a new race record in the 
process of winning the first AMA 
National of his career. In the end, he had 
some eight seconds in hand - keeping 
Ducati's perfect four-for-four record at 














Phoenix International Raceway intact - 
as Mladin battled to the finish with a 
badly worn rear tire. Still, Mladin was 
well clear of those behind him. 

Love him or loathe him, there's no 
denying Gobert's appeal, and he made 
some new fans at the end of the race by 
wheelying the Ducati around the race 
track. Gobert is happy with his new 
team, his new motorcycle and his new 
series after his 1997 season of discontent 
with the Lucky Strike Suzuki team in 
500cc Grand Prix racing. Victory was 
sweet, for more reasons than one. 

"With Mat (Mladin) being on a Suzu- 
ki, with all that's happened with me and 
Suzuki, I wanted to beat everybody - 
especially Suzuki," Gobert said. "I 
didn't want them beating me, so it's 
really good to sit here and have both 
Suzukis behind me." 

Third place and first non-Australian 
was Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates. 
The Georgian started slowly, but steadi- 
ly worked his way up to third. By the 
time he got there, however, the leading 
duo were long gone - but Yates was 
next-best and he easily finished third, 
ahead of Muzzy Kawasaki's defending 
AMA Superbike National Champion 
Doug Chandler. 

Fifth place went to Yamaha's Jamie 
Hacking (in case you weren't paying 
attention, that's four different brands of 
motorcycles in the top five) in a convinc- 
ing performance in what was his first- 
ever AMA Superbike National. Showing 
absolutely no rookie jitters, Hacking 
jumped into the lead at the start, was 
gobbled up by the two Australians, then 
held his position for most of the race. In 
the end, both Yates and Chandler had 
worked their way around the South 
Carolinian, but no one else could - and 
the long list of those beaten by the rook- 
ie was impressive indeed. 

That list begins with American 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel. Perhaps 
never having had to work this hard in 
his life to finish sixth, DuHamel started 
the race from the fourth row after bat- 
tling handling problems throughout 
qualifying. The team (formerly Smokin' 








Joe’s Honda) ended up making some 
progress with the brand-new RC45 and 
its struggle to find traction, and 
DuHamel rode hard to fight his way 
through to sixth place. 

Vance & Hines Ducati’s Thomas 
Stevens rode a steady if not spectacular 
race to finish seventh, despite looking 
like a potential podium finisher early 
on. Like many others, he was the victim 
of a poor tire choice. The Floridian put 
himself as high as fourth early in the 
race, but he was eventually passed by 
Yates, Chandler and finally DuHamel. 

Eighth place went to Yoshimura 
Suzuki’s Steve Crevier and the brand- 
spanking-new TL1000R V-twin. Crevier 
rode the new bike with authority and it 
was up to the task, making the new 
bike’s coming-out party a memorable 
-one. Ninth place went to American 
Honda's Ben Bostrom, who - like 
DuHamel - was fighting a constant spin- 
ning problem with the RC45. The top 10 
was filled by HyperCycle Suzuki's Jason 
Pridmore after a steady ride through the 
pack. 

The rest of the factory men followed 
in Pridmore’s wake: Yamaha’s Rich 
Oliver was 11th; Fast By Ferracci’s Mike 
Hale was a discouraging 12th; Pascal 
Picotte, in his Harley-Davidson VR1000 
debut, was 13th; and Ferracci’s Tom 
Kipp was 14th after being forced to 
undergo a stop-and-go penalty for a 
start-line infraction. Earl Small’s Harley- 
Davidson's Chris Carr ended up 15th on 
his last year’s VR1000, ahead of Thomas 
Wilson on the second factory VR. 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram 
ended up two laps behind in 23rd place 
after having to pit for adjustments on 
his TL1000R. 

The most notable nonfinisher was 
former AMA Superbike National Cham- 
pion Jamie James. The Louisianan 
crashed his Harley-Davidson VR1000 on 
the sixth lap of what was his return to 
road racing after a one-year hiatus. 

With a new points-paying system 
firmly in place, Gobert leads Mladin by 
four points, 37-33, with 13 rounds left to 
be run. Gobert earned an extra point for 
leáding the most laps, and Mladin 
picked up a bonus point for earning 
pole position on Saturday afternoon. 
Yates has 29 points, with Chandler 
fourth on 27. Hacking has 26, just one 
point clear of DuHamel. The new sys- 
tem still pays all the way back to 30th in 
one-point increments after the first four 
finishers (36, 32, 29, 27, 26, 25, 24, etc.). 

The race began under threatening 
skies and with unseasonably cool 
(blame it on El Niño) weather in the 
desert town of Goodyear, and the first 
surprise of the new season came from 
Hacking. The new factory Yamaha 
recruit put the dated YZF750 into turn 
one first from his front-row starting 
position. Though his lead was short- 
lived, it was impressive nonetheless. 

"| was wondering where everybody 
was," Hacking said later. "I was sur- 
prised. I didn't really want to pull the 
holeshot." 

They showed up soon enough, with 
Gobert riding around the outside of 
Hacking in turn one. Mladin didn't 
waste much time in following suit as he 
went under Hacking on the approach to 
the left-hand hairpin that leads onto the 
banked oval. 

Gobert's plan was apparent; He was 
trying to break away. Mladin, a bitter 
rival from way back, had no intentions 
of letting that happen and all he saw 
was red - in more ways than one. Both 
were determined, and that soon pushed 
them clear of the rest. 

By the third lap, Mladin had closed 





the gap, and on the fourth lap he dived 
under Gobert in the right-hand turn 
seven. Gobert was in trouble; at least 
that's how he saw it. 

"| felt it would come down to tires 
and I went with the hardest compound 
Dunlops there were," Gobert explained 
later. ^I don't think the front was work- 
ing very well and I was fighting for trac- 
tion the whole race - when I was tipping 
it into corners. They (the tires) were just 
skating across the top and they weren't 
biting in. After the first few laps, I knew 
I was going to struggle, and I didn't 
think I had a chance of winning after 
those first few laps. Once Mat (Mladin) 


* went past and I realized he was giving it 


his all and couldn't get away from me, 
then I thought we had a good chance. I 
thought maybe that the harder-com- 
pound tires would start Kicking in and 
they'd be better - I think that was the 
case with the rear. It came in as the race 
wore on, but I wish I would have chosen 
a softer front. I just couldn't tip it in like 
I was during testing, practice and quali- 
fying." 

With Mladin unable to get away, 
Gobert came back for more. On the 
eighth lap, he took over at the front 
again. Then he tried - without much 
luck - to break away. Mladin was hav- 
ing none of it. As for the rest of the field, 
forget about it - they were never in this 
one. 

"Once Mat let me past, I figured he'd 
try and stay on me the whole race and 
try and pass me toward the end," Gob- 
ert said. "My plan was from then to try 
and break away. I wanted to win for 
myself, for my family and for the whole 
deal. I wasn't going to let anyone beat 
me - definitely (not) without a fight." 

On the 24th lap, Gobert opened up a 
little cushion, but Mladin kept plugging 
away, and five laps later he was back on 
the Ducati's rear wheel. On the 32nd 
lap, the pair came upon Kipp between 
turn one and two - Gobert got through 
and Mladin didn't. Gobert suddenly 
had one second on Mladin, but two laps 
later they were stuck together again. 
Then they encountered heavy traffic on 
the 35th of 42 laps. Again, Gobert got 
the best of it and that was the beginning 
of the end for Mladin. He simply didn't 
have enough rear tire left to retaliate. 

"Basically, I felt pretty good at the 
start," Mladin explained. "Anthony got 
out there and got past Hacking. I fig- 
ured I'd get past Anthony and try to put 
my head down and go a little bit, but 
every time I got to the hairpin I could 
hear him behind me. I knew that wasn't 
going to work after five or six laps, so I 
let him back past me. I just sat there and 
basically about 10 laps from the end we 





encountered a few tire troubles, and that 
sort of put an end to it. Before that, I 
thought I could have a go at him in a 
couple of spots. I thought Га wait until 
the end and have a go with a few laps to 
go. Then that happened (the tires went 
away) and I was still hanging on, but I 
didn't have anything for him at that 
stage. With about six laps to go, I got 
held up a bit in some traffic - we both 
sort of did - but he kinda got it and my 
tire was wrecked. I figured that second 
was better than putting it on the deck, 
trying to catch up again. So that's what I 
did. l'm happy with our start. Second 
place is good and I’m looking forward 
to the rest of the season - it's a 14-race 
championship, so it's going to be good." 

Gobert knew going in that Mladin 
was the man to beat, and he also knew 
that slicing through traffic would be the 
key to victory. 

"To be honest, I felt that Mat was 
going to be a bit of a challenge and I felt 
that Aaron (Yates) was a bit of a hard 
charger," Gobert said. ^I didn't consider 
Doug (Chandler). that much because I 
know that he's pretty tentative in traffic, 
and I knew that it would come down to 
traffic. With my supercross skills, I 
knew that I could knife the traffic pretty 
well and that's what I intended on 
doing. I felt it would come down to traf- 
fic and I felt pretty confident. I’m really 
happy with the result and I was just 


hoping to get the lapped guys in the, 


right place. And I did. I got past them in 
some critical parts of the track and I 
pulled some ground on Mat." 

Yates' race was hectic in the begin- 
ning and lonely in the end. He finished

the first lap in eighth place, then went to 
work. Along the way he had to pass 
Oliver, Stevens and Hacking, while also 
dealing with Chandler. He was up to 
the task and it resulted in a third-place 
finish. 

“I got a bit of a slow start and I was 
back a little ways," Yates said. "Every- 
body came on down and I let off. Every- 
body, it seemed like, got by me and I got 
by a few folks down there in one. I got 
by Chandler, he got back by me, and I 
got back by him. Then I got around 
Oliver and Thomas. I saw Jamie (Hack- 
ing) out there and I finally caught him." 

Then there was the Ducati mirage. 

"| didn’t know how far back I was, 
but I saw a Ducati up there and I 
thought the helmet looked like Antho- 
ny's. I was like, ‘Damn, there he is.’ But 
it wasn't him. I kept on going and kinda 
watched my dash, the timer on my 
dash, and kept it around the low twos 
(1:02 lap times). I just kept it clickin' to 
the finish of the race." 

Chandler isn't a fan of race tracks 
like Phoenix International Raceway, so 
finishing fourth wasn't the end of the 
world. He started his title defense with a 
solid points-paying finish, and was rela- 
tively pleased. After all, with only five 
laps complete, Chandler already trailed 
the leading Australians by over six sec- 
onds. 

^We finished," Chandler said. ^I had 
a chatter on the left side of the rear and I 
was getting a chatter slide every time 
through the big left. I came off the line 
okay, but I got boxed. Jamie (Hacking) 
came down on me so I couldn't really 
stay on it. Through the fast bowl I could 
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feel it (the rear tire) pattering and it got 
worse and worse. On these little tracks 
you never really know what's going to 
happen, so you take what you can and 
move on.” , 

Following Chandler across the line 
was Hacking after a ride that opened 
many an eye. The youngster held down 
third for a lot of the race before giving 
way to Yates and Chandler. Still, he 
never gave up and brought the old 
Yamaha home in fifth. 

“I started going slower,” Hacking 
said of the reason why he was caught. 
“Well, it went back and forth. They 
chose a different-compound tire than I 
did and I think mine was a little too soft. 
I'd never been 42 laps before - riding is 
the easy part; dealing with tires is the 
hardest part. The lappers worked out 
good for me early, but then I got 
screwed big-time when the tires went 
bad. I learned that I just have to relax. I 
didn't start relaxing until five laps from 
the end. It'Il get a lot easier for me." 

Starting from the fourth row put 
DuHamel in a precarious position from 
the beginning - not that he needed 
things to be any worse after suffering 
through practice and qualifying while 
trying to find a setup for the RC45. In 
the race he took his time and started 
picking the others off one by one, 
despite concerns that he'd destroy his 
tire in the process. 

"I was concerned about the tires and 
trying to be careful,” DuHamel said. “I 
was trying to be easy on the left side, 
but they started getting slippery on the 
right side, too. Those guys weren't get- 
ting away from me too bad - besides 
Gobert and Mladin. The bike was work- 
ing pretty good. My problem was my 
concern about my tires, and it really was 
just my problem of thinking about it too 
much. I just wanted to get out of here 
without getting hurt. Chassiswise, we're 
confident we can get less wheelspin." 

Stevens had started' well, passing 
Oliver to move into fourth place - but 
then he gave way to Yates, Chandler 
and DuHamel. 

"I had to slow down," Stevens 
explained. "I chose the wrong tire. 
Anthony (Gobert) went with the hard 
one and I should have. I never tried it, 
so it was my fault and it killed me. That 
tire could have been good enough so I 
could have kept going forward. Those 
guys were going forward and I was 
going south. We ran into Mike Smith at 
one point and he decided that since he 
was lapped, he'd start racing. I had to 
follow him through turns one and two 
and by then those guys had jumped me 
by two seconds. I went from ‘Plus 4’ to 
‘Plus 1’ on Miguel (DuHamel) in one 
lap." 

Despite a constant effort, Crevier and 
the new Suzuki V-twin weren't able to 
catch Stevens and the Ducati, though

the Canadian did give DuHamel fits for 
a few laps. 

“1 creeped the start," Crevier said. 
"The light was a little longer than I 
anticipated. I read a thing in Dirt Rider 
(a monthly off-road magazine) with 
(Doug) Henry talking about doing starts 
with the four-stroke. He said to keep the 
revs low, and I did. I pulled off a half- 
decent start. For five, six or seven laps, I 
felt a lot of vibration from the front. It 
felt like the front, but it was actually the 
back. I was closing in on Aaron (Yates), 
Chandler and them, but I chose too soft 
a tire and I chunked it up a bit. The last- 
minute changes we made to the forks 
really complimented the rear. Maybe I 





was focusing too much on trying to fix 
the back." 

Like DuHamel, Bostrom was also 
getting too much wheelspin from the 
back of the Honda, and he could fare no 
better than ninth. 

"For the first five to six laps it want- 
ed a qualifier (soft tire)" Bostrom said. 
"After seven or eight laps, I just had to 
ride around. I learned something really 
big today and I'll use it from now on." 

Pridmore had a good ride as he 
begins his first full superbike season. 
The Californian was well back at the 
start, but he passed the likes of Hale, 
Picotte and Oliver to earn 10th place. 











It was simply a horrible day for the 
Fast By Ferracci team as Hale and Kipp 
could do no better than 12th and 14th, 
respectively. Both riders struggled to 
find front-end grip with their new 
Michelins over the course of the week- 
end, and Hale was the unhappy victim 
of two crashes during qualifying - one of 
which wrecked the best of his two 
Ducatis. 

Not so for Gobert, who may just be 
the happiest man in America right now. 

"It's nice to win here; I like it," Gob- 
ert said. "The Americans make a bit of 
a big deal out of winning, so that's 
good. I like winning, and I like every- 





No Ducati, still 
Mladin 


Mat Mladin (right) knew that somebody would break his lap record from a 
year ago when wheels were finally turned in anger in the opening qualify- 
ing session of the season. But he didn't think that new lap-record holder 
would be named Mat Mladin. Based on past performances at Phoenix 
International Raceway, you couldn't blame the Australian for assuming 
that the pole would ultimately go to someone on a factory Ducati. After 
all, every past pole position at the race track in the Valley of the Sun had 
been taken by a Ducati-mounted rider. And the same goes for the race. 
But when all was said and done, it was Mladin breaking his own lap record 
and taking pole position for the Cruise America Superbike Challenge - in 
his return ride on a Yoshimura Suzuki GSXR750. As odd as it may seem, 
it was only the second pole position of Mladin's AMA career - the first 
coming here a year ago when he was Ducati-mounted. 

"It was pretty good, really," Mladin said after lapping at 1:00.641 (89.642 
mph). "The first lap with the qualifier should have been a lot better, but 
one of the Ferracci bikes must have gone straight in one. He was still 
under the paint when he was coming around the bowl and it screwed me 
up à little bit coming into the hairpin, and | ran a bit wide. Fortunately, the 
tire hung in for an extra lap, so it was good. " 

His time edged the one turned in by defending AMA Superbike National 
Champion Doug Chandler. the Muzzy Kawasaki rider lapping at 1:00.817. 
The first Ducati? Anthony Gobert and the Vance & Hines Ducati in third 
place after the Australian lapped at 1:00.903 in his first outing at Phoenix 
International Raceway. 

“Truthfully, I'm a little surprised," Mladin said. "There are four of them 
(Ducatis) out there now - four really competitive ones. Last year we had à 
bit of time on the rest of the guys here and | thought that with four good 
riders on four good motorcycles... it's a good motorcycle for this race 
track. It's got good punch off the corners, and | expected one to be on 
the pole. But we pulled it out, so that's the way it goes.” 

Chandler was pleased with his effort and happy to be on the front row as 
he begins defense of his title for the second straight year. 

“I'm happy with what we finished with," Chandler said. "It would have 
been nice to be on pole. but | think we've got a pretty good race setup 
and | just hope for some good weather tomorrow. We'll just go from 
there." 

Then came Gobert and the first Ducati. соціа have been better, the for- 
mer World Superbike and Grand Prix rider said, if things had worked bet- 
ter with the electronic shifter on the Ducati. 

“The bonus is that | like this place," Gobert said. "I think it's really good 
and it suits my style. I've really been enjoying myself - | really enjoy riding 
the Ducati. | think the Ducati is the best bike Гуе ridden so far. It's been 
good working with the Vance & Hines team, and I'm enjoying my riding. 
That makes a big difference. Basically, the only problem I've been having 
is with the bike and the automatic shifter. It isn't working when | go out 
there - sometimes it works, sometimes it doesn't. That's holding me back 
à bit, but that's really the only problem. I just pray that the bike is all right 
tomorrow because it seems to be the same problem - normally the 
Ducatis do the motor, but the motors have been holding together really 
good. The only problem is with the shifter not working from time to time. 





When they fixed it the other day, ! 
went half a second quicker, so | was 
quite confident of going quite a bit 
quicker if it had been working. I'm just 
happy to still be on the front row. ! 
wasn't really sure how it'd turn out 
with the shifter not working, and it 
seems around here, with the Mickey 
Mouse corners, that you really need 
it. I'm looking forward to tomorrow's 
race and hopefully the bike will be 
good. We've got another engine to 
put in for tomorrow, so hopefully it 
won't be a problem." 

The front row was filled by a factory 
Yamaha - giving it the diversity of four 
different brands of motorcycles - but it 
wasn't the factory Yamaha you'd 
expect to be there. Instead of lead 
rider Rich Oliver, the fourth spot on the front row was taken by Jamie 
Hacking. The superbike rookie was imposing, lapping at 1:00.919. 

"It's not too bad." Hacking said. "It's pretty easy, really - a lot easier than 
riding a 600 around here. You can change all kinds of stuff - you just say 
what you want, and you pretty much get it. | wish | wouldn't have crashed 
my bike that | had set up pretty good yesterday. We had to start from 
scratch today, but | think we'll be there. l'm really surprised. | just keep 
plugging away on that vintage machine, | guess - until next year. That thing 
does the job for me; | can't use all the power that it's got. If | can hang in 
there tomorrow and ride with the guys, then I'll learn some things. | 
learned a lot last year from all these guys, so if | can do that again this 
year, then I'll learn again." 

The last man to crack into one-minute-flat lap times was Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Aaron Yates. The Georgian lapped the 1.5-mile race track in 1:00.988 
despite a late-session crash when he had to lock the front brake to avoid 
hitting Honda’s Ben Bostrom. 

With Yates leading the second row, Vance & Hines Ducati's Thomas 
Stevens was next in line, lapping at 1:01.309 to head Yamaha's Oliver 
and Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier - in the TL1000R's AMA Super- 
bike-racing debut. 

Bostrom's factory Honda ВС45 led the third row of the grid, though the 
Californian was a bit disgusted that he hadn't gone faster while using his 
qualifying tires. Still, he was five places better than his teammate Miguel 
DuHamel - but everyone knew that the French Canadian would be near 
the front come Sunday's race. DuHamel spent long periods of time on pit 
lane as his crew appeared to be changing everything in an effort to stop 
wheelspin on the RC45. 

“It doesn't matter where he (DuHamel qualifies,” Mladin said. "He'll still 
be giving us heaps tomorrow. He's good; that's all there is to it.” 

Also struggling were the Fast By Ferracci Ducatis of Tom Kipp and Mike 
Hale. Both were having problems finding a front Michelin that they were 
happy with, and Hale was further troubled after destroying his best bike in 
a qualifying crash on Friday. Kipp ended up 12th, with Hale 13th. 

The first of the factory Harley-Davidsons was 10th on the grid, in the 
hands of former Yoshimura Suzuki rider Pascal Picotte. Picotte lapped at 
1:01.873, still only a second off Mladin's pace. His teammate Thomas 
Wilson, meanwhile, spent the entire session on the outside of turn one 
after having blown a motor on the VR. Wilson ended up qualifying 19th. 
with his time coming from Friday's session. 








body getting excited. I think over in 
Europe everyone’s a bit too calm and 
reserved, so it’s good to be here and to 
feel everybody's excitement.

If Saturday's post-qualifying press conference is any indication, the pressroom banter between Aus- 
tralians Mat Mladin and Anthony Gobert should be entertaining this year. There is no love lost 
between the two and both seem willing to stir things up. When Mladin expressed concern. about 
slower riders. being a hazard іп the race, Gobert said he disagreed. “| look at it from the other guy's 
perspective, and he came here to race," Gobert said. "| reckon he should be able to ride out there. 
Sure, he's slower, but these guys out there aren't too bad. A lot of those guys are on supersport 
bikes, so they're doing the best they can on those machines. | say let them race. It adds more inter- 
est. | prefer more guys out there. | came from supercross and | love the touching, the close racing. | 
love riding around the outside of them down in that bottom turn there (the banked oval portion of the 
track). | think the more out there, the merrier. I've been trying to touch a few guys on the fairing, 
but..." "Don't touch me," Mladin warned his countryman. Apparently, the two have pretty much 
agreed to disagree. 








Former racer Dale Quarterley was at Phoenix, serving as crew chief for Michael Barnes' Harley- 
Davidson VR1000. Quarterley said the position was only temporary and he was just helping Barnes 
and the new team. On Friday afternoon, Barnes was lucky to escape with only a concussion when he 
crashed the VR on the exit of the banking, slamming into the air fence. "| am supposed to play crew 
chief, but after this problem it's become major mechanic," Quarterley said after helping rebuild 
Barnes’ bike for Sunday's race. Quarterley is continuing his car-racing career, racing in the Busch 
Series New England events. Barnes.completed. only nine laps of the National before pulling out with 
an engine failure. 





There were several crashes. during practice and qualifying for the Cruise America Superbike Chal- 
lenge, but none were more costly than Mike Hale's. The Texan crashed the best of his two Fast By 
Ferracci Ducatis on Friday and the bike was totally destroyed, except for the engine cases. It was 
Hale's second crash of the day and both crashes came on his number-one. bike. Obviously, Hale was 
forced to concentrate his efforts on the second bike for the rest of the weekend, though he was 
struggling with front-tire problems. The estimated cost on the Ducati? $100,000. Hale's weekend 
didn't get much better, as he could do no better than 12th in the National: 





Jamie Hacking was another who did some major damage during practice. The superbike rookie 
totally destroyed one of his factory Yamaha YZF750s in a practice crash. He made amends, howev- 
er, by putting his backup bike on the front row of the grid and then finishing fifth in his first-ever AMA 
Superbike National. 


Who gets what? With four factory Ducatis on hand at the opening round, the lineage of each bike 
was worth. tracking. Mike Hale's number-one bike was actually Carl Fogarty's bike from last year's 
World Superbike series; his number-two bike is Mat Mladin's mount from last year. Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Anthony Gobert has two updated Pier-Francesco Chili bikes at his disposal, while 
Thomas Stevens gets updated versions of the bike he raced last year. Ditto for Ferracci's Tom Kipp, 
who is riding bikes from Ferracci's 1997 stable. The biggest noticeable difference between the Gob- 
ert and Hale bikes and Stevens’ and Kipp's are the swingarms. Gobert's bike also has a factory 
exhaust system, while Stevens' Ducati is using a Vance & Hines exhaust. "Му bike is a production- 
based racer developed by Vance & Hines," Stevens explained. "It's down on power a bit to Antho- 
ny's but it's the type of power that's the problem. Our guys are working on it, and they'll get it bet- 
ter." 





The youngest son of three-time World Champion Kenny Roberts, Kurtis Roberts, will race Erion 
Racing Hondas in both the 600cc Supersport class and the 250cc Grand Prix Series. Roberts was 
having the most trouble adapting to the CBR600. "It's the first time I've ever ridden a streetbike,” 
Roberts said. Roberts crashed the bike on Friday as he struggled to adapt to riding the four-stroke. 
The youngster ended up finishing 20th in the 600cc Supersport final and 10th in the 250cc Grand 
Prix class. Roberts said that the Honda RS250 that he was racing in the AMA Series was an 
improvement over the Hondas and Aprilias he raced in the 1997 250cc World Championship. 


Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert has been sharing a home with the Bostrom brothers, 
Ben and Eric, in Granada Hills, California, until he finds a place of his own. Gobert is planning on find- 
ing his own place, most likely in Huntington Beach, California. 


AMA 750cc Supersport Champion Jason Pridmore showed up in Phoenix looking fit and trim. “It 
was a lot of hard work during the off-season," Pridmore said after finishing third in the 600cc Super- 
sport final. “1 don't think it's going to be unreasonable for me to try and win both championships. | 
kriow the others are going to be tough all year long, but it's a pleasure for me to be able to ride with 
guys like Doug (Chandler) and Aaron (Yates). | trained really hard during the winter because | wanted 
to lose about 10 pounds. | figured it was hurting me on the 600 coming off some of the corners. | 
achieved that goal and | think that helped me this year. | think in some of the slower corners, my 
weight hurts me a little bit - but you've got Aaron, who weighs about 40 pounds more than me, and 
he doesn't have any problems with it." : 


After winning: Sunday's 600cc Supersport final; Doug Chandler is likely to be pleased that 
Kawasaki pushed him into racing its new ZX-6R in this season's championship: "I'm just not a big fan 





of the Supersports class," Chandler said when asked why he's always balked at riding Supersport 
bikes. "| feel that it's a good up-and-coming class, but I'd just as soon try to dedicate all my time to 
the superbike. Kawasaki came out with a new 600 this year and they felt it was going toʻbe competi- 
tive. They really pushed the issue and wanted me to ride it, so I felt obligated to do it for them." 


What's the difference between the Aaron Yates who finished eighth in the season-opening AMA 
Superbike race here a year ago and the one who finished third today? "We're a lot more prepared 
this year," Yates said. "The bike is working a lot better and | feel comfortable on the thing. There 
were some changes to it last year that didn't really work too good for. me, and it took me a while to 
get up to speed. Now we've got the bike dialed in, and I'm real comfortable on it.” 


Anthony Gobert became the third Australian to win the AMA Superbike race at Phoenix Interna- 
tional Raceway. In fact, Doug Polen is the only non-Australian to taste victory in Phoenix. Why do 
Australians do so well on the tight-and-twisty layout? "There are some similarities between this track 
and some of our tracks at home," Gobert said. "Some of our tracks are quite like this, pretty tight 
and Mickey Mouse. so it does sort of help us when we come here. It's a little bit dangerous, like 
coming on here (NASCAR turn four), but it's good. It's like the traffic: It just makes it better racing 
because it separates everybody. Otherwise, it'd be pretty boring because it's so one-line and that." 


It.was a pleasant surpríse to see veteran road racer Randy Renfrow back on his feet and back on 
a motorcycle for the season-opening AMA 250cc Grand Prix race in Phoenix. Renfrow, who suffered 
a broken ankle, badly broken left tibia, torn ligaments in both knees, a shattered scapula, a broken 
thumb and several broken bones.in his left hand when he crashed at the season-ending race at 
Sears Point, was back in action on. an Erion Racing Honda RS250. The gritty little Renfrow says he 
will ultimately need more knee surgery, though it didn't stop him from finishing fourh іп. ће race. By 
the way, Renfrow is 41 years old! 


Jamie James vowed to take it easy in his return to AMA Superbike racing following a one-year 
retirement. "The only way | would come back was to this type of situation," James, 36, said: "Don 
(Tilley) realizes that it's going to take me a little while to get back to being fast again. There's no 
pressure on me and we're looking to have some fun." James is riding the same Don Tilley Harley- 
Davidson VR1000 that Tripp Nobles raced in the series last year. In addition to returning to racing, 
James and his wife, Ramona, are in the process of opening a restaurant - The French Quarter Cafe - 
in the popular road-riding area of Asheville, North Carolina, 15 miles east of Asheville. 


When racers showed up for unofficial practice on Thursday, they found a large concrete patch on 
the inside of turn six at Phoenix International Raceway. The slippery patch was avoided for most of 
the weekend, but it didn't stop lap records from falling. 


If Jamie Hacking was the surprise of the weekend in the Superbike class, then Nicky Hayden 
was the talk of the Supersport classes. Hacking qualified on the front row.of his first-ever AMA 
Superbike National and ended up fifth in the race. Hayden, meanwhile, was running at the front of the 
750cc Supersport final before suffering a mechanical failure. The HyperCycle Suzuki rider, however, 
really made a name for himself in the 600cc Supersport race when he ended up fifth - beating the 
likes of Miguel DuHamel and both of the Bostrom brothers, Ben and Eric. Hayden was impressive, 
especially under braking for the left-hand hairpin that leads to the banked portion of the race track. 
The Kentuckian routinely outbraked the competition there and still managed to get a better drive on 
the exit than most - no matter how many National Championships they'd won. Hayden turned 16 on 
July 30 and only received his driver's license two weeks before the Phoenix race. "I believe | can 
race with these guys," Hayden said, "but maybe | was a bit surprised to do it this quick..| hate to 
think it's just this track, because Hike it here. | hope we can do this everywhere we go.” 


This may just be the biggest thing in the world that nobody comes to see... A stroll around 
the pit area of Phoenix International Raceway is an eye-opener for those who don't think a lot of 
money is being spent on AMA racing. There are now at least 10 teams with tractor-trailer rigs and 
even the Fast By Ferracci team has finally jumped on the big-rig bandwagon. Add up all the money 
being spent on rider contracts, tuners, mechanics and other team personnel - not to mention the 
motorcycles and other equipment - and it-makes you wonder why no one wants to come see it. Sur- 
prisingly, races like Phoenix continue to draw dismal crowds despite the fact that the AMA Superbike 
Series is now arguably the most competitive road-racing series in the world. 1 


Privateer Chris Rankin rode a borrowed Kawasaki ZX-6R to second place in Saturday's 750cc 
Supersport final and used his time in the spotlight to ask for some sponsorship help. "I don't know 
how to say it, but | guess you all could maybe help me out with this," Rankin said. “I'm at a point in 
my racing career where | have to get some serious help from somebody. | just feel like I'm a good 
enough rider to warrant some of the teams looking at me. | can't do this on my own much longer. | 
just feel like I'm: at the point where | deserve some support." Rankin seemed reluctant to ask the 
assembled group of media for help, but he obviously could usé some: Without a pit crew to depend 
on, Rankin kept track of where he was in'the standings by looking at the scoring tower іп the infield. 
Rankin rode the same bike to 14th place in the 600cc Supersport final бп Sunday morning. 


To inject or not to inject: According to sources within the team, Aaron Yates rode a fuel-injected 
Suzuki GSXR750 to his third-place finish in the AMA/MBNA Superbike National while second-place 
finisher Mat Mladin was aboard a carbureted GSXR.

Don’t mess 
with Doug

uzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chan- 

dler has been fast ever since he 

first threw a leg over the new 
Kawasaki ZX-6R during tire tests at 
Daytona in December. He was also fast 
right away at this, the first race of the 
season at Phoenix International Race- 
way. But pure speed has never been an 
issue with Chandler. What pundits 
questioned, however, was just how 
Chandler would react to the rough-and- 
tumble world of 600cc Supersport racing 
- where young up-and-coming racers 
and their DOT tires are willing to do just 
about anything to make a name for 
themselves. 

Chandler answered those questions 
on Sunday morning on the tight-and- 
twisty, 1.5-mile Phoenix International 
Raceway, and his response was a 
resounding: Bring it on, boys! 

For 25 laborious laps, Chandler did 
battle with the man many feel to be the 
toughest of them all: Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Aaron Yates. And he never backed 
down. In fact, he pulled to the rear of 
Yates' Suzuki GSXR600 on the final run 
around the fast banked turn that leads 
to the start/finish line, squared off the 
corner and drafted past the Georgian at 
the finish line. 

Chandler's record: one 600cc Super- 
sport race, one victory — not bad for a 
beginner who has his doubts about even 
taking part in Supersport racing. Just 
think how good he'll be with a few races 
under his belt. 

Chandler's win will also prove to be 
popular with the "Big K" as it ended a 
winless drought in the 600cc Supersport 
class for Kawasaki that dates back to 
1996. It was a worthy debut for both 
man and machine. 

"It feels good and it's a great way to 
start out your season," Chandler said. “I 
never was really looking too forward to 
running the Supersport class - I never 
have been. But it's not so bad - as long 
as the bike is good and it works good 





for you, and you're able to compete and 
race with the guys up front. That's what 
makes it enjoyable, and as long as you 
have something good enough that you 
can do that, then the racer within you is 
gonna always drive: You're gonna try 
and win every race. We were pretty for- 
tunate today and I think we had a good 
break. When I was leading, I got stuck a 
couple of times and it just happened 
that Aaron (Yates) was the last one to 
get stuck. Going through that last turn, I 
saw that he was just going to hold the 
bottom and protect the line, so I went 
ahead and drifted up and kinda squared 
it up to have the best run I could - and I 
was able to get to the line." 

Yates rode hard to finish second and 
was really the only rider capable of 
keeping Chandler and the fast new 
Kawasaki in sight. He did all he could, 
led the final lap, and his brush with 
lapped riders on that last lap was really 
the only difference between first and 
second place. At the line, it was Chan- 
dler by .100 of a second. 

^We got into traffic, like always," 
Yates said. "It's a shame because them 
guys kinda screw up a good race, but 
they make it good for other guys. That's 
how it goes. I knew the guys were com- 
ing and you can kinda figure out where 
you have to pass 'em and where they're 
going to be in the way. I was a little 
ways behind them in turn six over there 
and it didn't look like I'd be able to get 
'em in the big left. I knew they were 
going to be in the way right there in the 
NASCAR turn. Doug's been going 
through that turn really good all week - 
he got an awesome drive out of there. I 
was kinda figuring that out during the 
race and at least hanging with him 
through that section - but those guys get 
in the way and there's just nothing you 
can do. I felt like I had it, but it just 
worked out like I didn't." 

Third-best on the day was Hyper- 
Cycle Suzuki's Jason Pridmore. The 
defending 750cc Supersport Champion 
lost some ground early on, but fought 
back to the lead duo. He then lost some 
drive in traffic and wasn't able to get in 
position to challenge at the end, but he 
was nearly always a factor. 

Fourth place went to the charging 
Steve Crevier on the second Yoshimura 
Suzuki GSXR600. The Canadian ended 
up winning the battle for fourth that 
was disputed throughout by as many as 
five riders. 

One of those five was 16-year-old 
Nicky Hayden on the second Hyper-

Cycle Suzuki GSXR600, and he may have 
been the most impressive rider on the 
race track. Instead of being apprehensive, 
Hayden was nothing less than bold. Five- 
time class champion Miguel DuHamel — 
no problem: Pass him on the brakes. Vet- 
eran Steve Crevier - piece of cake: Pass 
him on the brakes. New star Ben Bostrom 
— nothing to it: Pass him on the brakes. 

Although he was barely beaten by 
Crevier, Hayden put it to the rest of 
them - including DuHamel, who fin- 
ished an uncharacteristic sixth; Steve 
Rapp, who was seventh; and both 
Bostroms, Ben and Eric, who were 
eighth and ninth, respectively. The kid 
who would look more at home on stage 
with Hanson than with this bunch 
proved himself plenty capable of mixing 
it up with the best 600cc Supersport rac- 
ers in the world. 

Cloud cover and cold weather greet- 
ed the start of the 25-lap race, and Prid- 
more surprised even himself with a 
holeshot into turn one. 

"] got a great start, which has been 
really unusual lately for me," Pridmore 
said later. ^I got a great start and I 
didn't think anybody was next to me. 
As it turns out, right as I got to bend it 
in, I saw Doug (Chandler) and I was 
hoping I didn't chop him off; I thought I 
was clear. I just tried to run a good, 
clean first lap." 

He did just that, leading the opening 
lap over Ben Bostrom, Yates, Chandler, 
Crevier, DuHamel, Larry Pegram and 
young Hayden. Then Bostrom took over 
going into turn one as Yates also moved 
around Pridmore to take over second. 
Yates then went straight to the front 
with a pass on Bostrom in turn 10. 

A lap later, Chandler was up to third. 
Starting the sixth lap, Chandler went to 
the front with a pass on Bostrom in turn 
one. Yates went with him a few turns 
later, not wanting the Kawasaki to 
storm away. 

But Chandler couldn't rid himself of 
the factory Suzuki. 

“I never was comfortable with what- 
ever (lead) I had," Chandler explained. 
"It's never enough - you always want to 
keep going - but I felt pretty comfortable 
running the pace I was doing. I figured 
just to be content with that and keep 
going with it - let it unfold at the end of 
the race." 

And it did just that. Those two pulled 
clear, though Pridmore made a charge 
before getting balked a bit in traffic, and 
it came down to the final lap. It was a 
lap that Yates led - at least at the start. 











“He (Yates) had a bit of a lead on me 
going into the first turn, but we had all 
those guys in front of us," Chandler 
said. "I didn't think there was any way 
we could get through ‘em by the com- 
pletion of that lap, so they'd go across 
the line with us somewhere. When we 
came out of six, I saw there was no way 
we were going to get by these guys in 
that hairpin, so I just went to the outside 
to square it up. I figured he'd move a 
couple of them out by going up the 
inside of them and maybe have a shot at 
‘em into the last turn. There were two of; 
them still in front of us, so it just kinda 
played out to my hand." 

Both riders raised their hand as they 
crossed the line. For Chandler, it was an 
uncharacteristic show of emotion. For 
Yates, it was more disgust than any- 
thing else. 

"| wasn't raising my hand for victo- 
ry," Yates said matter-of-factly. 

"To me, when you do a race like that 
which is that close, it means a lot more to 
you," Chandler said, "especially when 
you cross the line ahead by a wheel. 
Those are the ones that mean the most to 
you as a rider. The ones where you take 
off — they're not as good. But the ones 
where you get it on the last lap or fight 
the whole way - those are the best." 

Behind them came Pridmore, mostly. 
alone, with Crevier beating Hayden and 
DuHamel to the finish line. 

"Ben (Bostrom) got by me and then 
Aaron (Yates) and Doug (Chandler) came 
by,” Pridmore said. “I figured I'd try to be 
patient. I knew it was 25 laps and I didn't 
think anybody was going anywhere. 
These guys got by Ben and it took me two, 
three laps more to get by Ben than these 
guys. They got away from me a bit there, 
midrace, and I just tried to suck it up and 
run 'em back down. When I was two sec- 
onds behind those guys, backmarkers 
seemed like they were helping me. But 
then when I got to “em, they'd get through 
the backmarkers and I'd get boxed in. 
There's no excuses; I had a great race and 
it's good for the HyperCycle Suzuki team 
to get up on the podium in the first race of ` 
the year and take a good, steady run 
toward the championship." 

Some may have sold Chandler short, 
but not Yates, 

“I know Doug (Chandler) is going to 
be tough," Yates said. "I've known that 
all along, ever since he started to ride 
the bike. We actually felt like we were 
going to be at more of a disadvantage 
than we were, but it doesn't look so bad 
now. I look forward to riding against 
him all year." 

In addition to winning the race, 
Chandler led the most laps; thus he took 
all the points that he could from the 
opening round. He leads Yates, 37-32, 
with 13 races left to run. €N

f someone is going to unseat Hyper- 
I Cycle Suzuki's Jason Pridmore from 

his throne atop the 750cc Super- 
sport Series, that someone is going to 
have to seriously step it up. Right now, 
Pridmore is inarguably the class of the 
class - and it doesn't look like there's 
anyone out there who can challenge him. 

It mattered not that Pridmore got a 
bad start. It mattered not that it took 
him six laps to methodically work his 
way to the front. It only mattered that 
he went on to dominate yet another 
750cc Supersport final, this one coming 
at Phoenix International Raceway. 
When all was said and done, Pridmore 
had topped the field by 6.170 seconds - 
and it never really seemed that close. 

Behind Pridmore came a different 
cast of characters from a year ago, with 
privateer Christopher Rankin crossing 
the line in second place. Riding a 
Kawasaki ZX-6R, Rankin rode hard to 
come from well behind. In fact, the 
Texan didn't even crack the top 10 until 
the seventh lap, yet he ended up second- 
best on his borrowed bike. 

Third place went to one of last year's 
regular Pridmore followers, Richard 
Alexander Jr. Alexander and his Barnett 
Suzuki GSXR750 held second for most 
of the race until being tracked down by 
the charging Rankin with just a handful 
of laps to go. He was also passed by 
Suzuki GSXR750-mounted Jamie Bow- 
man late in the race, but he managed to 
fight by the Floridian at the finish line to 
keep hold of third place. 

Bowman ended up fourth, just ahead 
of Team Suzuki Sport's Steve Rapp. 
James Randolph, Mario DuHamel, Mike 
Sullivan, Paul Harrell and Dale Kieffer 
filled the top 10 in the opening round of 
the 13-race series. 

Leading the most laps and winning 
the race gives Pridmore the champi-

onship points lead over Rankin, 37-32, 
with Alexander third on 29 points. 

When the leaders hit turn one for the 
first time, Pridmore wasn't one of them. 
In this class, he can get away with it. His 
biggest worry at this point was his new 
teammate, 16-year-old sensation Nicky 
Hayden. The youngster from Kentucky 
was near the front from the get-go, and 
by lap four he had moved into the lead - 
in his first-ever ride on a 750cc Super- 
sport bike. Pridmore soon moved in 
behind the youngster, making certain 
the pecking order on the HyperCycle 
Suzuki team wasn't going to change in a 
hurry. 

"I got one of my usual starts, some- 
where around 90th," Pridmore said. "I 
figured I'd just let the race sort itself out 
a little bit before I started making any 
moves. I saw my teammate go to the 
front and I thought, 'Boy, I'd better not 
let him get away too much.' Once he got 
by, I thought, ‘Well, if I can get up to 
second, maybe we can take off together 
and put some distance on the rest of the 
people.’ It would be great to bring the 
HyperCycle Suzukis home one-two." 

That was not to be, however. Exiting 
the fast and banked left-hander onto the 
front straight to end the sixth lap, Hay- 
den suddenly dropped off the pace, his 
GSXR getting caught between gears. It 
was the beginning of the end for Hay- 
den. Despite the fact that he eventually 
worked his way back to second place, 
the bike eventually did him in - but not 
before he made certain that people now 
knew who Nicky Hayden was. 

With that pesky Hayden kid out of 
the way, Pridmore was gone. And there 
was no catching him. 

"| guess he (Hayden) had a little bit 
of a problem and I was able to just be 
there," Pridmore said. “I almost hit him 
on the banking - I didn't know what 
was wrong with his bike. After that, I 
just kinda took off and tried to lower the 
lap times a little more. I wanted a little 
bit of a lead so later on I could save my 
tires. That was pretty much it." 

Yeah, pretty much. 

But they weren't finished behind 
him, and it was Rankin who was mak- 
ing the most noise. With Hayden drop- 
ping out, Alexander looked secure in 
second place - well, except to those pay- 
ing attention to the guy in sixth place. 
Make that fourth, third... and finally sec- 
ond. It was on the 20th of 25 laps that 
Rankin sneaked by Alexander to take 
over the runner-up spot, a position he 
held to the end. 

"I was on a 600 today; so on the drag 





race to the first corner I didn't come out 
too well," Rankin said later. "Maybe I 
was 10th, or ninth, or something like 
that. I just settled into a pace and real- 
ized I could get around a lot of these 
guys. I just kept picking them off. I 
don't have any crew this weekend, so I 
was having to look up at the Winston 
tower to see where I was. Once I finally 
saw my number up there in the top 
five, I knew that good things were 
going to happen. I could see Richie 
(Alexander) and Bowman, and toward 
the end I could even see Jason (Prid- 
more). I just kept my head down and 
stayed on it. I was on the limiter down 
that shoot in the back, but it seemed to 
work pretty well because I could run 
one gear all the way from turn one to 
turn five, I guess. That seemed to make 
up a lot of time." 

At the finish line, Alexander had his 
hands full with Bowman - with the New 
Yorker just getting the Floridian at the 
line. 

"The race went pretty good for 
myself,” Alexander said. “I’ve been bat- 
tling a cold, so I kind of tired out 
halfway through the race. Chris 
(Rankin) and Jamie Bowman got me and 
we got into some lapped traffic, and I 
was able to close it back up. I inched by 
Jamie at the finish for third. I’ve had a 
shoulder injury and I’m having a hard 
time steering the bike, so I couldn’t get 
in there and get the thing turned 
enough. I was running over the edge of 
it (the new concrete patch in turn six) - 
it’s not slippery. I watched Chris 
(Rankin) pass somebody actually 
around the whole patch. It’s not the 
right line, unless you're passing some- 
one." CN

The torch is 
passed

GOODYEAR, AZ, FEB. 15 
or the first time in two years, the 
winner of the AMA 250cc Grand 
Prix was not Rich Oliver, but his 
mark on the class remains indelible and 
it was his protege who took the first 
non-Oliver win since 1995. 

World Sport Imports’ Chuck 
Sorensen, who returned to the 250cc 
class late last season after a few lean 
years, won a rousing, race-long battle 
with Performance Machine’s Roland 
Sands, the Californian showing new- 
found maturity while making his return 
to racing following a devastating crash 
last year at Sears Point. 

Sorensen thought he was going to 
break from the pack early, but Sands fol- 
lowed along and hounded him every 
inch of the way. It wasn’t until the 


Yamaha-mounted pair encountered 


backmarkers in the carousel on the final 
lap that Sorensen was able to gain just 
enough of a cushion to ensure his first 
victory since Brainerd in 1994 ~ and 
even then, it wasn’t by much. 

At the end of the 25-lap, 37.75-mile 
race, Sorensen crossed the line .410 of a 
second ahead of Sands, averaging 85.090 
mph. Because last year’s 25-lap race was 
red-flagged and no official time was:set, 
Sorensen has the record for the new, 
shorter distance. 


"It's been a tough last couple of 


" 


years," said Sorensen, who rode for 
Team Oliver Yamaha in 1994 and '95. 
"I've ridden 600 Supersport and not 
really enjoyed myself riding that. I've 
ridden in England. I've seen a lot, but 
I'm happy to be back here and on top of 
the podium where I want to be and 
where I will be. I'd also like to thank 
Rich Oliver for all his help in the past. 
He's been a really good mentor in the 
past." 

Though he'd practiced some, Sands 
hadn't ridden competitively since the 
Sears Point accident last year. 

“I didn't know quite what to expect 
when I came here, if I was going to have 
the usual feelings," he said. "I hit the 
ground pretty hard at Sears. And it 
didn't seem to affect me at all. I think, if 
anything, it made me a smarter rider 
and maybe a better rider. Because I 
think today I thought more than I've 
ever thought before in a race - and had 
fewer moments than I’ve had in a race 
before." 

Behind the lead Yamahas came a pair 


of recovering veterans on Hondas - . 


Moto Liberty's Takahito Mori and Erion 
Racing's Randy Renfrow. Mori is still 
recovering from a previous injury that 
caused problems with his left leg. The 
Japanese rider made a brief return to 
racing last year after an injury had 
forced him out and he'd relocated to 
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Vietnam. Moto Liberty’s Sam Yamashita 
brought him back and, for that, Mori 
was extremely grateful. 

“If he doesn’t give me the opportuni- 
ty, I wouldn’t ride forever,” Mori said. 
"I'm still not 100 percent. By the middle 
of the season I should be 100 percent." 

Late in the race, well after he'd 
passed Renfrow on the seventh lap, 
Mori's left knee went numb and he lost 
touch with the leaders, settling into 
third place, about 14 seconds behind 
Sands and about nine in front of Ren- 
frow. 

Renfrow had been hit by Sands in the 
Sears Point crash and hadn't ridden 
since. His left leg is still weak and he 
wasn't able to leverage the bike proper- 
ly in left-hand turns. Because of that, he 
was having to lean the Honda RS250 
over farther than he ever had, dragging 
the footpeg for the first time in his long 
career. At that point, he decided to stop 
taking chances and take a solid fourth 
place. 

“I was just nervous," Renfrow said. 
"There were just a couple of things I 
couldn't do physically all weekend, and 
they got worse. I couldn't push myself 
up off the left side of the bike - there are 
so many left-hand corners here. It's 
tough." 

Performance Machine's Mark Foster 
was fifth, with Youth Media Networks' 
Joseph Cubbage sixth. Then came April- 
ia-mounted Al Salàverria, Barnett Rac- 
ing's Bobby Keith, World Sports 


Imports' Rodney Fee and Erion Racing's 


Kurtis Roberts. 

The 250cc race was the last of a long 
day of mostly accident-free, uninter- 
rupted racing. That all changed with a 
multibike pileup in the oval turns three 
and four leading to the front straight. 
Five of the six riders were transported to 
local hospitals, with another going from 
a crash earlier on the opening lap. 

"Before the red flag got thrown, 
when I passed Bobby Keith, I thought, 
‘Okay, I'm out of here," Sorensen said. 
"You know, ‘I’m going to leave.’ And 
that wasn’t going to happen.” Sands 
made sure of that. He took the lead from 
Sorensen for the first time on-the ninth 
lap, with Mori a very close third and 
Renfrow solidly in fourth. 

The leaders swapped a few times 
over the next couple of laps, with Sands 
in the lead until lap 21, when Sorensen 
used traffic to pull a slight edge. But 
Sands was right back on him, setting up 
a last-lap confrontation before traffic 
again intervened. 

Sands took the lead in the turn seven 
right on the final lap and the pair sped 
to the left, a dead-stop “bus stop” left- 
hander leading onto the back straight 
and the bowl, where Sorensen was par- 
ticularly strong. It was in this carousel 





that Sorensen was able to use traffic to 
his benefit - and that led to victory. 

“Tt came to that last carousel,” Sands 
began. “There was a lapper there and 
Chuck kind of went to the outside. He 
(the lapper) kind of slid over. I think he 
didn’t expect me to be where I was. He 
kind of looked over and picked the bike 
up and kind of got a little crazy. We 
came up on another guy on the brakes 
and he made the right decision. He went 
to the left and I was on the outside and 
Chuck kind of freaked the guy out and 
pushed him wide and I kind of went 
wide. I thought I could make it up in the 
bowl, but my tire was pretty shot and I 
got into a big old slide'and that was 
that. 

^We were strong in different places 
on the race track," Sands continued. 
“Chuck was a little stronger than me in 
a couple of places in the infield, and I 
seemed to be able to pull up to him 
every time in the bowl - into the bowl 
and midway through. He was definitely 
getting off of the bus stop better than I 
was." 

"Both when Roland was leading and 
I was leading and there were some areas 
in the infield where I could get up on 
him, where it was possible I could get 
away if I got some lappers in between 
us," Sorensen said of his last-lap strate- 
gy. “I just made sure that I stayed on his 
tail. He started to get away a little bit at 
one time and I just drove through the 
traffic way to the outside, wherever it 
took, to get around the traffic and stay 
with him. I could see him in the infield 
that he was starting to wear down." 

For Sorensen, the second win of his 
career was especially satisfying after 
struggling through practice with three 
engine seizures and two crashes. 

"It was kind of a rough start to the 
weekend," he said. 

For Mori, third was a successful 
result, given his troubles. He'd stretched 
the tendons in his knee in a 600cc Super- 
sport crash and was riding hobbled. 

"I was supposed to be home today," 
Mori said, “but I ride today. Those two 
guys, Chuck and Roland, were too fast 
today. My bike is fast. The motor runs 
great. The settings are right. The 
machine is okay - the problem is I'm 
slow." 

Like Mori, Renfrow had no qualms 
with his machine. It was his body that 
let him down. 

"Thursday was the first time I'd been 
on a motorcycle since Sears Point," Ren- 
frow said. "Frankly, I wasn't sure I 
could hold myself up. The whole thing 
was much better than I anticipated." 

Better, but not perfect. 

"I was leaning farther and farther 
and I thought, "This is too dangerous," 
Renfrow said. ^I was looking forward to

Erion 
rolls on

GOODYEAR, AZ, FEB. 14 
rion Racing, the defending AMA 
F Formula Xtreme class champi- 
ons - and winner of all but one 
race last year - changed riders for 1998, 
but in the opening race of the new sea- 
son, the results were the same. 

Eric Bostrom, the rising star who 
won last year’s Harley-Davidson Twin- 
Sports class by winning all but one race, 
moved from the Harley-Davidson 883 to 
the Erion Honda CBR900RR without 
any trouble, leading each of the 25 laps 
around the tight and twisty 1.51-mile 
Phoenix International Raceway to take 
his first win in his first Formula Xtreme 
race. Continuing another Erion tradi- 
tion, Bostrom’s teammate, the veteran 
Tripp Nobles, made it one-two after 
struggling with a misfire. Even so, he - 
like Bostrom - was impressed by the 
new machine. 

“To be honest with you, this is the 





most horsepower I’ve ever ridden 
with,” said Nobles, who hadn’t ridden 
the Honda prior to the race. 

Bostrom had put in 15 laps of testing 
at Willow Springs Raceway, but was 
still in awe of the power. 

“Like Tripp was saying, it’s pretty 
incredible how (good) the 900 is,” 
Bostrom said after his inaugural win. “I 
think we should be able to get close to 
the superbike times on this bike because 
it is that good of a bike.” 

As for knowing how close the com- 
petition was, Bostrom said: “To tell you 
the truth, on this track, my guys didn't 
put out any pit signal because I couldn't 
see anything when I came around. The 
thing was just so fast, I said, "Don't even 
bother.’ There was no time for that. On 
all the other bikes I've ever ridden, you 
could take a deep breath before you get 
back into it, but with this thing - I had to 
tell myself to breathe." 

The margin of victory at the end of 
the 25-lap, 37.75-mile race was 9.360 sec- 
onds. Bostrom completed the race in a 
new record time of 26 minutes, 43.020 
seconds at an average speed of 84.779 
mph, eclipsing the mark set last year by 
Erion Racing's Andrew Stroud of 83.266 
mph. Because he didn't have pit signals 
until the end of the race, he stayed hard 
on the gas, which contributed to the 
new record. 

“I thought I had a bike behind me 
because every time I went into the hair- 
pin, I thought I heard a bike," he said, 
"and, like I said, I didn't have pit sig- 
nals, so I just kept my head down and 
rode hard the whole time. I had to keep 
telling myself to calm down because the 
bike's so fast." 

At the end of the race, when the vic- 
tory was well in hand, the team did put 
out pit signals. "So for about the last five 
laps, I was able to mellow out," Bostrom 
said. "But I don't think I backed off the 
pace; at least I sure didn't mean to. I 
kept sliding around and kept having 
fun. They say you can't go wrong if 
you're out there trying your hardest and 
just having fun." 

By leading the most laps, and taking 
his first win, Bostrom takes the lead in 
the Pirelli Formula Xtreme Champi- 
onship. His 37 points are five better than 
Nobles, who ran a mostly solitary race. 

The Georgian admitted to flubbing 
the start, but was still away second, just 
behind Bostrom and trying to keep him 
in sight when his engine developed 
problems. 

"Once we got going, I got into second 
place and watched my pit board and I 
was doing some pretty good lap times; 
then the bike started to misfire," Nobles 
said, "and I believe it's my fault because 
I asked my crew chief this morning to 
make it (the electronic shifter) a little

Then it's off to southern California for the San Diego Supercross. It's

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more sensitive, so that when I stepped 


on the shifter it was a little easier-shift- 
ing. I don't know if I just stabbed on the 
shifter too hard one time or it just devel- 
oped itself, but it started misfiring 
through the rough stuff. So I ended up 
cutting it off, then waiting three or four 
laps and trying it again. It was still 
there, so I ended up riding the last half 
of the race without the electric shifter. It 
would misfire sometimes, like it may be 
something else. But I was banking on it 
being something in the ignition, some- 
thing wrong with the shifter. It might 
not have held me back too much, but I 
wish I could have got a good start and 
ran with my teammate, because he was 
going good. 

“I had a race by myself," Nobles con- 
tinued. “I was watching and I got up to 
either seven or eight seconds and was 
running 1:03.1, 1:03.2 and I faded back 
to 3.8, 3.9 and I turned the shifter back 
on and it would work a little bit. Right 
there at the end, I drifted back into the 
fours a little bit. I watched my pit board 
- I knew I had second. We'll get it fixed. 
I have all the confidence in the world 
that Kevin (Erion) and them will fix it, 
and we'll try him (Bostrom) again at 
Laguna. Bottom line is, if all I have to 
worry about is going after my team- 
mate, life’s good.” 

Like Nobles, third-place finisher 
Mark Miller, of Graves Motorsports, 
also got a bad start, and then he had to 
race for his position. Like the Erion 
boys, Miller was also getting used to 
new machinery. His Yamaha YZF-R1 
was a magazine test mule which the 
team received a week before the race 
and had very little time to modify. The 
brakes weren't up to snuff and it affect- 
ed the handling. Plus, they were well 
down on power. Their proper race 
machines will be ready for the next race 
at Laguna Seca. 

In addition to a new machine, Miller 
was learning new tires — Michelins now, 
after racing on Dunlops last year. Those 
two factors, plus having to play catch- 
up with less power than the rest, made 
his day a struggle. 

Miller was in the top five right from 
the start, then settled in behind Valvo- 
line Suzuki rider Tray Batey on the fifth 
lap. Batey had some motor on Miller 
and was able to pull away, but Miller 
closed up in the final stages and passed 
Batey for third on the 21st lap with a 
daring and nearly disastrous move 
going into turn one. 

“I had a really, really bad moment,” 
Miller said. “I was coming on the out- 
side of Tray and I took a loók on the 
outside, and I was off line a little bit 
from what I usually was, and I had a full 
lock slide of the front. I didn't think I 
was going to get it back and I was really, 
really lucky." х 

Batey made one more pass on the 
brakes and led for much of the final lap. 
Because he was down on power, Miller 
had one more chance. 

“Coming out of the very last corner 
of the race, he might have missed a 
shift or he had a slight bobble, and it 
gave me just enough of my stock 
motor to basically get the r's (rpm) up 
and get going," Miller said. "It was a 
drag-strip drag race right up to into 
the last banking, and I just stayed on 
the throttle a split second longer than 
he did. So I honked it from there and 
got a ripping drive and weaved a little 
bit and did a tank-slapper at the finish 
line, but it was enough to hold him 
off." 

Canadian Kawasaki's Michael Taylor 
was fifth, well in front of the fight for 
sixth, which went to Elite Racing's

Higbee 
thunders to 
Win

GOODYEAR, AZ, FEB. 15 
his was the class envisioned as 
an olio of diverse machinery, 
singles running with twins and 
triples, Japanese bikes mixing with Ital- 
ian and German and American: If you 
wouldn't think of racing it, now’s your 
chance. And on that count, it worked. 

Instead of a grid full of Harley- 
Davidson 883s, the standard for the 
previous TwinSports class, there were 
Buells, Triumphs, Ducatis, and Wood- 
Rotaxes, with a BMW, an Australian 
Vee-Two, and the odd Kawasaki, 
Honda and Husaberg sprinkled 
among the 21 entries. They came in 
every configuration, not all fully 
developed, but all lined up to do bat- 
tle. The competition, however, wasn’t 
as interesting as the motorcycles, and 
the fight for first was over before it 
started - and for that you need only 
look to Shawn Higbee. 

In his first ride on the Tilley’s H-D 
Buell 1200, on which Don Tilley worked 
his magic, Higbee jumped out of the 
gate and ran the entire 25 laps all by 
himself. Except for a bout of food poi- 
soning early in the day, which almost 
prevented him from competing, there 
were no problems, no glitches - save for 
the pestering raindrops which began 
falling around lap 11 - but not enough 
fell to change the complexion of the 
race. 

By the eighth lap he had nearly three 
seconds; he added another by the 
halfway point, then another before 
slowing to win by 3.67 seconds. This 
being the first-ever Pro Thunder race, 
Higbee set a new race record of 28 min- 
utes, 3.620 seconds, at an average speed 
of 80.720 mph for the 25-lap, 37.75-mile 
race.

“This weekend was pretty wild,” 
said Higbee, who won the 1994 Harley- 
Davidson TwinSports title. “Last night 
I got food poisoning and I was sick all 
day so I didn’t even know if I was 
going to make the race. I slept as much 
as I could and held down the food. 
When I saw the halfway flags, I 
thought I was going to fall off. I 
thought, ‘Man, this is a long race.’ The 
track is pretty demanding - a lot of 
tight turns where you're flicking the 
bike left and right - and it kind of wore 
me out. I guess it was probably good 
that it rained. It gave me a little chance 
to take a break. I slowed down there 
midrace. I was a bit cautious about the 
rain. I didn’t know if it was going to 
start pouring on us. I was wondering if 
they were going to stop the race or if it 
was going to let up. There were a lot of 
things in my mind. I slowed down, 
kind of refueled myself and then 
pushed again at the end. But the bike 
ran flawless - I’m real thankful that 
Don (Tilley) put the motor together. 
This is a brand-new bike, brand-new 
motor, brand-new motor design; we 
have very little testing on it.” 

The win also puts Higbee atop the 
championship points standings with 37 
points, 36 for the win and one more for 
leading the most laps. 

Second today and second in points is 
Paul Harrell, the Californian in a one-off 
ride on an Orange County Triumph 900 
borrowed from another Californian, 
Curtis Adams, who couldn’t get to 
Phoenix. Harrell moved into second on 
the fourth lap, passing Mark Miller and 
settling in for the duration. It was a sat- 
isfying result given how little time he, 
and the team, had on the bike 

“Curtis (Adams) didn’t make it to the 
race and I was asked if I would ride it 
for him, give it a shakedown,” he said. 
“Apparently it’s kind of a Supersport 
motor so they haven't really done any- 
thing to it. I think they're just doing a 
shakedown right now to see how the 
bikes are going to do." 

As for his race, Harrell said: "In the 
beginning I thought if I could get close 
to Shawn (Higbee), I could get him on 
the power. His bike goes a little bit bet- 
ter through the esses. But I thought if I 
could drive up on him, I could get him. 
Then I got a bad start and kind of got 
hooked up a little bit with Mark 
(Miller). And he (Higbee) had just 
enough to get that edge where I 
couldn't quite get him back. Every time 
I thought Га close the gap a little bit, I'd 
make a little mistake. I was just trying a 
little bit too hard. Midway through, I 
just decided to keep him in sight and 
keep an eye on Mark." 

“It was a good, solid race,” said the 
Motorcycle Online-backed Miller. “All 











we wanted to do this weekend was get 
up on the podium. We had basically a 
stock motorcycle for this weekend in 
both classes (Formula Xtreme and Pro 
Thunder), but the Buell was slightly 
massaged, I understand. The suspension 
was brand-new. We missed the practice 
on Friday, we missed practice on Thurs- , 
day, so we were really happy to just put 
it on the box today, get some points. It's 
going to be a long year. We wanted to 
build.a reliable motor for this track. 
We're going to take these points, take it 
to Daytona, and try to do a little better 
than third." 

Like everyone, Miller took notice of 
the rain, though he thought that not 
stopping the race was the right choice. 

“It started sprinkling after the first 
quarter of the race and I was getting 
concerned about going into turn one at 
130 mph with my knee on the ground,” 
he said. “Obviously, they didn’t call the 
race and that’s probably pretty good, 
because it wasn’t quite enough to keep 
down and I never had a bad slide or 
anything. That was a little drama.” 

Behind Miller there wasn’t much 
drama. Tom Hull put his Ducati 944 into 
fourth on the opening lap and held it 
there ahead of Motorcycles Unlimited’s 
Craig MacLean, who also took his spot 
from the opening lap to the finish. 
MacLean was aboard a Ducati 572 
Supermono. 

Then came Mark’s Cycle Stores’ Paul 
Orlandi, also Ducati 944-mounted, fol- 
lowed by Tuning by Hayman’s Thomas 
Tucciarone on a Ducati 900. 

Rounding out the top 10 were Tri- 
umph-mounted Michael Gage and 
James Lickwar, with Cycle World’s Don 
Canet 10th on a Husaberg 600. CN

UNLIMITED AMA SUPERCROSS SERIES 


At the Indy Supercross, Chaparral/Yamaha’s Jeremy McGrath scored his third win in a row and extended his series lead to a commanding 
45 points.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, FEB. 14 
t can now be said that the 1998 . 
AMA Supercross Series is Jere- 
my McGrath’s to lose. After 
posting his third straight main- 
event victory, his latest in front of 
52,784 spectators at the RCA Dome in 
Indianapolis, the Team Chaparral/ 
Yamaha rider stretched his series lead to 
a commanding 45 points. But being the 
veteran that he is, McGrath knows that 
the series is still young and anything can 
happen. He only has to look at what 
happened to Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk, 
who suffered through another night of 
bad luck, for proof of that. 

It appears that Lusk’s 1998 title hopes 
are all but over, all because of a first-lap 
crash in the main event that left the 
Georgian with a possibly broken hand. 
Lusk didn’t finish the race, but was 
credited with a second-to-last place fin- 
ish and just two points - compared to 
McGrath’s 25. Lusk went into the race 
second in the series and left in fourth, 
giving way to defending champ Jeff 
Emig and Yamaha's Kevin Windham, 
neither of whom had particularly great 
nights, either. 

McGrath got away early in the main 
event and at one point enjoyed a 12-sec- 
ond lead before cooling his heels late in 
the race and coasting to victory on his 
Randy Lawrence-tuned, Chaparral /1- 
800-COLLECT /Mazda/Fox factory- 
backed Yamaha YZ250. The win was 
also McGrath's 48th supercross success 
and his 64th AMA Pro career win 
(including outdoor Nationals), putting 
him on top of the all-time SX/MX win 
list. It was a good night for the four-time 
supercross champ. ` 

"Everything seems to be flowing 
right now," McGrath said. “I just feel 
great, and I'm so happy that my whole 
family is here to see me win my 64th." 

McGrath's future in the series looks 
even more promising, as many of his 
competitors are struggling right now. 
The strugglers include Emig, who once 
again slid backward in the main, going 
from third to seventh. Former 125cc 
Supercross Champion Windham has 
posted only one podium finish thus far 
(in San Diego) and was involved in a 
first-turn crash at Indy, forcing him to 
spend his entire race coming up through 
the pack for a ninth-place finish. Never- 
theless, Windham has been consistent in 
the series, and that could pay off later in 
the year. 

Emig isn't the only one in the 
Kawasaki pits struggling to find his 
form. So are both Damon Huffman and 
Ryan Hughes. Huffman is, in his own 
words, “floundering,” and Hughes is 
still looking for some good luck. The 
two factory riders went 11-12 at Indy. 

There are, however, a few riders who 
are turning things around after subpar 
starts to their series. One of those is 
Team Suzuki's Larry Ward, who is 
beginning to post top finishes. At Indy, 
Ward gave Suzuki its first podium fin- 
ish of the year after a brilliant come- 
from-behind ride. Ward worked his way 





up from a ninth-place start to finish a 
strong second, and he looked to be 
catching McGrath at the end. 

“Things are coming around,” Ward 
said. “Suzuki is trying really hard to get 
my bike dialed in for me, and we're 
almost there. The bike is really good, 
and I charged hard all race.” 

Ward is currently seventh in the 
standings, with only 10 points separat- 
ing him from second-placed Emig. 

Another rider who is hot right now is 
Team Chaparral/Yamaha’s Jimmy But- 
ton. The Californian circulated the track 
in second place for a big chunk of the 
race before getting passed by Ward on 
the 15th lap. For the second week in a 
row, Button ended up on the podium, 
this time with third place. Last week in 
San Diego, Button finished second. 

“I know I've always had the speed, 
but my brain and body have finally 
caught up to each other," Button said. 
"I'm learning a lot every week - I’m 
stoked! And I’m really happy for Chap- 
arral, Yamaha and O'Neal. These people 
took a chance on me and I'm glad I’m 
paying it off for them." 

Button is currently sixth in points - 
but only nine points out of second. 

Having his best ride since winning 
the series opener in Los Angeles was 
Sebastien Tortelli. The Frenchman rode 
his Kawasaki up from a sixth-place start 
to fourth and was fairly close to Button 
at the finish. 

After a shaky start last week in San 
Diego, Team Honda's Steve Lamson, in 
just his second race since breaking his 
collarbone, took a confidence-inspiring 
fifth. 

“My goal tonight was to just finish in 
the top 10," Lamson said. "I might've 
started a little too early last week, so I 
really didn't know what to expect 
tonight - so I'm really happy with fifth." 

Mike LaRocco rode his Factory Con- 
nection/Jack in the Box Honda to a 
sixth-place finish and was, in a way, 
lucky to finish that high. Right out of the 
gate, he and Tortelli locked handlebars, 
and Tortelli's wheel sheered off all but 
one of LaRocco's boot buckles. Loose 
boot and all, LaRocco climbed from 12th 
to sixth. 

Still struggling to find his rhythm, 
Emig took seventh, followed by Suzu- 
ki's Greg Albertyn, who came back after 
getting run off the track in the first turn. 
Windham finished nintli after his first- 
lap get-off, while Honda of Troy's Mike 
Brown rounded out the top 10 after 
crashing while running second on the 
fourth lap. 

Hughes was another rider who had 
problems in the first turn, resulting in 
his 11th-place finish. Next came Huff- 
man, followed by Suzuki's Mickael 
Pichon and Yamaha's Doug Henry, who 
nailed a beautiful holeshot and led for a 
lap before experiencing a couple of run- 
ins and one near low-side crash. 

Making his 250cc debut was Yama- 
ha's John Dowd, but a crash in the main 
didn't help his cause much and he 
ended up 15th, followed by Noleen 
Yamaha's Tim Ferry, Canadian Jean- 
Sebastien Roy, Kawasaki rider Kevin 
Crine and Lusk. 

Honda of Troy's Mike Craig, who 
was involved in that first-turn crash 
with Lusk, brought up the rear; he, like 
Lusk, was unable to finish with an 
injured hand.

The opening 250cc heat race saw 
many dramatic passes and close racing. 
Emig outmuscled Lusk through the first 
turn and settled into the lead. Mixing it 
up from third through sixth were Tortel-

li, Hughes, Henry, Brown, Honda rider 
Heath Voss, and Button. 

Emig and Lusk went at it for the first 
few laps: At one point, the two criss- 
crossed each other in a turn, with Lusk 
passing Emig, who passed him right 
back. Through the same turn on the next 
lap, Lusk tried the same block-pass 
move, but this time he made it work. 
Once he was by Emig, Lusk took off and 
sailed to victory. Emig's problems, how- 
ever, continued. 

On the move was Button, who quick- 
ly worked his way up to second and 
was knocking on Emig's door. Button 
chased the Kawasaki rider for another 
lap and tried passing him in the same 
turn in which Lusk had passed him, but 
Button grabbed a little too much front 
brake and washed out. 

Emig continued to hold on to sec- 
ond, but he now had Henry to deal 
with. Henry had more luck than Button 
and executed a perfect block-pass to 
take second away from Emig. Then, on 
the last lap, Brown also got by Emig to 
take third at the finish. Emig hung on to 
fourth, just ahead of Tortelli and But- 
ton. 

Craig was the early leader in the sec- 
ond heat race, but McGrath got by him 
on the second lap. McGrath had it easy 
after that, stretching oüt his lead and 
taking an uneventful win. But it was a 
fight to the finish for the rest of the posi- 
tions. 

Kawasaki of Mexico/Tecate's Phil 
Lawrence was third for a while before 
crashing hard and getting left behind. 
Then Craig, Windham, Lamson, LaRoc- 
co, and the entire Suzuki team - Pichon, 
Ward and Albertyn - battled back and 
forth. When it was all over, Craig hung 
on to second, just ahead of Windham 
and LaRocco - who passed Lamson on 
the last lap. After Lamson came Pichon, 
topping Suzuki teammates Ward and 


Albertyn. 


SEMIS 


Tortelli and Button went into the first 
turn side by side in the first semi, and 
Tortelli came out in the lead. The two 
riders diced for a while until Button out- 





rode the Frenchman through a long sec- 
tion of whoops to take over the lead. 
Button gradually pulled away from 
Tortelli, scoring a strong win. Tortelli, 
however, still had Huffman to contend 
with. Their battle came down to the 
wire, with Tortelli just barely hanging 
on. Huffman took third, followed a 
ways back by Dowd and Crine. 
Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy shot his 
FMF Kawasaki into the lead in the sec- 
ond semi, but he gradually slid back- 
ward, giving way to Pichon and Ward. 
Pichon quickly opened up a comfort- 
able lead - but it wasn't comfortable 
enough, as Ward started closing in after 
the halfway mark. With two laps to go, 
Ward tried cutting underneath Pichon, 
but he couldn't quite pull off the pass. 





Pichon took the win ahead of Ward. 
Lamson charged from fifth to third, with 
Albertyn ending up fourth. Roy hung 
on to fifth, taking the final direct trans- 
fer. 

Lawrence suffered some more bad 
luck after crashing early in the race 
while running among the leaders. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Tim Ferry took no chances in the 
LCQ as he blasted out of the gate, 
snared the holeshot and ran away with 
the win. He rode all alone out front, 
while Hughes fought his way around 
Voss early in the race and cruised to sec- 
ond. 

Lawrence failed to qualify. for the 
main. The Californian got off to a bad

Henry pulled off an awesome 
holeshot in the 20-lap main. Halfway 
down the start chute, he already had 
half a bike length lead on everyone else - 
and even had enough time to take a 
glance down the line to see for himself. 

“That was amazing,” Henry said of 
his start. “I timed the gate perfectly. I 
started rolling and it (the gate) just 
dropped. I wish I could do that all the 
time.” 

Henry, McGrath and Emig got 
through the first couple of turns cleanly, 
but the same could not be said for a 
number of riders, including Albertyn, 
Hughes and Pichon. 

“Everybody came on the inside and 
pushed me wide (in the first turn),” 
Albertyn said. “Hughes railed the out- 
side and clipped my front wheel.” 

Albertyn went off the track and 
banged up his knee and thumb in the 
incident. “TIl be all right,” he said. 
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Albertyn rounded the first lap in 
14th, Hughes was 16th and Pichon was 
17th. 

Another separate pileup occurred 
between the first and second turns - 
which were separated by a few yards 
and a small jump. This incident took out 
Lusk, Craig and Windham. As the pack 
rounded the first turn, Lusk got a little 
out of shape in the ruts and just as he 
was about to recover, it appeared that 
Ward might ve clipped his right handle- 
bar just as he was dropping off that 
small jump. Lusk’s front end turned 
sharply to the left, and he went flying 
over the bars. On Lusk’s inside was 
Craig who also went down, taking 
Windham out with him. 

Windham got right back up but 
rounded the first lap in 18th. Lusk was 
slow to his feet and got back on his bike. 
He circulated the track slowly for one 
lap, but couldn’t grip the handlebar 
with his left hand. Lusk pulled off on 
the next lap, and his team’s co-manager, 
Jeff Stanton, drove Lusk to the hospital 
for X-rays.

Craig, meanwhile, couldn’t complete 
a lap. He went back to the pits, and also 
headed to the hospital with an injured 
hand. 

Meanwhile, up front, Henry was 
leading after the first lap. He was being 
chased by McGrath and Brown, who 
had passed Emig halfway through the 
first lap. Lamson had settled into fifth, 
followed by Tortelli, Button, Ward and 
Huffman. 

McGrath made his move on Henry 
during the second lap. 

“1 passed him in the whoops,” 
McGrath said. “He was on the outside 
and got a little out of shape and kind of 
shot off to the outside going into the 
next turn. I was already on the inside 
and got him there.” 

Brown was also on the move, and he 
hounded Henry for a couple of laps 
before finally passing him. The Honda 
of Troy rider, however, could only hold 
on to second for one lap before going 
down, taking Henry with him. 

“The finish-line braking bumps were 
getting big,” Brown said of his fall. I hit 
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one wrong and endoed over the bars. 
Henry hit me as I was going down." 

"Brown fell in front of me and my 
bike got stuck in his," Henry said. "It 
took a while getting the bikes apart." 

Henry got back up in sixth, with 
Brown remounting in eighth. 

With Brown and Henry crashing, 
McGrath suddenly found himself with 
a huge lead over Emig and a charging 
Button and Ward. Making McGrath feel 
even better was seeing Lusk riding 
slowly as he lapped his title rival on the 
first lap. “When I saw him, I was kind 
of relieved," McGrath said. "I didn't 
know he was hurt, but I knew some- 
thing wasn't good (for Lusk). It sucks, 
what happened to him, because you 
don't want to see anybody getting 
hurt." 

By the seventh lap, both Button and 
Ward had gotten around Emig, and the 
two eventually started dicing heavily 
over second place. It wasn't until the 
15th.lap that Ward got around Button 
for second. Once by the Yamaha rider, 
Ward pressed on and began chipping 
away at McGrath's huge lead. By the 
end of the race, Ward had reduced 
McGrath's lead from about 12 seconds 
to roughly five seconds - but that was as 
close as Ward would get to him. 

"The track was getting torn up, so I 
got real conservative towards the end," 
McGrath said. "I took it easy and 
watched those guys the whole time." 

Back in the pack, Emig held on to 
fourth place for a while and nearly lost 
it to a pressuring Henry, who came 
within a hair of low-siding his Yamaha 
while exiting a fast left-hand turn. By 
the time he recovered, Tortelli, Lamson, 
Brown and LaRocco had motored by. 
Both LaRocco and Henry got around 
Brown; then Henry crashed again when 
he ran into the back of LaRocco going 
into a turn. ` 

“If I could only stay ир, I could win 
one of these,” Henry said later. 

Late in the race, Tortelli, Lamson and 
LaRocco charged passed Emig, making 
the top finishing order read: McGrath, 
Ward, Button, Tortelli, Lamson, LaRoc- 
co and Emig. Albertyn and Windham 
also got by Brown in the last three laps 
and they took eighth and ninth, respec- 
tively. 

McGrath was obviously happy to 
extend his series lead to such a wide 
margin. “I’ve never had a points lead 
this big so early in the season,” McGrath 
said. “I just have to keep doing my own 
thing.” CN

"I was 
in fifth gear, wide open, and | hit a rock with the front wheel and 
went over the handlebars.” Windham said before the evening's 
competition. “I hit shoulder first and slid to a stop on it." Wind- 
ham was riding back to his pickup truck.with teammate John 
Dowd when he lost control of his bike. "It looks like raw meat," 
‘| Windham's girlfriend, Dottie Devillier, said. 


There was talk after last week's race.in San Diego that 1 1th-place 
finisher Ezra Lusk should have been disqualified from the event 
and stfípped of his points earned that night. At San Diego, Lusk 
got a bale cover wrapped up in his front wheel and. allegedly 
received "outside assistance" to extract it. Technically, outside 
assistance is grounds for disqualification, but according to the 
AMA's race official at Indianapolis, Duke Finch; Lusk will not be 
DQed. "When the cover got tangled up between the front tire and 
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Troy's Casey Lytle. Then came 
FMF/Honda's Brock Sellards. 

Sellards, however, gave notice that 
he will be a title contender, coming all 


‘the way up from a 14th-place start. 


Rounding out the top five was Sellards' 
teammate Danny Smith, who was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by Stiffie's 
Shaun Perolio, Moto XXX's Brian Dee- 
gan, Ryan Clark, Nic Wey and Barry 
Carsten. 


HEATS 


As expected, Carmichael easily won 
the first heat race, but F&S Suzuki's 
Greg Rand gave the 125cc National 
Motocross Champion a little bit of heat 
early on. Rand actually passed 
Carmichael for the lead, but was having 
troubles clearing the triples cleanly. 
Later in the next lap, Rand doubled a 
triple jump and Carmichael flew by him 
to take the lead for good. From that 
point on, the race was all Carmichael as 
he pulled away from Rand for the win. 

Finishing third was Team Green 
Kawasaki rider Shae Bentley, from 
Ellenwood, Georgia, who ran up front 
all race long. 

The second heat race belonged to 
Reynard, who shot his Suzuki into the 
lead as soon as the gate dropped. And 
that was it. Reynard stretched out his 
lead with every passing lap, riding to an 






































Lytle came up through the pack, 
making most of his passes on the last 
lap to take second. One of those he 
zapped right at the end was 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasaki's Wey, 
who finished third. Fourth went to 
Honda of Jackson's Charles Dunaway. 

Smith won the last-chance qualifier 
in a race that featured very little pass- 
ing. James Povolny and Paul Currie, 
who came back from a hard crash in his 
heat race, followed Smith across the 
line.

In the 15-lap main, Bentley again had 
a good start, grabbing the holeshot 
ahead of Rand, Carmichael, Reynard, 
Perolio and Lytle - but his quick get- 
away didn't last for long. Before the first 
lap was completed, Rand had passed 
him and, on the second lap, Bentley 
crashed out of contention in a whoop 
section. 

Rand led for a while, but there 
wasn't much he could do about 
Carmichael, with the Floridian passing 
the Suzuki rider on the third lap. A lap 
after that, Reynard also got around 
Rand, setting the stage for a 
Carmichael/Reynard showdown. 

Reynard chased down Carmichael, 
executed a perfect block-pass on him, 
and quickly pulled away. But Reynard's

Chaparral/Yamaha's Jeremy McGath and Team Green 
Kawasaki's Shae Bentley took the 1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot 
Awards at the PACE MotorSports-promoted Indy Supercross. 
McGrath pocketed another $1000 in the 250cc main and Bentley 
$500 in the 125cc main. 


For. the first time at Indy, at least some of the motocross teams 
were able to pit indoors. Most of the major teams, such as 
Honda, Kawasaki, Yamaha, Suzuki, Chaparral/Yamaha, Honda of 
Troy, FMF/Honda and Factory Connection/Jack in the Box/ 
Honda, were allowed to come in out of the cold. The rest, though, 
had to pit outside because there wasn't enough room for every- 
one. “This is the only way to go." said Team Honda's co-manag- 
er, Jeff Stanton. "Any time you can get into à facility to pit, ít's so 
much better than pitting outside. It's tough for a rider to get ready 
in the cold.” - 


Going into Indy, Jeff Emig's mechanic, Jeremy Albrecht, tried 
to explain: his rider's uncharacteristically poor results in the last 
two races. "Everything's still cool," Albrecht said. "Jeff started 
out fine (second, third and fourth) but that 12th really messed him 
up. It was tough for him in that he started up front; then moved 
backwards and ended up riding with guys he normally doesn't ride 
with. Last year, he had some bad starts but was still able to get 
up to third or so with no problem. This year they're lined up strong 
all the way across the line. And all these guys - Ryno (Ryan Hugh- 
es), Mike: LaRocco, Damon Huffman - are all right at the same 
speed. So Jeff hasn't been able to catch up like in years past 
Yogi (Ezra Lusk) can. but he's on the edge. Jeff says he can't ride

Speaking of John Dowd, the Western Regional 125cc Series 
points leader was making his 1998 250cc. debut at Indy. After 
practice, Dowd spoke about his first ride on the 250 “It's pretty 
fun,” Dowd said. “Some of the obstacles are easier on the 250, 
but some places it's easier on the 125. All in.all, it's a lot of fun 
(riding the 250) - it's a nice change." Dowd qualified for the main 
via a fourth place finish. in his head. Later, іп the main, Dowd fell 
on the eighth lap while running 11th - he ended up. 15th. 


Brian Swink made his first supercross appearance since 
announcing his retirement at the end of last season. Swink was a 
spectator in Indianapolis and he said he's enjoying his time off the 
bike.

hat does it take to win the Day- 

| tona 200? That was the ques- 

tion put to a number of the fac- 

tory riders who will contest the 54th 
running of the spring classic. Many of 
the answers were similar, some were 
different, but all the riders agreed that 
57 heated laps around the high banks of 
Daytona International Speedway consti- 
tuted a greater challenge than anything 
else they would encounter on the AMA 


. calendar. 


"In no particular order, you need a 
really good team, good pit stops, and 
luck,” said Miguel DuHamel, the 1991 
and ^96 Daytona 200 winner. "Because 
we definitely have a great team and good 
pit stops and stuff. In '97, we didn't have 
any luck. It's a combination of really hav- 
ing a good feel for the bike and knowing 
what you can and cannot get away with - 
whether it be tires, engine - or if you 


have something, you've got to be able to 











cope with it because it's a long race, J - 


it's a tough race." 

In addition to the gremlins that can 
strike at any time in any race, Daytona 
presents a whole other class of prob- 
lems. There are pit stops, tire manage- 
ment, dual-compound tires, the con- 
founding traffic of an 80-rider field, the 
mental and physical rigors of about two 
hours of racing - and there is Scott Rus- 
sell, the one rider who has proved, inar- 
guably, that he knows how to get the job 
done. 

Getting to Victory Lane means break- 
ing the race down to its component 
parts and mastering each and every one, 
or compromising when that isn't possi- 
ble. More than anything, Daytona is 
simply that: a race of compromise. Rid- 


ers and teams must compromise on the : 


tires, compromise on the suspension 
setup, compromise on the gearing, and 
compromise all-out power for reliabili- 


And if everything works out, you 





also need to be lucky - and that's some- 
thing no one has figured out a way to 
plan for. 

Here, then, is how the riders break 
down the race. 


Setup 


FOUR-TIME DAYTONA 200 WINNER 
SCOTT RUSSELL - TEAM YAMAHA 

"You've got to have something work- 
ing on the banking here. You don't want 
to fight a bike for 57 laps, because it'll 
kill you - mentally and physically. 
Because the last thing you want to do is 
touch the wall up there. And when you 
come off that banking, and it starts wob- 
bling, and you've got to get out of it, 
and you're holding on tight, and it's 
loose, and it doesn't go away - you're 
screwed. You've got to have it working 
up there or it's going to be a real long 
way. 

“I set it up so it doesn't wobble on

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the banking, and I try to give it as good 
a connection to the road as possible 
without giving it a hard ride or too soft 
a ride. It's not real hard. It's hard if you 
come here and you've got a bike that 
wobbles bad on the banking." 


TWO-TIME DAYTONA 200 WINNER 
MIGUEL DUHAMEL - AMERICAN HONDA 
“You need to be able to get a really 
good drive coming onto the banking 1 
from everywhere - the chicane or turn 
six. Those are really very important. : 
You've got to be able to really carry a lot : 
of speed and go fast on the banking: 
because it's cheap time. After that, the 
only thing you've got to do is try to keep 
it pinned as wide open as you can and . 
tucked the best you can. If you did your 
job well coming out of the corner, then 
you're making time no matter what. ! 
You're always compromising for that. 
What you're compromising a bit is the 
infield, because usually you've got to 
run a stiffer spring and a lot of compres- 7 
sion to absorb that so that you've got a 
decent ride up there (on the banking). In 
turns, what happens usually is you can 
lose some steering, or you can lose some 
traction because you're using such a stiff 
shock or stiff spring on the bike. The 
compromise is definitely the infield." 


MAT MLADIN - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 

"Every lap I do out there, I try to take 
the lines and do the things that I'm 
going to do in the race. That's how I 
qualify and practice all the time, because 
that's what you have to do in the race. 
That's why you never see me in qualify- 
ing doing anything special, because I 
don't set up for qualifying stuff - I try to 
get set up for the race. There's more 
points on Sunday than there are on Sat- 
urday. You've got to set it up to have 
good grip in the back and something 
that won't hang out sideways all the* 
time, and you've got to set the bike up 
so that it’s comfortable to ride - not that 
it’s real busy to ride. For 40 minutes, I 
can pretty much ride a bike flat out, but 
you're going 200 miles here." 








AARON YATES - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 

"You've got to have a very ridable 
motorcycle that works good and that 
has decent traction, and is pretty fast. 
We try to get the bike set up to hook up 
through turn one and turn six onto the 
banking, and to go through the chicane 
as good as it can. Other than that, all the 
other turns are pretty basic." 


THOMAS STEVENS - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 

"I've got it set up for the longer runs. 
You have to be comfortable with it. You 
need to have a setup that works after 15 
laps. From laps 15 to 22, you have to still 
be able to have consistent lap times." 


PASCAL PICOTTE - HARLEY-DAVIDSON 

"I've got to make the bike work with- 
out wasting too much effort. I can run 
1:50s, but it's so hard. I’ve got to make 
the bike easy to ride so at the last pit 
stop I'm ready to charge." 











ANTHONY GOBERT - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 

^] only set the front up really for 
hard braking. I just make sure the front 
doesn't bottom out, and then I'm 


happy." 


Tires 


MIKE HALE - FAST BY FERRACCI DUCATI 

“I don't think it takes 100 percent to 
win this race. ГЇЇ bet Scott (Russell) can 
tell you that. I think with tire manage- 
ment, the biggest thing is making sure 
you don't get a bad tire. If you get a bad 
tire, you go from second to fifth and to 
next year. There are that many more rid- 
ers that are going to be on the pace." 


ANTHONY GOBERT - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 

"I've chunked a lot of front tires 
being here through braking so heavily, 
mainly into turn one. It seems to be the 
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biggest problem, because you're cross- 
ing the rippled pavement. I think that's 
where they chunk, from that extra force 
When it goes across the ripples. It's the 
kind of thing where it's definitely a 
compromise. You can either have more 
grip early on, or lose it - a lot. And then, 
when you lose it a lot more towards the 
end, it really starts bucking and weav- 
ing all the way onto the banking. You 
lose a lot of top-end drive. It's the kind 
of thing where we were trying some 
hard compounds and they seem to hang 
in there longer, but the grip through the 
infield section is quite a bit less. So 
we're trying all different compromises.

SCOTT RUSSELL - TEAM YAMAHA 

“My whole race revolves around tak- 
ing care of the tires. It's pretty much com- 
mon sense, when you think about it. 
You've got a tire that you've got to make 
last for 20 laps, and it's a special tire. You 
can't go out there leaving black marks in 
every corner. That is a good strong point 
for me. These corners have so much room 
out here that it allows you to run a lot of 
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different lines. You don’t have to keep 
your normal square-it-up-tight-and- 
come-out-hard approach. You can go in 
tight and turn it, go in tight and exit wide. 
You can do a lot of different things for the 
бге: I’ve always been able to do that.

MIKE HALE - FAST BY FERRACCI DUCATI 
“Mentally, you've got be focused. 
You've got to be able to concentrate - con- 
centrate for a long time and be able to just 
get into a rhythm and rip it off. You've 
got to click, lap after lap. I guess the 
biggest thing is to not lose concentration." 


MAT MLADIN - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 

“At this place, you have to temper 
down. You have to try to get the motor- 
cycle to do the times comfortably. So if 
you really have to go aggro, you've got 
an extra half a second there if you need 
it. It doesn't matter what you do here, 
you can't ride the bike 100 percent; it's 
not going to last - the tires, the motorcy- 
cle, who knows what? I don't care who 
you are." 


MIGUEL DUHAMEL - AMERICAN HONDA 

"Again, it's a tough race. It makes it a 
lot tougher if you have a problem with 
the bike, whether it be the bike's heating 
or the bike's sliding. It gets to be a really 
tough game and you've got to be aware 
that it’s a mental game. If you have the 
ability to keep everything in perspec- 
tive, then usually you’re in a good posi- 
tion to do well.” 


THOMAS STEVENS - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 
“Naturally, my focus is to be consis- 
tent and get the most points. The World 





Superbike guys have nothing to lose 
and everything to gain. It’s just another 
race for me. If there’s an opportunity to 
win, I'll win. If not, ГЇЇ take what I can 
get and get out. Id love to win. I want 
to win, but it makes for a long year if 
you go on your head." 


ANTHONY GOBERT - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 

"Experience here is everything. 
You've got to know where to brake, 
where to fire it in, where to get on the 
gas." 


The physical aspect 


SCOTT RUSSELL - TEAM YAMAHA 

“1 didn't have the Suzuki set up so 
good in 1996. And I was a bit tired at the 
end of that race, and that's why I lost it. 
I was tired physically and mentally, a 
little bit, and that's the only reason he 
(DuHamel) beat me. I had him covered 
the whole time. I was setting up behind 
him. Because the bike wasn't working 
like all the other stuff I'd had in the past, 
I really wasn't that prepared for it, and I 
paid the price." 


MAT MLADIN - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 
“Although it's not that physically 
demanding, and there's a lot of time to 
rest, there's a lot of other things you 
have to think about. I think this race is 
probably one of the easiest. You have so 
much time to rest. You're doing noth- 
ing, you're just under the paint. I think 
it’s more mentally demanding than any 
other race we do during the year, but 
physically I don't think it's anywhere 
even close to any of the other races. Fifty 
minutes around Loudon in 105-degree 
heat is a lot harder than racing here for 
200 miles - I don't care what anyone 
says. At Loudon, you don't get time to

rest. You're on the straight, and you're 
back into turn one again. Here you've 
got 10 seconds when you're on the back 
straight - you have a cruise, you just get 
your breath. Sometimes you even think 
to yourself, "ТЇЇ take a couple of deep 
breaths, and you do it down the back 
straight - where at Loudon, you're just 
sort of holding your breath for the 
whole race." 


LARRY PEGRAM - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 

“I try to be in the best shape, which is 
kind of hard because it's the first race of 
the year. But I try to be in the best shape 
of the year for this race because it's defi- 
nitely the most demanding. You've got 
to try to be relaxed in this race and not 
try to do it all in one corner. You've got 
to remember that it's 200 miles." 


ANTHONY GOBERT - VANCE & HINES DUCATI 

“Т know what it takes. It takes a lot of 
fitness, and that's why I’ve really been 
working on that. The second year was 
much easier than the first year. I didn't 
know what to expect the first year. Like, 
pulling it down into pit lane - I mean, I 
was leading the race and then I cruised 
down in there and then he (Russell) pit- 
stopped and then he was like 10 seconds 
in front of me because of the pit stop. 
All because I just cruised into pit lane. 
And then I sat that same distance 
behind him for a long time after that. 
And then he ended up pulling away. 
And that was mainly through fitness as 
well, because I didn't know how fit I 
had to be for the race. I wasn't fit 
enough to go that pace the whole race, 
so I had to back off. So the next year I 
was a lot fitter, more prepared, actually, 
coming from behind and passing 
DuHamel and Scott (Russell) and got in 
front. And then (Troy) Corser caught me 
and passed and I was sitting right on 
Troy and both of us were at the front. 
Troy had mechanical problems, and 
then I was in front, but I chunked a front 
tire. I came in, changed a tire, had a 
brake problem and had to come straight 
back in. We went out, trying to come 
back through the field, which I was - 
and then blew the engine." 


Strategy 


STEVE CREVIER - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 
^Daytona might be a tough one to 
win just because of the long straight- 









away stuff. Our bike's fast and it's defi- 
nitely as good on tires. (Larry) Pegram 
did over 30-something laps on his tire. 
And our fuel is good. Maybe with a dif- 
ferent strategy, we can come up with a 
different kind of race. When we came 
here we definitely had problems, but 
sorting it out with the Kayaba guys, we 
got some things worked out. We 
changed geometry and the frame a little 
bit. And we changed frames, and it's 
definitely the nicest and easiest bike I’ve 
ever ridden on the banking and down 
the banking. It’s been a long time. You 
just hold it pinned all the time. I’m just 
driving all over the place - it’s like rid- 
ing a 600.” 


MIKE HALE - FAST BY FERRACCI DUCATI 

“Та say the thing that’s at the front of 
my mind is for the bike to finish. That's 
my biggest concern about the 200. First, 
we're going to have to finish the race, 
and second, Michelin’s going to have to 
come up with a good tire. And I’m 
going to have to be consistent lap after 
lap, which I’m confident I can do. I 
study these race tapes a bunch. I watch 
race tapes a lot, and that’s what I’m try- 
ing to figure out, too. Scott’s (Russell) 
got this number and if I can figure it out 
and I can put together consistent lap 
times, hopefully I can give him a run. T 
think he definitely keeps his tires cool. 
How many races have been won from 
the back? I think you've got to be consis- 
tent - you've got to be close at the end. 
The checkered flag is all that matters. 
You get somebody like Scott, and he's 
definitely got it figured out. He's got a 
strategy." 


MAT MLADIN - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 

"] think you have to have at least 
been here a number of times, number 
one, just by my experiences. I remember 
the first time I was here, I just shagged 
tires in three laps. I was flat-out side- 
ways through it. The experience of the 
race track, learning the lines on the 
banking, learning to be smooth to be fast 
at this place. Hopefully, you have a real- 
ly good, reliable motorcycle - something 
that's not going to have little problems - 
and it takes a whole lot of luck with tires 
and stuff. Sometimes you can be as nice 
as pie with these tires and sometimes 
you're just going to get a bad one. That's 
just how it goes. It takes good team- 
work; it takes good pit stops, obviously. 
You can't be in here for 20 seconds. It's 
just a lot of perseverance, trying to have 
a race plan of what the race is going to 
do and sort of go with that plan a little 
bit. The pace car can get everything 
screwed uff'so bad. Just try and pace 
yourself." 


LARRY PEGRAM - YOSHIMURA SUZUKI 
"You need consistent lap times, good 





pit stops, and you can’t fall off. It 
doesn’t take one fast lap. That certainly 
won't do it. I would say consistent high 
51s, low 52s, the whole race - have good, 
quick pit stops and you can win this 
race. I’m sure everybody wants to win 
this race. So do I, because it pays so 
much better - it's like winning the Indy 
500."

SCOTT RUSSELL - TEAM YAMAHA 

“In the infield, it's easier to pick (traf- 
fic) off sometimes than it is on the bank- 
ing, depending on where you are on the 
banking. You see how wide the banking 
is... what is it, six or four lanes wide? 
But at 180 mph, it looks like it's one lane 
wide. So when you come up on a guy, 
you've got to determine what side to go 
on and you've got to decide way early if 
you've got a big difference in speed. 
Sometimes it's hard to guess what a 
guy's going to do. The difference in 
speed, too, up there is a lot different 
than it is in the infield. So you've got to 
really be careful up there and watch 
what's happening and do the right 
thing. l've been caught out a few times 
when I made the wrong decision. But, 
more times than not, I've done the right 
thing. It makes life interesting, if noth- 
ing else. And if you pulled away and 
you're up there (on the banking) run- 
ning by yourself, it kind of gives you 
something to do." 


MIKE HALE - FAST BY FERRACCI DUCATI 

"There's a few key areas on this track 
that you have to pay close attention to - 
you can get a good lap time around here 
if your bike is set. But you've got to 
have mph around here. The infield, you 
just kind of get through that." 


MIGUEL DUHAMEL - AMERICAN HONDA 

"The pace car comes into it a little bit. 
Those are things you've got to keep in 
mind when you're racing. You can actu- 
ally be far back. I think what you need 
to be is less than a lap down to have a 
shot at a podium finish. We had a good 
shot for victory (in 1997). But with the 
race being the way it is, if I would have 
been in front of the pace car, then I 
could have been at the back of the field 
and been real close.to the guys I needed 
to be near. If you can get more power 
out of the bike, then there's more top 
speed, and it makes it a bit easier for the 
race. It makes it harder on suspension 
and tires, but that's not my problem." 


JAMIE HACKING - TEAM YAMAHA 

“I'm expecting to be there at the end. 
I've watched a couple of 200s and 
they're a mess. It's anybody's ball game 
until the checkered flag drops - anybody 
can win the thing. Anybody can have a 
flat tire, anybody can get taken out by a 
lapper. It's crazy." 


TOMMY HAYDEN - MUZZY KAWASAKI 

“We've got to be real consistent. 
These tires go off so quick. We've got to 
keep a good, consistent pace for when 
éverything goes off. Last year I was 
hurt. I don't know what to expect." 


RICH OLIVER - TEAM YAMAHA 

"I've got a lot to learn about the strat- 
egy of the 200. Let's say a clean pit stop, 
but quick, coming in quick. Pace-car 
stuff - stuff I don't have to think about 
in sprint racing. Should I come in for a 
tire change? Things have to be arranged 
by the crew chief. I wish I had a little 
radio."

rider attains victory at the AMA 
Grand National Championship 
Series-opening Daytona Short Track. 
Take the most talented rider, put him on 
the best bike, watch him turn the fastest 
laps in practice... He’s doomed. Maybe 
it’s something in the Florida air, but 
picking the winner via painstaking 
analysis and endless calculation affords 
you the same chance as the idiot who 
picks a name out of a hat. Or rolls the 
dice. 

When the dice quit tumbling at the 
end of the 1997 Daytona Short Track, 
none other than Terry Poovey stood atop 
the victory podium, breathing the sweet 
air of victory for the first time since win- 
ning the Louisville Half Mile on June 2, 
1985. That’s right, Poovey earned his 
10th career Grand National victory some 
12 years after winning his ninth. And he 
did it at Daytona. See what we mean? 

Poovey took the point after a com- 
plete restart of the 25-lap main event and 
then flat motored away from the compe- 
tition on the Municipal Stadium quarter 
mile, leaving young and strong riders 
such as former Daytona Short Track 
winner Brett Landes and crafty veterans 
such as Jay Springsteen far behind him. 

The victory may have been long over- 
due, but it was hardly a surprise. Poovey 
had done the same thing at the previous 


night's AMA National Hot Shoe Series _ 


round. But even that doesn't mean any- 
thing, either. Just ask Steve Morehead, or 
Scott Parker, for that matter. Both riders 
have styled to victory on Friday night, 
only to come back and run in the middle 
of the pack on Saturday night. 

It's all part of the lore and legend that 
is the Daytona Short Track. With each 
new year, another Camel Motorcycle 
Week draws the Grand National regu- 
lars and nearly 100 other short-track spe- 
cialists back to Municipal Stadium, offer- 
ing them the chance to be a hero. It is 





because of the race's ability to draw tal- 
ent from all corners of the country that 
the Daytona Short Track takes on the 
mystique that makes the outcome any- 
thing but predictable. 

This much is certain: To win Daytona, 
you need some things. You need a 
strong and aggressive rider; he doesn't 
necessarily need to be the fastest, but he 
needs to be tough - tough enough to 
elbow his way through the traffic jam on 
the tight Municipal quarter mile if he 
gets a bad start. He needs to be able to 
run high in the cushion as well as low on 
the groove, and know exactly when it is 
the right time to do which. 

You need a badass bike, but not too 
bad. Too much horsepower will leave 
the rear tire smoking like Don Prud- 
homme's funny car as the rider fights to 
make his way around the track; too little, 
and your competitors will be on the vic- 
tory rostrum before you finish the race. 
Reliability is a key. Remember our pal 
Poovey, who led the ‘96 edition for most 
of the race before his high-steroid Rotax 
puked its guts out? 

You need luck and... well, there's just 
not a big storeroom full of that at Day- 
tona. 

That said, the '98 Daytona Short 
Track promises to be one thing: unpre- 
dictable. That means that guys like 
Morehead, Joe Kopp, Lonnie Pauley, 
Kevin Varnes, Davey Camlin, Mike 
Hacker, Paul Iwanaga, John Hlebo III, 
John Nickens III, Willie McCoy, Dan 
Butler and Kenny Coolbeth could win... 
or get their doors blown off. And what 
about that Jimmy Filice character? 

The smart money, however, will like- 
ly be on a short list of five riders - in no 
particular order. 

First, defending champion Poovey 
will, without a doubt, be coming back in 
an attempt to become the first rider to 
score back-to-back Daytona victories and 
join Chris Carr and Dan Ingram as a 
two-time Short Track winner. He found 
the fast way around the track in 1997. He 
can damn sure find it again in 1998. But 
so can a lot of people. A front-row posi- 





tion on the grid and.a good start will be 
the key for the now 39-year-old Texan. 
Brett Landes will also be in the hunt 
for a second Daytona Short Track win, 
and the smart-riding Californian is more 
than capable of earning it. Landes’ 
Quaker State/ Audiovox team has given 
him the program - along with the tuning 
prowess of Rick Canode - to get the job 
done, and he has proved his passing 
ability on the tight Municipal Stadium 
circuit, a talent that is crucial to success

should Landes get either à poor grid 
position or a bad start. 

Third, and a big question mark 
for the race, will be Will Davis. 
Why? Because if you eliminate the 
crash that knocked him out of the '97 
version of the race, it is quite possible 

that the likable North Carolinian 
would have been the only rider to 
match Poovey's speed around the 
track. A similar domination of the 
1996 Daytona Short Track bears 
ample testimony to Davis' creden- 
tials. But the TCR team is different now. 
Benson Ford Jr. is gone, and so is his 
moola. Will that be a factor? Time will 
tell, but Davis will definitely be keyed 
up for a possible second Daytona win. 

Fourth pick for a win has got to be 
eight-time and defending AMA Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker. Forget 
the Daytona jinx. Forget the dark-horse 
hype. Read the first line of this para- 
graph again if you need a reason to 
believe that he could pull it off. Enough 
said. 

But even in the company of the afore- 
mentioned heavy hitters, the man that 
most eyes should be turned to when the 
highly tuned bark of the single-cylinder 
short trackers signals the start of the first 
Grand National main event of the season 
is none other than Rich King. The 34- 
year-old from Waterloo, Iowa, has the 
talent and steadiness to handle just 
about any condition that the Municipal 
Stadium dirt can throw his way. And, 
like Parker, King is way, way overdue 
for a Daytona victory. A flat tire in 1997 
cost him a sure shot at the win. What do 
you suppose could happen this year? 

So there you have it. The most talent- 
ed dirt track motorcycle riders in the 
world, the most wide-open race on the 
Grand National calendar, the most rec- 
ognized short track facility in dirt track 
racing. Who will win? One of those five. 

Aw, hell, maybe it'll just be Springer 
instead. And wouldn't that be cool? (N 
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All the other motorcycle publications 
will be covering Daytona Bike Week.

supercross race gets a rider’s blood 

pumping like Daytona can. Just the 
thought of winning this race and having 
their name added to the legendary Wall 
of Winners sends chills down the spine 
of every last one of the competitors, 
whether they really have a shot at win- 
ning or not. 

“Now I can get my name on the 
plaque on the Wall of Winners,” said 
last year’s winner, Jeff Emig, referring to 
the racing museum at Daytona he had 
visited the day before. “I saw all of those 
names up there like Bob Hannah, Rick 
Johnson and I thought, ‘Man, I want to 
get my name up there with those guys.’ 
That was my whole goal today and I just 
got good starts, had the right equipment 
and rode well enough to win.” 

Adding one’s name to the Wall of 
Winners is no small task, as the Gary 
Bailey-designed track, built within the 
walls of the awe-inspiring Daytona 
International Speedway, is the longest, 
toughest, most brutal Supercross track 
on the circuit. Not only does it demand 
incredible physical conditioning and 
stamina, it also demands the three 
ingredients that Emig described in his 
quote: good starts, the right equipment, 
and riding “well enough.” A little luck 
never hurts, either. 

The most important item listed is 
"good starts” and that's why Emig, one 
of the best holeshot artists of our time, 
put it а5 а top priority. For the most 
part, in '905-ега Supercross, the start is 
where races are lost or won. Jeremy 
McGrath’s technique of grabbing the 


DAYTONA 














holeshot and immediately riding 110 
percent to put as much distance on the 
field as possible and at the same time 
demoralize them has become the stan- 
dard of the sport. More and more riders 
are using this technique but, at the same 
time, more riders are finding the early- 
race speed to “break away” with the 
lead pack and keep things interesting. 
Nevertheless, a good start goes a long 
way, especially in Daytona. 

Having the “right equipment” at 
Daytona is also very important due to 
the extremely rough and demanding 
nature of the track itself. While most SX

tracks take about a minute to negotiate, 
the Daytona circuit traditionally takes 
more than a minute and a half to ham- 
mer out a lap on. This minute and a half 
is also filled with choppy, sandy obsta- 
cles that tax even the most exotic sus- 
pension systems and, consequently, the 
bodies of even the most fit riders. Sure, a 
great motor goes a long way (especially 
on the start), but a good-handling chas- 
sis and properly set-up suspension com- 
ponents go further when it comes to 
hanging on to those bars for more than 
30 minutes of intense racing with the 29 
other competitors. 









So who looks to be riding “well 
enough” to win this year? Well, that’s a 
tough one. In all but one of the run- 
nings of the Daytona Supercross, a fac- 
tory-backed rider has won the main 
event - and that won't change this year, 
either. The latest crop of factory-backed 
riders in the 250cc class is highly com- 
petitive and highly prepared, both 
physically and mechanically, so they 
look to have the best shot at the win. 
However, though riders such as 
McGrath, Emig, Albertyn, Lusk, LaRoc- 
co, Henry, Windham, Ward, Lamson, 
Huffman, etc., will each have a bona 
fide shot at the win, remember priva- 
teer Rick Ryan's upset win in 1987 over 
the likes of Jeff Ward, Ron Lechien and 
Johnson; anything can and will happen 
when the gate drops for the main event 
on March 7. с 


Grand National Cross Country Series, Round 1 


Heady to rumble

Ws the exception of the ISDE itself, 











the opening round of the AMA 

Grand National Cross Country 
Series at Kirton Branch near Okee- 
chobee, Florida, on Tuesday, March 2, 
will feature the most talented off-road 
lineup that woods racing fans will see 
in 1998. The three-hour event is a rare 
opportunity for spectators to see 
defending five-time GNCC Champion 
Scott Summers go up against his fellow 
'97 AMA National title holders in hare 
scrambles (Rodney Smith), hare & 
hound (Ty Davis) and enduro (Mike 
Lafferty). And, as if that's not enough, 
Okeechobee will host additional off- 
road stars such as Scott Plessinger, 
Steve Hatch, Fred Andrews, Randy 
Hawkins, Brian Keegan and Doug 
Blackwell, plus international stars Paul 
Edmondson and Shane Watts, among 
others. 

In just five years, the opening 
round of the GNCC Series has become 
one of the premier events on the 
national off-road calendar. The event 
was originally held at the Ocala 
Motorsports Park, but when a high- 
way cut the already cramped course in 
half, Racer Productions went looking 
for more room in which to hold this 
growing event. They found Thunder- 
cross Raceway, which is located about 
90 miles south of Orlando. The Thun- 
dercross facility includes a motocross 
track, a dirt track oval and more than 
3,000 acres of riding area. 

This year the event will feature a 10- 
mile loop that incorporates the Kirton 
Ranch facility's motocross and oval 
tracks, plus the sandy woods that sur- 
round the pit area. The actual GNCC 
motorcycle event takes place on Tues- 
day afternoon but, with the coopera- 
tion of the Central Florida Trail Riders 
and the Florida Trail Riders Associa- 
tion, the racing will cover four full 
days. 

Beginning on Saturday, February 
28, there's a full schedule of Vintage, 
Beginner, and Youth classes that will 
end in time for everyone to go visit 
that evening's Supercross race in 
Tampa Stadium. Sunday's FTR event 
(March 1) is open to all bike classes. 
Monday (March 2) is an open practice 
session on an abbreviated course for 
the motorcycles entering Tuesday's 
grand finale - the Grand National 
Cross Country Series opener.

Ws impressive as Scott Russell's 
four Daytona 200 wins are, even 
more impressive is the fact that 


he’s come within .061 of a second of 
winning the last six Daytona 200s in a 
row. That infinitesimal amount of time 
represents the combined margins of vic- 
tory of his two runner-up finishes - .051 
of a second behind Yamaha's Eddie 
Lawson in 1993, and the historic .010-of- 
a-second loss to Honda's Miguel 
DuHamel in the closest Daytona finish 
ever, in 1996. Take away that .061 of a 
second and Russell would have a record 
that would surely never be matched. It's 
also a record he could easily add to in 
1998, since he believes that every year 
has gotten easier. 

^] guess it was '92, when Doug 
(Polen) and I went at it, is when it all 
came together for me here," Russell says 
of his first win, a thrilling and classic 
draft-pass on the run from the chicane 
to the checkered flag. “I rode differently 
then, thought differently. I didn’t really 
think to conserve the tires so much. I 
just had a good way of getting around 
traffic and it just so happened to take 
care of the tires. We won it. I guess that 
was the turning point. Ever since then, 
I’ve been able to sort it out every year 
and it’s just gotten... well, that was a 
hard race and they just got easier and 
easier, and last year (1997) was the easi- 
est.” 

“Easy” is not how many would 
describe his second and third wins, in 
1994 and '95. In 1994 he was forced to 
the back row of the third wave by a 
wheel-bearing failure during his quali- 
fying race. He still won. In 1995 he 
crashed in the International Horseshoe 
on the second lap, remounted, and took 
his third victory - by more than a 
minute. 

Among the most important factors in 
his success, he believes, is crowd sup- 
port. 

“I think 90 percent of the people are 
rooting for me to win it," he says. 
^Whether I hear or see it, I just feel it. 
And that puts me up to a different level. 
It's something I don't have in Europe." 

What others believe he has mastered 
are tire management and patience, the 
latter being something he doesn't 
understand. 

“I don't get it, because I'm not a 
patient person in life at all," Russell 
admits. “I’m very quick to do some- 
thing. It's pretty much common sense, 
when you think about it. You've got a 
tire that you've got to make last for 20 
laps and it's a special tire. You can't go 
out there leaving black marks in every 
corner. That is a good strong point for 
me: I've always been able to take care of 
the tire and, as well, been lucky at the 
same time, because last year my tire 
chunked as I came into the pits." 

Perhaps his most significant edge is 
one that should be obvious to anyone 
trying to win at Daytona: He uses his 
entire tire and he uses it properly. 

"These corners have so much room 
out here that it allows you to run a lot of 
different lines," Russell explains. ^You 
don't have to keep your normal square- 
it-up-tight-and-come-out-hard 
approach. You can go in tight and turn 
it, go in tight and exit wide. You can do 
a lot of different things for the tire. I’ve 
always been able to do that. I don't nec- 
essarily do a lot of that different stuff. I 
like to stay on line when I can. I 
watched the race from last year (1997) 
and I watched a guy like (Doug) Chan- 
dler (the defending AMA Superbike 
National Champion who finished sec- 














ond). With as much experience as he’s 
got, I’m watching this guy go through 
the first horseshoe behind me. And the 
bike's on its side for a long time. And 
I've already turned mine; I'm straight 
up and down. And I see Doug heading 
for the grass. And it's not because the 
Kawasaki doesn't turn, because I know 
better than that. 

"So, why is it? Why is it these guys 
just can't get it? (Eddie) Lawson (a two- 
time winner) did. If you watch "93, he 
and I were both the same. (Kenny) 
Roberts (a three-time winner at Day- 
tona) did it, too. I don't know what 
they're thinking. Where are their heads 
at that time? My whole race revolves 
around taking care of the tires." 

And he takes care of the front tire as 
much as he does the rear. 

If, like many of his fellow riders, you 
study tapes of previous races, you'll see 
that Russell keeps his machine on the 
nose for a long time. That puts a lot of 
pressure on the front tire, which is 
something a lot of riders don't consider 
and, for Russell, it was a lesson learned 
the hard way. 

He came to Daytona in 1996 without 
the benefit of extensive testing, though 
he did test the Lucky Strike Suzuki 
GSXR-750R in its infancy at the Speed- 
way in the winter of 1995. 

"The (Michelin) front tire wasn't-as 
good as theirs (Dunlop's), but the Suzu- 
ki wasn't worth a damn, either. The 
front end of the bike would not turn. I 
had to coast through the infield the 
whole day and ride the banking, knock 
out some speed on the banking to keep 
me alive. The bike did not work like I 
normally had the Kawasakis working 
the infield, front-endwise." 

It was one of the main reasons Rus- 
sell was in Daytona this past December, 
testing Michelins again after a year of 
struggling with Dunlops on his World 
Superbike-contending Yamaha. 

"| don't want to show up and them 
not have a good front tire,” Russell said. 
“The rear tire I’m not worried about.” 

The switch from Dunlop, on which 
he has won all of his Daytona 200s and 
many other races, to Michelin, which is 
the standard for World Superbike suc- 
cess, wasn't an easy one for Russell. 

“I love Dunlop, I love the guys there 
= І had a great run with those guys,” 
Said Russell, who last used Michelins on 
his Lucky Strike Suzuki in the 1996 
500cc World Championships. "We're 
just going to try something different and 
See what happens. We had some prob- 
lems. Certain things happened last year 
that didn't have to and we want to fix 
some of that, and maybe not let that 
happen to us again." 

What switching tires does is put him 
on a level playing field, in at least one 
area, with the rest of the World Super- 
bike contenders. 

"That takes that variable out," he 
says. His Yamaha YZF750 is the oldest 
bike on the World Superbike circuit and 
it's not due to be replaced until 1999. 

^| tended to try to hang on for as 
long as I could, and then you're losing 
three bike lengths on the straightaway," 
he said, "and you get to the corner and 
you're not able to make it up. I couldn't 
do it again. I'd rather stay at home. I’m 
better than this and I'm being held back 
in a few different ways.” 

What is undeniable, even to the 
staunchest Dunlop supporters, is the 
superiority of the Michelin rain tires. 
And the 1997 World Superbike cam- 
paign was the wettest in anyone's mem- 
ory. 

“It’s not badmouthing Dunlop, we're 
just stating facts," Russell said. "And 





my ass got caught out a few times on it, 
and I don't crash in the rain. I normally 
kill people in the rain. I remember 
falling off and getting pissed. It just got 
to the point that when it rained I didn't 
want to come out of the motorhome. I 
wanted to go to the airport. And now I 
welcome the sight of rain, to get back to 
where I used to be - the Rain Man." 

Rain isn't a problem at Daytona since 
the superbike race won't be run on a 
wet track. The bigger challenge is mak- 
ing the tires last, and that means know- 
ing how to set the bike up to make it 
easy on the tires on a track which may 
well be the least technical the riders will 
face all year. 

^We've always been able to set the 
thing up to get around the banking 
good," Russell said, "and the Yamaha 





just went around the banking good last 
year. I could ride it with one arm. I think 
you have to set it up for that. Because if 
you've got a bike that's not working 
with you up there, you'll be a tired boy 
in about 20 laps and you've still got a 
long way to go." 

Once you have your bike set up, the 
two most crucial sections of the track are 
the exit of the turn-six exit of the infield 
and the chicane. Getting through them 
smoothly means additional mph at the 
end of the long horsepower runs. 

^Getting up onto the banking out of 
the infield, that's just one big hit,” Rus- 
sell said. “And that's not hard to deal 
with, really. If your bike doesn't work 
when it hits that hard, then you move 
your line out where it's not such a big 
hit. On the Kawasaki, I used to run it 
out way wide and come on the banking 
high. The Yamaha worked better. I 








could turn it and come right up on the 
draft. Whatever works over there, 
you've got to deal with that. But the chi- 
cane is pretty important and it's pretty 
rough. It's rough going in and it's real 
wavy coming out. You've got to have 
the thing working there - I think more 
there than in turn six. You need to be 
comfortable there, as well, because 
when you exit there, you're going a lot 
faster than you are over in six." That 
was what propelled him to his first vic- 
tory, by 0.182 of a second over Fast by 
Ferracci's Doug Polen in 1992. 

"Traffic has never been a major issue 
for me, and actually helped me in the 
200 in '92 when Doug (Polen) had it 
won coming out of that last corner out 
of the chicane. I was worried when I 
rolled off there. I thought, ‘Oh shit, I let 


him get too far.’ And there was a lapped 
rider. And I just happened to pull that 
draft on him and just as I got to the guy, 
he moved down and I never had to 
change my line - and that pulled me 
right up to Doug." 

His most famous incident in the chi- 
cane came in 1993, when many thought 
a backmarker cost him the race. He's 
quick to disagree. 

“1 was looking at that photo the other 
day of me coming in with Eddie (Law- 
son) right there, and that had nothing to 
do with that race," he admits. "It 
wouldn't have mattered. And I was 


"looking at that as some people might 


look at that picture and say, ‘Why'd he 
run this thing off into the dirt? He still 
had this far before he hit him.’ But the 
angle was not right and the speed differ- 
ence was not right, but they don't 
maybe understand that." 








If there is one intangible thing that 
separates Russell from the rest, aside 


. from his immense knowledge of every 


inch of the 3.56-mile Speedway, it's con- 
fidence. For his fifth crack at the crown, 
Russell returns to Daytona with a new 
contract from Yamaha. It's a one-year 
deal which renews itself at his option if 
certain performance standards (with 
which he expects no problem) are met. 
He has had a year's experience on the 
Yamaha and a successful, though short- 
ened, winter test at Daytona with 
Michelin. He recently bought 150 acres 
of land in Conyers, Georgia, outside of 
Atlanta, and he's begun his most ambi- 
tious program training ever. 

“I've never really trained for this 
shit,” Russell said. “I never had to. It's all 
been natural and it's all been relatively

easy. But now I'm 33 and it's not going to 
get any easier, and there's guys coming 
after us. So I'm trying to work on a real 
training program this off-season." 

After a few weeks of testing in Asia 
and Australia, Russell will have nearly 
two weeks to rest before the 200, which 
means he'll arrive fresher than he has in 
years. 

"There's nobody out here that can 
get away from me. Unless I’ve got a 
problem with the bike, I don't see it hap- 
pening. So I know that going in. I don't 
have to worry about that." 

But 79 other riders do, which should 
make this March that much more inter- 
esting. CN

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4y oming up to its 10th birthday in 

OW01/YZF750 guise, Yamaha’s 

f-’slant-block 20-valve superbike is 

the graybeard of modern-day four- 

stroke racing - but it still knows how to 

teach the new kids on the block a lesson 
or two. 

Yamaha won the 1997 German, 
British and Japanese Superbike champi- 
onships (three out of the five most hotly 
contested national series in the world), 
and was only deprived of a historic dou- 
ble victory at World Championship 
level on home ground at Sugo when 
Noriyuki Haga was moved back to sec- 
ond place after the first race was red- 
flagged soon after he took the lead. He 
got revenge in the second one, though. 
And with Scott Russell blitzing to victo- 
ry in the Daytona 200 on his first ride for 
Yamaha, before clinching sixth place in 
the World Superbike series, Yamaha 
had to be reasonably pleased with their 
vintage racer’s season - even if Scott’s 
teammate Colin Edwards had to sit out 
most of the year because of injury. 

A key factor in the Yamaha’s ongoing 
competitiveness against more recent 
designs is the astute way the Italian- 
based race team operates, with chief 
engineer Fiorenzo Fanali and suspen- 
sion wizard Anders Andersson setting 
the bike up to make the most of what 
they've got. When I rode the 96 Yamaha 
at Albacete last year, I was genuinely 





impressed with the way a rev-hungry 
bike with lots of top-end power could be 
made to handle and steer so well on 
such a twisty track, and it was all thanks 
to careful attention to chassis setup and 
suspension tuning. So, when I came to 
ride the '97 Yamaha at Monza, scene of 
Russell's lap-record-breaking pole posi- 
tion earlier in the year, I expected it to 
be more of the same, right? 

Wrong! Instead, it was yesterday 
once more. Back in the years when Fab- 
rizio Pirovano raced the Yamaha, I used 
to make an annual pilgrimage to Monza 
to ride his superbike that would leave 
my arms aching for days afterward. 
Reason? Piro used to opt for a high ride 
height on his Yamaha's rear suspension 
linkage to steepen the effective head 
angle. The resulting radical steering 
geometry, coupled with a short wheel- 
base, made the bike turn into corners 
practically on autopilot - but it also 
meant it was distinctly unstable in a 
straight line. The only way you could 
stop the bars from flapping in your 
hands and sending the bike into an 
ongoing speed wobble was to move 
your weight forward by standing on the 
footpegs, pulling your elbows in and 
gripping the side of the tank with your 
arms - all of which meant it was an 
intense motorcycle to get the best from, 
as well as a tiring one to ride at any 
speed. 

Two years of testing the same bike 
with Colin Edwards' Fanali-aided set- 
tings underscored how this is just a mat-

ter of setup: Both times, the braced-up 
Yamaha chassis handled just fine - even 
if the '95 bike F rode at Mugello was an 
all-or-nothing revhound enginewise, 
with an explosive power delivery that 
made it the most intimidating four-stroke 
race bike I can ever remember riding. 

But then it's back to Monza again this 
year with Russell's Daytona-winner - 
and hello again to the shimmy-shimmy- 
shake..Exiting the Parabolica hard on 
the gas, it'd start to flap the front end 
under power as I clipped the apex of the 
dogleg curve before the Monza pits, 
then gradually worsen all the way past 
the finish line. 





To begin with, I couldn't even keep 
the gas wide open, but had to back off to 
let the bike recover. The same occurred 
after Lesmo Two, on the left-hand kink 
going down the hill to the Ascari chi- 
cane. In fact, the bike was shaking so 
much, one lap I arrived there with no 
brakes because the pads had knocked 
back! Fortunately, I managed to pump 
them back to life again, and the phe- 
nomenal stopping power of the six-pis- 
ton Nissins did the rest to get me out of 
trouble. They were definitely the best 
brakes I sampled all season on a super- 
bike, even if I couldn't get the hang of 
the thumb-operated rear anchor Russell 
learned to use last year in 500cc GP rac- 
ing. Russell himself agrees. 

“I used carbon brakes in 500cc GP," 
he says, "and these metal ones are 
almost as good - better in one way; 
because they're more progressive, but 
still real effective. I had no problem 
swapping back to them." 

Okay, but back to that speed wobble: 
I watched Russell win Daytona, and 
there the Yamaha ran seemingly straight 
and true all around the banking, even 
over the bumps above the tunnel, lead- 
ing into the Tri-Oval. There was no tracé 
of the weave that Fanali and the Yama- 
ha team spent two hours at Monza try- 
ing in vain to cure for me, even after 
experimenting with a huge variety of 
shock and chassis settings. 

“I don't really know why, but it wob- 
bles at a lot of places," Russell admits,

“like at Hockenheim (where he finished 
third and fourth in the two races!) or 
Monza (lap record and pole position in 
qualifying!), but I really didn't pay 
much attention to sorting it out. See, it's 
not a big problem for me + but obviously 
it was for you, because you're not used 
to it! I fix the weave by trying to relax as 
much as possible on the bike - you make 
it worse if you hold on tight and try to 
muscle it out." 

Okay, I admit it: My self-preservation 
instincts took over. But still, it makes the 
Yamaha hard to live with when it's set 
up like that. And that's the key: Riders 
coming to the Yamaha after riding other 
bikes say the vintage 20-valver's chassis 
setup is really critical. "Walking a razor- 
blade edge" is how Scott Russell 
describes it. 

Producing a mean blade runner takes 
quite a bit of dialing-in time, making the 
ban on pre-race testing at each circuit 
introduced for the '97 season a bigger 
handicap for the Yamaha team than for 
any other - even with the talents of a sus- 
pension ace like Anders Andersson on 
board. 

The frustrating thing is, the Russell 
Daytona-winner steers so well into 
turns (partly as a result of his radical 
setup, maybe derived from his season 
and a half in GP racing?), and changes 
direction so quickly in a chicane, I can 
understand how a star rider like Russell 
is content to put up with some down- 
side to get such a sweet-steering pack- 
age. 

Yet when you get hard on the gas, be 
prepared for it to start shaking the front 
end if you hit a bump even slightly 
cranked over, and the Yamaha does 
push the front end quite noticeably. The 
team tried to fix this by raising the 
swingarm-pivot position, to make the 
rear tire dig in and grip harder, but to 
no avail. It's not nearly as unruly as the 
'97 Ducati, and doesn't understeer as 
hard as the Honda, but it's still quite a 
bit more unstable than the bike I rode a 
year ago, and the superb grip you get on 
the angle from the rear 16.5-inch Dunlop 
when exiting a turn hard on the gas 
probably only makes this worse. 

I know each rider guards his own 
setup jealously, but I wonder if Colin 
Edwards' bike behaves like this? Russell 
runs hard suspension settings and 
weighs the same as me - could we possi- 
bly have fixed it by going the Edwards 
route, which makes the suspension 
work more as a result of being more 
compliant? 

It also seems that Russell's bike sits 
so high at the rear, to make it turn fast, 
that this might be the cause of the 
weave. Being a wimp who worries 
about wobbling, I’d have liked to lower 
the ride height and/or lower the 
swingarm pivot, which Dunlops like 
because they have such good initial 
grip, then like to spin a little(?). 

“Some tires did make the weave 
worse than others,” says Russell. “Eng- 
lish Dunlops make it happen because 
they make the bike sit up a little bit 
more, whereas the J-tire is a bit softer 
constructionwise, so it sits down better 
and doesn’t wobble so bad.” 

Okay, so maybe we needed to start 
switching tires about at Monza, but - 
hey, there’s a limit to how much you can 
expect even on a private journo test. 
And anyway, Georgia’s finest won the 
Daytona 200 with the bike dialed in like 
this, so probably it’s just as well we 
didn’t have time to start fooling about 
with a race-winning setup. It’s probably 
just best to stop whingeing and enjoy 
the way the front end is planted on the 
tarmac in a turn, with fantastic grip that 





allows unlikely corner speed for a man- 
eating works superbike. 

And while those fierce-action Nissins 
allow unlikely late braking, not only is 
the Yamaha pretty stable and predictable 
when you stop hard - in spite of the radi- 
cal chassis setup - you can also trail- 
brake into the apex without the bike feel- 
ing loose or moving around a lot. 

In spite of the fast-steering geometry; 
it isn't nervous and twitchy, thanks per- 
haps to a reasonably long 55.5-inch 
wheelbase and quite low center of gravi- 
ty delivered by the slant-block motor. 
Another factor is the new-generation 
Ohlins fork introduced this season, with 
magnesium bottom clamps (saving .66 
pounds in unsprung weight) and 
revised internals. 

These deliver better damping 
response and reduced friction, allowing 
the bike's front end to cope better with 
bumps, says Anders Andersson, but 
whereas Kawasaki uses the new fork in 
a 46mm diameter, Yamaha opted for the 
smaller 42mm version because it allows 
the bike to turn in more easily - another 
factor in the Scott bike's sweet steering. 

Yamaha wrested another 4 bhp out 
of the YZF750 engine this season, raising 
power to “over 165 bhp” at 13,800 rpm 
with the help of many detail mods, 
including new camshafts with more 
overlap and longer valve timing 
(though without the gear cam drive that 
Kawasaki has adopted and with which 
Suzuki experimented), and using the 
bigger 41mm flat-slide carbs now 
homologated for the bike at every track 
except twisty Albacete, where the team 
chose the optional 39mm ones for better 
pickup off the bottom. 

At Monza, this isn't a problem, as 
only the second chicane exposes the 
Yamaha motor's one weak point: accel- 
eration from low in the rev range. 

However midrange power between 
9000 and 11,000 rpm is really good, 
thanks to a new air-intake design to the 
pressurized carbon airbox, plus a lighter 
crankshaft which gets the engine spin- 
ning faster. There isn't the same rush of 
revs as with the Honda, but it's a pretty 
close imitation. Before, the power only 
kicked in at five-figure revs; now the 
Yamaha pulls strongly and cleanly from 
as low as 8000 rpm, but at 11,000 rpm 
there's an extra shove, which sends the 
tacho needle scooting off to the 14,300- 
rpm rev-limiter. There's an undeniable 
thrill in lifting the front wheel exiting 
the first Monza chicane cranked over 
hard on the gas in second gear, then 
screaming around the long, long right- 
hand Curvone curve tap-tapping the 
perfectly adjusted KLS speed-shifter to 
hit a succession of higher gear ratios. As 
you do so, the Yamaha gives a real 
impression of speed - but Scott Russell

says that, while 
midrange power is 
as good as any of 
his rivals', he loses 
out again on top 
end, and can only 
draft another bike, 
not pull out and 
pass it. 

"The engine is 
for sure stronger all 
the way through 
than the '96 bike I 
rode when I first 
joined the team," he 
says, "but it's more 
of a light switch - 
there's more power up high, not so 
much low down. However, I never rev 
it out anywhere - I always short-shift to 
make sure it's pulling through a turn on 
the power, especially if the tire's gone 
off, as the Dunlops always seemed to do 
on me midway through most races." 

Guess that's why he switched tire 
companies. 

Well - okay, not bad for a vintage 
superbike, I guess, but not quite what 
Yamaha wants. 

^We spent a year at idle," says Rus- 
sell. "We didn't really progress any- 
where, and all the wet races really told 
against us, because Dunlop has a real 
problem with its rain tires,". 

This must account for the unique sit- 
uation the Belgarda-run team will 
encounter next season, with Russell 





switching to Michelin while his new 
permanent teammate Haga-san sticks 
with the Dunlops the team has run the 
past three seasons, and with which he 
won his Japanese title. 

As the only factory rider of a four- 
cylinder in-line Superbike on Michelins 
next season (Suzuki has swapped to 
Dunlops!), it'll be interesting to see how 
Russell's lap times in '98 stack up 
against his times this season - or his 
teammate in the next garage, on rival 
rubber. Still, both riders will have to sol- 
dier on with their golden-oldie race bike 
for one more year, untill its fuel-injected 
R1-based R2 replacement comes on line 
for 1999. But, as Haga proved at Sentul 
this year, and Russell at Daytona, the 
YZF750 Yamaha's day isn't done yet: 
Will there be one more time in 98? €N

Kawasaki factory 
rider Akira Yanagawa and Yamaha 
upstart Noriyuki Haga kept their heads 
cool, though, to put down the first- and 
second-fastest times of the three-day 
test. Coming away from the test third- 
fastest was Honda's Aaron Slight. 

While most of the folks at the top of 
the lap sheets were naturally pleased 
with the way things had gone, a trip 
down the time sheets found a slightly 
different attitude. Peter Goddard - new 
to the Suzuki World Superbike effort 
though a veteran GSXR750 racer - strug- 
gled and ultimately crashed. Former 
World Champion Troy Corser and Carl 
Fogarty struggled to get on pace with 
the Ducati, and ultimately never did, 
both suffering from medical problems. 
Pier-Francesco Chili saved the day for 
the Italian manufacturer at the test, 
turning the fourth-fastest time. Kawasa- 
ki's Neil Hodgson found his new mount 





to his liking and turned in the fifth- 
fastest time. 

Aside from the horrendous heat, 
especially during the last of the three 
days, the riders were also confronted 
with monkeys and other wildlife on the 
track. In fact, during the second day, 
practice was interrupted due to this situ- 
ation. As Suzuki's James Whitham put 
it, "I'm gassin' it down the back straight 
and there's this group of f. mon- 
keys sittin' on the side of the track, 
watchin' me goin' round and round." 

Yanagawa was defintely the man to 
beat at this test. He set the fastest time 
on the first day, was surpassed briefly 
by Slight on the second, then stamped 
his authority on the test by setting fast 
time Thursday morning, just moments 
before crashing. The bike was destroyed 
completely in the wreck and it was 





feared he had broken his ankle, though 
it turned out only to have been twisted 
and bruised. 

“I was doing a race distance and had 
done 15 laps," the perennial fast qualifi- 
er said. "My rear tire was finished, but I 
wanted to complete 20 laps. As I started 
to lean into the corner, it was already 
sliding; then it high-sided and jumped 
with the fuel tank in my arms. I should 
be okay for the Phillip Island test next 
week and I'm sure it will be no problem 
for the first race in March." 

Overall, however, Yanagawa said he 
was very happy with the way the test 
turned out. 

^| was able to test a lot of tires," he 
said. "I did a 1:25.8 on a race tire, and 
last year my best time was a 1:25.9 on a 
qualifier. After having found a good set- 
up, we concentrated on finding the right 
tire. But even then, it was tricky out 
there. The track was slippery, and dur- 
ing my best lap I nearly crashed twice." 

The Japanese revelation of last year 
and new teammate of Hodgson (fifth- 
fastest) tested the new - and just-fin- 
ished - 1998 bike for the first time. 

“There is more power across the 
range and the engine feels more respon- 
sive," Yanagawa said. "And the chassis 
works better than last year. In 1997, the 
front went light in the corners, but with 
this new fork there is none of that. I 
think it will be pretty easy to find a good 
setup and to adapt it to every circuit." 

Haga continued his impressive 
charge up the superbike hierarchy, 
clocking the second-fastest time, a 
1:25.928. The 22-year-old Japanese rider 
- originally a replacement at the end of 
last season for the injured Colin 
Edwards II - recorded the team's first- 
ever world-level win, as well as carding 
a second, a third and a fifth before the 
season was through. 

In the end, his time was only some 
three-hundredths of a second slower 
than Yanagawa's. 

“I was quite nervous on the first day, 
but things got better after that and I 
worked hard on the last day in particu- 
lar," the taciturn Haga said. 

The team tested a new front and rear 
suspension from Ohlins, as well as new 
camshafts, and intake and exhaust 
ports. 

Yamaha's other factory rider, Scott 
Russell, had to settle for eighth-fastest 
time, but he didn't seem to find it cause 
to complain. Unlike his teammate - who 
continues with the Japanese Dunlops - 
the Georgian has switched to Michelin, 
and he spent most of the test trying as 
many tires as possible. 

“1 feel good about this test," the 
lanky Georgian said. "I tried different 
setups, and hopefully we'll be able to 
put together the pieces for the races. I 
tried a few engine modifications and can 
feel it mid to top." 

Though little information was 
released, the YZF is not expected to 
have been modified drastically com- 
pared to last year's, since this is the final 
racing year for the model. As for the 
Michelins, Russell said: "I first tried 
them here in the November test. I’ve 
gained about a tenth of a second. Last 
year the bike fishtailed under braking 
and moved around a lot on the power. 
The Michelins have calmed that down, 
which is nice." 

And so it was Kawasaki and Yamaha 
that came away from the test having 
had the biggest impact, a far cry from 
the past few years and basically upside 
down from the normal Ducati and 
Honda dominance. ; 

Honda was admittedly not far off the 
pace, though, with Slight turning in the 





third-fastest time at 1:26.130. 
The Castrol Honda team was 
one of the most active teams 
at Shah Alam, with several 
new parts and two Japanese 
development riders in its 
luggage. The white, red and 
green bikes were fitted with 
single-sided swingarms, 
double-sided swingarms, 
double exhausts, single 
exhausts and every combi- 
nation of these components. 
Apparently it is just a ques- 
tion of finding the right rout- 
ing for the exhaust without 
the pivot point of the 
swingarm getting in the 
way. The question of 
whether or not this is legal is 
another issue. 

Slight, who has done away with the 
Mohawk haircut he had for so long, 
wasn't very talkative about the subject 
of the legality of the parts, nor were the 
other team members. 

"I'm well pleased with the test and 
the fastest lap I set, although the on- 
board computer and my chief mechanic 
had it as a 1:25.90 lap, so that’s even bet- 
ter,” Slight said. “I knew that Yanagawa 
had done a 1:25.9 lap in December here, 
so that was a target for me. We tested 
the single-sided and conventional 
swingarms and it’s difficult to decide 
which is the best of the two, so we'll 
have to wait on HRC's decision about 
that. I guess the twin pipes will be used 
in the race. As for the swingarms, they 
definitely feel different." 

Edwards was happy to be on the 
RC45 again after having had only a 
short three-hour test at Suzuka in 
December. 

"I'm still very much impressed by 
the RC45," the Texan said. "It's super- 
smooth - so much power and no big hit, 
no jolt - just seething. This is the fastest 
thing I’ve ever ridden, and totally 
accommodating. You can carry corner 
speed or point and squirt - it feels like 
there are a number of ways to ride it. 
The handling is different from the 
Yamaha. I got these huge blisters on my 
hands trying to get it to do what I want 
it to do. I’ve got to learn to relax and see 
how to work with it. On the tires, I’m 
covered with the rear, but the front 
seems limitless; maybe that’s a lack of 
feeling, but I just don’t have that yet. On 
the first day, Aaron left me behind, but 
by the end, I’m just about staying with 
him. But a new bike, new tires and a 
new team... that’s quite a handful to get 
used to in a couple of days’ time!” 

Shinichi Itoh and Yuichi Takeda rode 
the other Castrol Hondas to seventh and 
13th-fastest, respectively. 

As for Ducati, the dominant marque 
in World Superbike racing found itself 
largely toward the bottom of the time 
sheets. Carl Fogarty spent a lot of time 
in the hotel due to pain in his right knee. 
The former World Champion had a liga- 
ment operation after the Sentul round 
last year and a few problems remain. 

“1 didn’t realize that the ligament 
was torn until it showed up in a body 
scan,” Fogarty said. “It hadn't been 
painful when I was on the bike, so I 
could afford to wait for the operation to 
be done over the winter. It was a bit 
uncomfortable on the first day, but it’s 
okay now.” 

Fogarty was ninth-fastest at the test. 

And while things didn’t go all that 
well for Fogarty, it couldn’t have been 
much more of a wash for Troy Corser, 
himself a former World Superbike Cham- 
pion. His first day of testing was his last, 
as he suffered from food poisoning and

finally gave up and went home after suf- 
fering from weakness and loss of balance. 

The saving grace for the Ducati 
squad was Italian rider Pier-Francesco 
Chili, who ended the test with the 
fourth-fastest time, a 1:26.046. 

“We started with the '97 bike and 
moved on to the 98 bike on the second 
day,” Chili said. “There are only little 
changes, but we tested tires and setups. 
On the third day, I felt very tired and 
didn’t want to push too hard. But in 
those conditions, it’s very difficult to 
feel any differences in the setup and to 
continue to develop the bike.” 

As for Suzuki: Peter Goddard, proba- 
bly the man with the most mileage 
aboard a GSX-R750 in the world, 
crashed twice at the test and ended his 
effort by getting only the 10th-fastest 
time. On day two, he lost the front com- 
pletely and completely destroyed one of 
the new bikes. He has a weak shoulder 
from previous spills and it took quite a 
whack in the crash, and he spent the rest 
of the test with the shoulder strapped 
and braced. Then, in the final 10 min- 
utes of testing on the last day, he set 
another bike down (albeit quite a bit 
more gently this time) in the first corner, 
with only his pride hurt this time. 

“The bike was badly set up and bady 
suspended,” Goddard said. “I think the 








team was confused by what it needed. 
James (Whitham) did a good job on the 
bike last year, for what it was. I know 
what I want and I know how to get it 
from the GSX-R. The biggest develop- 
ment is suspension. The front forks are 
good now and the rear is getting there. 
Now we need more work on the engine, 
to get more torque and acceleration 
power.” 

James Whitham was 12th-fastest but 
feels confident about things to come. 

“I think we're going to start the year 
a lot more ready than we did in 1997,” 
Whitham said. “We should be over a 
second quicker - but we just have to 
wait and see what everybody else is 
doing.” CN

he weather was cold outside but 
T very hot inside the Lawrence Joel 

Veterans Memorial Coliseum as 
four different riders won main events at 
rounds 17 and 18 of the AMA/PJ1 
National Arenacross Series, presented 
by Thor and Parts Unlimited. Picking up 
wins on the weekend were Grayson 
Goodman, Cliff Palmer, defending 
champion Buddy Antunez,«and Mike 
Jones. 

The sign-up sheet read like a who’s 
who of the arenacross points standings. 
Current points leader Antunez was 
there, fending off his closest rival, Chad 
Pederson, in the standings, along with 
Cliff Palmer, Denny Stephenson and 
Jeromy Buehl. Add to that list a few hot- 
shoe locals such as Jim Neese and Jim 
Chester and things were bound to get 
interesting, as Chester has already 
proved with one main-event win earlier 
in the series. 

When all was said and done, 
Antunez picked up the 125cc main- 
event win on Saturday evening and 
stood on the podium in two other races, 
while Pederson picked up two second- 
place finishes on Friday. Antunez had a 
30-point lead over Pederson when they 
arrived in Winston-Salem and had a 36- 
point lead when they left, 577-541. 
Palmer trails in third with 515 after a 
fairly consistent weekend. 





FRIDAY 


Lightspeed Kawasaki/Nielsen/ 
Thor-backed Pederson looked like he 
was going to be the man to beat after he 
handily won both of his 125 and 250cc 
qualifiers to secure his pick on the gate 
for the mains. Buehl put in a couple of 
hot qualifying runs aboard ‘his 
Thor/Alpinestars/Tuf Racing-backed 
Hondas, which put him high on the list 
for possible wins in the mains after he 
fought off Stephenson and Palmer. The 
mains were shaping up to be great. 

Fifteen riders lined the gate for the 
125cc main, and it was Texan Goodman 
surprising the field by slipping his 
Kawasaki of Carrollton/Pro Circuit- 
backed KX into the point to lead the 
way. Pederson was hot on his heels and 
looking for a way past early, but he 
would have to settle in to run second 
until he could line Goodman up for a 
pass. Todd DeHoop flexed his muscles 
and held on to a strong third-place run- 
ning position, keeping Palmer, Mike 
Jones and Brad Woolsey at bay. Surpris- 
ing everyone was the fact that Buehl 
and Antunez were way back in the 
pack, and with the pace the leaders 
were setting, it wasn’t going to be easy 
to advance. 

Pederson tried every trick in the 
book to work past Goodman on the 
short, tight track, but Goodman was 
like an iron man and would not falter 
under the pressure, holding on to the 
point position from the drop of the gate 





all the way to the checkers. It was 
Goodman's second main-event win of 
the series. 

“This is my first trip up here to 
North Carolina and it feels good to 
win,” Goodman said. “I’ve been work- 
ing with sports chiropractor Rusty 
Reynolds back home and he’s got me 
nice and loosened up, so I felt great 
tonight.” 

Despite a near get-off in the whoop 
section toward the late stages of the 
race, Pederson was just able to hold off 
DeHoop for second. Palmer and Jones 
rounded out the top five, with Antunez 
working his way up to sixth. 

Goodman was looking for a sweep 
of the mains on Friday but, as the 250cc 
class shot out of the gate, it was clear he 
would have to work for it. Jones lit a 
fire under his seat and nabbed the 
holeshot over Pederson, Goodman and 
Stephenson, while Cliff Palmer quietly 
lurked back in fifth. Goodman was let-

ting it all hang out in his bid for the 
lead but he soon hit the dirt, effectively 
taking himself out of the top five and 
putting Palmer in sight of the front-run- 
ners. While Jones and Pederson put on 
one heck of a show for the crowd up 
front, Palmer began to pick up the pace, 
displacing Stephenson on his route to 
the front. With time starting to run out, 
Palmer then picked off Pederson and 
set out after Jones. 

When the white flag came out, 
Palmer knew it was do or die, so with a 
perfectly executed block-pass he took 
the lead from Jones, and the crowd 
went wild as Palmer crossed the line for 
the win. Pederson moved into second as 
Antunez again had to play catch-up the 
entire race, but this time he worked up 
to a strong third-place finish by taking 
advantage of the remounting Jones, 
who fell back to fourth. Stephenson 
secured fifth over DeHoop and Good- 
man. 
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SATURDAY 


The competition on Saturday night 
proved to be tougher than on Friday 
as a few of the major players found 
themselves riding the last-chance qual- 
ifier just to get into the night’s pro- 
gram. Pederson took a nasty fall in the 
whoop section during his qualifier and 
still did not have the cobwebs cleared 
out in his semi. He later advanced to 
the main by winning the LCQ. 

The 125s got under way with 
Antunez shaking his North Carolina 
blues (last year he was disqualified at 
the North Carolina round, and up 
until this point he could not get things 
to work in his favor) by grabbing a 
clean holeshot to lead the field 
through the first turn and into the 
whoop section. FMF/Sinisalo/Factory 
Connection’s Jimmy Wilson showed 
that he is a force to be reckoned with 
and pounced all over Antunez to run 








second over Suzuki of Gastonia's 
Chester, Stephenson, DeHoop and 
Goodman. 

Antunez showed there was no 
doubt about who was the man to beat 
as he went on for a perfect wire-to- 
wire win aboard his Primal 
Impulse/Bill’s Pipes Suzuki, adding to 
his series points lead. Wilson had 
things under control in second as he 
fought off all comers to record his best 
main-event finish of the series to date. 
Stephenson recorded his best ride of 
the weekend as he held on to third 
ahead of Buehl, DeHoop and a not-so- 
together Pederson, who could only 
manage a sixth. 

The 250cc main was Jones’ time to 
finally shine. Buehl grabbed the all- 
important holeshot and was leading 
the trio of Brad Woolsey, Kingsport 
KTM's Neese and Goodman. Jones 
had not gated well and was holding 
down fifth over Antunez and DeHoop, 








but that was not good enough. Jones 
went on a passing frenzy and started 
to pick off one rider after another, tak- 
ing Antunez with him. Jones’ forward 
momentum was held up briefly when 
he reached Woolsey, but once past his 
fellow Texan, Jones set out after Buehl 
with everything he had. As Jones came 
knocking on Buehl’s back door, the 
crowd was on its feet and going crazy. 

With the crowd’s support, Jones 
made the winning pass on Buehl with 
two laps remaining, and held him off 
to the checkers with just inches to 
spare. The win was Jones’ third of the 
series, but he still has a long way to go 
to take over the points lead. Antunez 
may have played catch-up most of the 
weekend but his third in the final 
250cc main helped to maintain his 
points lead. Palmer finally got cooking 
again as he took a fourth in the final 
event of the weekend over Stephenson 
and Neese.

Suzuki’s statements regarding its 
new TL1000R would make a backpedal- 
ing Bill Clinton proud. The key words 
are “capable” and “potential” and the 
difference between a good TL1000R and 
a fabulous TL1000R may end up being 
$150,000, give or take 10 grand. That's 
what the race kit is expected to sell for, 
according to Suzuki representatives. 

I categorically deny that the Suzuki 
TL1000R will make a good race bike in 
stock form, yet it should prove to be a 
worthy starting point. And it should 
make a very good street bike. But is it 
better than what they had in the 
TL1000S? 

Possibly no motorcycle in only its 
second year of production requires 
more of a history lesson than the TL 
(although the R model is all new, it is

based on the Smodel). Despite the fact 
that it is just starting its second year, the 
TL totes along some battered baggage, 
making its history perhaps as note- 
worthy as its future. 

Last year, Suzuki elected to intro- 
duce the brand-spanking-new TL1000S 
to members of the press at the Home- 
stead Motorsports Complex in Florida, 
and most of us came away impressed. 
The bike had plenty of power in all the 
right places, producing good low-end 
snap and a strong midrange. In fact, 
you had to be up front and over the 
bars to prevent the front wheel going 
skyward on the exit of the second-gear 
left-hand hairpin. Impressive stuff. The 
bike was nimble, its steering was light 
and it was easy to get around a race 
track at a decent pace. It was also differ- 
ent, the first of the Japanese V-twin 
sportbikes, and it looked the part. The 
bike was a twin, and Suzuki seemed 
proud of that fact. They opted to show 
the big V off, using a half fairing and an 
alloy truss frame. The testers loved it, 
raved about it, and produced headlines 
sure to bring a smile to the faces of 
those cashing paychecks from Suzuki. 

Then it all went wrong. ` 

Thanks for the most part to what we 
feel were mostly unfounded reports in 
the foreign press, Suzuki had the unen- 
viable task of facing up to the “R” 
word: recall. The light and nimble steer- 
ing that brought raves from the original 





track introduction of the bike ultimately 
proved to be the TL1000S’s demise in 
some markets. It was too nimble, the 
steering was too light, the lawyers 
charged - in fact, it wobbled. Conse- 
quently, the bike faced a worldwide 
recall, and a steering damper was fitted 
to the top of the triple clamps to change 
those opinions and to help settle the 
score. In reality, the TL1000S was noth- 
ing more than what it was designed to 
be: a top-notch V-twin sportbike with 
handling traits appropriate for its role 
as such. 

Ironically, the recalled TL1000S 
recently won International Bike of the 
Year honors in a poll taken by Aus- 
tralian Motorcycle News. But in typical 
TL1000S fashion, it also won the maga- 
zine’s Dog of the Year award, based on 
its unpopularity in some markets. Go 
figure. 

Strangely, the bike was both loved 


_ and hated all at the same time, putting 


Suzuki in a rather unique situation. 
While a magazine such as Moto Journal 
in France stated, “The TL1000S has 
great styling and proved technically to 
be a complete surprise after fast devel- 
opment of a complete new engine. It is 
powerful, has good handling and a nice 
chassis layout,” others tore shreds from 
the TL and it became the poster child 
for ill-mannered sportbikes. “The Suzu- 
ki TL1000S (is Dog of the Year) because 
although it is fun to ride and very fast,

there are problems with the clutch, 
steering geometry, fuel consumption 
and rear suspension," Belgium's Motor- 
Week 2 wrote. 

So what does any of the history of 
the TL1000S have to do with the all-new 
R model? Plenty. 

This year, Suzuki brought brand- 
new early-production TL1000Rs to East- 
ern Creek Raceway near Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, for its worldwide. press 
introduction. The circuit features a long, 
wide-open straightaway, a fast first cor- 
ner, and a combination of medium-to- 
slow-speed lefts and rights. For the 
most part, the track is considered pool- 
table smooth, at least by American race- 
track standards, with bumps of any 
magnitude pretty much taken out of the 
equation. 

When sitting down to design the 
TL1000R, Suzuki engineers were obvi- 
ously forced into some compromise in 
having to build a package that could be 
developed into a pure race bike. Thus, 
the TL1000R is a bit over engineered - 
when compared to the S model - and it 
suffers because of it when ridden in 
stock, sportbike form. 

Naturally, the TL1000R has a steer- 
ing damper as standard equipment - a 
unit that still sits atop the upper triple 
clamp - and it's probably the main rea- 
son it steers a little heavier than the S 
model. The slower steering characteris- 
tics are surprising when you look at the 
numbers, because the R model has more 
radical steering geometry than before 
(23-degree head angle and 90.6mm of 
trail compared to 23.7 degrees and 
93.5mm on last year's S model), but 
there are other factors that possibly play 
into the heavy feel. One of those would 
be an increase in weight (at 434.2 
pounds it's some 22 pounds heavier 
than the S model - and almost 38 
pounds heavier than its sibling 
GSXR750) and the other would be the 
steering damper itself. 

All of this results in a motorcycle 
that is a little heavy to steer and is far 
from nimble. But it is stable. So while 
the foreign press and lawyers may be 























completely satisfied, I found the 
TL1000R a bit difficult to get from side 
to side in some of Eastern Creek's virtu- 
al chicanes - at least in comparison to 
how easy the S model was to flick 
through similar corners. Like the S 
model, however, the TL1000R is a good 
stopper. Using six-piston Tokico front- 
brake calipers on 320mm discs, the TL 
stops quickly and also gives good feel 
under hard braking. 

Despite its new racy looks (with a 
distinctive full fairing and all), the 
TL1000R is a comfortable motorcycle to 
ride. Running around Eastern Creek for 
40 minutes in race mode wasn't a prob- 
lem, and we didn't encounter problems 
with sore wrists and arms - even though 
the relationship between handlebar and 
seat is more drastic than on the S model, 
with the R's bars quite a bit lower than 
S's (33.7 inches to 36.9 inches) while the 
seat on the R model is only slightly 
lower than the one on the TL1000S. 

Suzuki's changes didn't stop with 
the chassis. They've also altered the 
power characteristics on the new model, 
with the meat of the power now coming 
on later in the powerband (thanks to dif- 
ferent cam timing and leaner jetting). 
While the S model made 125 hp at 8500 
rpm, the TL1000R puts out a claimed 
135 hp at 9500 rpm. The bike reportedly 
gets better fuel economy, meets tighter 
emission standards and makes more 
horsepower - but at what cost? 
Although the TL1000R makes good 
power up high and it arrives there in 
steady, even linear, fashion, the rush of 
the low-end grunt of the TL1000S is 
gone. When you grab a handful on the 
TL1000R, the power is there (emitting 
an exhaust sound that is more Singer 
than swinger), but it just lacks the punch 
of last year's S model. Smooth and 
steady, the power stays on tap all the 
way to about 9500 rpm (reportedly, 
that's where the 135-hp motor's output 
begins to wane, though redline is a 
claimed 10,600 rpm) - and it has plenty 
of top speed (roughly 155 mph before 
braking became necessary at the end of 
Eastern Creek's front straight). 
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One of the major changes to the 
engine is in the TL1000R's throttle bod- 
ies, which now get two injectors rather 
than one. The dual-injection system 
delivers fuel through one injector at 
start-up and low and middle rpm and 
then feeds both injectors at high rpm. 
The pistons and connecting rods have 
also changed, mainly in regard to 
weight-saving measures and to deal 
with the higher rev ceiling of the new 
engine. 

To further decrease the frontal area 
of the bike while also increasing the 
cooling capacity, the big radiator found 
on the TL1000S has been changed and 
the bike now features two smaller radi- 
ators that are virtually stacked on top 
of each other. 

A lot of the problems I faced during 
initial laps around Eastern Creek were 
cured by some simple setup changes. 
Right off the bat, the bike felt soft, giv- 
ing a wallowing feel that was most 
noticeable as you peeled in and 
through the fast first corner, a fifth-gear 
left-handed sweeper. The bike felt bet- 
ter for the second of our four sessions 
(40 minutes on day one and 35 minutes 
on day two), with track temperatures 
lower and the air pressure in the Met- 
zeler tires (the U.S. market will get 
Dunlops) increased. The preload on the 
inverted 43mm fork was also bumped

Nowhere are Suzuki's plans for racing the TL1000R more evident than in the | 
bike's all-new chassis. It fits the classic racer build - stiff and short. And the TL's 
aluminum twin-spar frame is also very adjustable in perhaps the most adjustable of 
any over-the-counter street bike - once you step to the plate and purchase your 
race-kit parts. 

The wheelbase is a short 54.9 inches and offers plenty of adjustment - if you buy 
the kit. Steering-stem position, swingarm-pivot position and rear ride height can all 
be adjusted for "racing use only" if the kit is purchased. 

With the kit parts, the steering stem can be changed front-to-rear and the rake 
can also be changed. This is accomplished by using inserts that fit inside the steer- 
ing-head, held in place by a pin inside the steering head and secured by the steer- 
ing-head nut. : 

The swingarm pivot can also be changed by using kit inserts, and the TL1000R's 
rear spring can easily be removed if the operator wants a different spring rate. The 
aluminum box-section swingarm also features heavy-duty bracing on its underside. 

Last year's rotary damper is still used in conjunction with a rear spring, but the | 
arrangement of that damper has changed and the positioning is Y 
damper now also features a / 
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more positive feel and also helped it 
hold a line better. 

And there are more answers to some 
of the problems we found in the R 
model. More time with setup changes 
would likely have brought even more 
positive results, but if you want it better 
still (and perhaps more like the S model 
which, strangely enough, seems more R 
than the R itself), then purchase parts 
from a race kit. You change the steering 
geometry and the swingarm pivot 
point, and you do your best to electron- 
ically move the powerband back to 
where it should be - to hell with fuel 
consumption. 

All negatives aside, the TL1000R will 
make a good street bike. And, perhaps 
more importantly, it provides the basis 
for what Suzuki hopes to be a world- 
beater. After the folks over at Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki put the bike through its maid- 
en voyage in AMA Superbike racing 
this year with Steve Crevier and Larry 
Pegram, Suzuki plans to enter the 
World Superbike ranks with the 
TL1000R in 1999. The jury is obviously 
still out on whether the bike will ever 
be a Ducati-killer. 

For nonracing applications, howev- 
er, the big question remains: Is the 
TL1000R a better street bike than its sib- 
ling TL1000S? That's going to depend 
entirely on what you want in your 
motorcycle. 

Do you want a 1000cc V-twin in 
GSXR clothing, or do you want your V- 
twin exposed to the world? Do you like 
your frames made out of alloy in a truss 
design, or do you opt for the aluminum 
twin-spar design favored by race bikes 
the world over? A linear powerband 
that runs higher in the rev range and 
produces more horsepower, or some 
snap down low? The price? With a 
sticker difference of only $500, it likely 
won't play into a purchasing decision.

Because once a month is not enough!

“Good enough to lock the front 
wheel on a wet race track,” I thought to 
myself. ы 

I didn’t answer him out loud because 
I was pretty sure, despite the language 
barrier, that the man was being a smart- 
ass. I had, after all, crashed entering his 
corner and kind of interrupted his day. 
Maybe he was a little frustrated because 
he’d had to help at least three other 
guys pick up their wadded bikes in basi- 
cally the same place. 

In any case, as I slid along the track 
with the bike, still in denial that I'd hit 
the tarmac, flames shot off the under- 
side of the ZX-6R (those side covers real- 
ly are magnesium) and green shavings 
of the once nice-looking and completely 
restyled (lighter and taller, too) fairing 
were getting unceremoniously 
machined off the bike, it occurred to me 
that no matter which parts were touch- 
ing, this bike was basically new from the 
ground up. Even when upside down. 

Those lightweight magnesium covers 
were all part of a concept-and-design 
program to make the ZX-6R a “Super 
Sport King.” It’s a familiar song in the 
sportbike world, but it’s a tune we just 
don’t seem to get tired of hearing: more 
power, less weight. The 6R’s got both, 
not to mention a fundamentally recast 





set of chassis specs and a quick-revving, 
short-stroke, ram-air-inducted in-line 
four that positively wails up to and past 
its 14,000-rpm redline. 

It is a set of specs that made our 
rainy day at the track seem all the more 
unfortunate, for aside from the fact that 
the ZX-6R has the paper potential to 
beat up on its competitors, the Circuit 
de Catalunya’s smooth surface, acres of 
runoff and awesome layout scream for a 
capable sportbike - and we had to spend 
the day tiptoeing around with minimal 








lean angle and a timid throttle hand. 
What a shame. The front straight was in 
any case long enough to redline fifth 
gear and even briefly tap sixth before 
braking for turn one, so we at least got a 
chance to sample the power on tap once 
we got the bike upright. What the 6R’s 
got in terms of power is a pretty good 
midrange pull - not quite YZF-like in 
abundance - allied with a fairly scream- 
ing top end. Carburetion was crisp 
across the range except for the transition 
from off throttle to on, smoothness for 











which seems a difficult thing to achieve 
on ram-air bikes. A benefit on the wet 
track was the linearity of the Kawasaki's 
output - nary a peak or valley, just 
smooth, predictable power letting you 
tread the thin line between forward 
motion and wheelspin. 

Several factors contribute to these 
power characteristics, not the least of 
which is Kawasaki's K-TRIC throttle- 
position sensor that works in conjunc- 
tion with a 3-D mapped ignition. This 
system varies ignition advance accord-

ing not only to throttle position, engine 
rpm and load, but also to how quickly 
the rider turns the throttle. Additionally, 
new 36mm downdraft Mikuni carbure- 
tors with specially shaped pistons (for 
better response) are fitted in place of the 
old Keihins, and breathe through a 
revised twin-snorkel ram-airbox that 
sees the novel use of different-length 
intake funnels for the inner and outer 
pairs of cylinders. These were used pri- 
marily so that the same settings could be 
used for all four carburetors, making 
tuning easier. 






In keeping with its design goal of 
being a successful racer, the engine 
cases were made stiffer with the use of a 
couple of extra bolts, and a revised 
crankshaft that allows the use of 
stronger connecting rods and a coolant- 
fed oil-cooler (like the one on the 9R) 
were fitted. Internally, pistons made 
from a new alloy with better heat resis- 
tance were used, and those pistons are 
cooled with oil jets from below. A larger 
oil pump is used, as is a larger, curved 
radial-flow radiator said to increase 
cooling efficiency by 20 percent. 

Not only is the Kawasaki green on 
the outside, California bikes are green 
on the inside, too. Well, greener than the 
ones for the other 49 states, anyway, in 
the form of a catalyst-equipped exhaust 
system. The catalyst adds a few pounds 
and drops about a horspower, but those 
are the only changes, as the engine is 
otherwise unaltered from the 49-state 
model. 

Strategies for weight savings from 
the engine abound and include the 
aforementioned magnesium covers, a 
smaller starter, lighter-weight stainless- 
steel exhaust-header system (also 
revised for better power), and an altered 
flywheel mass, that, in conjunction with 
lighter alternator magnets, helps 
improve throttle response. Also, a 
lighter composite cam-chain cover is 
used. This is all well and good, but what 
really matters is that the net result of 
these changes is a powerplant that is 
some 3.5 pounds lighter and about 2.5 
hp more powerful (now 105.5 at 12,000 
rpm) than the one it replaces - so, it’s 
lighter and more powerful, just like they 
wanted. 

As for the chassis, it was impossible 
to tell anything on our rainy day except 
that I wasn’t particularly fond of the fact 
that the footpegs had rubber pads on 
their tops. Ostensibly this is why I 
crashed - they get very slick from the 
water and my foot slipped as I was tip- 
ping it into the corner. (That’s my story 
and I'm sticking to it.) 

Thankfully our four-day turnaround 
trip to Barcelona was saved when on our 
street-ride day the weather cleared long 











enough to have dry roads in the after- 
noon - so we could actually get some 
inkling of the chassis performance of 
Kawasaki's all-new 600cc supersport 
contender. We found a good road in the 
mountains north of the city that turned 
out to be a decent initial test of the 
Kawasaki's revised frame geometry and 
suspension. The road led to an old 
monastery that had been converted to a 
spa (the monks left 400 years ago, about 
1000 years after opening shop) and was 
a dead end, so there was very little traf- 
fic. Most of the turns were run in first 
and second gear with a few clicks into 
third, and the surface quality was very 
good, if a little bumpy. But the bumps 
were good, because it gave us an oppor- 
tunity to get a sense of how well-bal- 
anced and damped the bike's suspension 
is. And after blasting up and down the 
best section about 50 times, taking inter- 
mittent breaks to get some action photos 
on dry road, we came away impressed. 
Compared with last year's bike, the 
rake has been pulled in a half degree to 
23.5, while the trail remains the same at 
91mm. The wheelbase, however, got 
chopped over half an inch (now 55.1 
inches), and the end result is a very nim- 
ble bike. Wider handlebars greet the 
pilot and offer more leverage, giving the 
steering a really light feel. Cornering 
attitude from the 387-pound bike is neu- 
tral and turn-in very quick. But while 
we're dealing with what is a very nim- 
ble bike, it hasn't seemed to come at the 
expense of stability, the 6R tracking how 
we wanted it to in spite of the bumpy 
surface, all without any pitching front to 
rear. The damping rates seemed about 
right, and about the only complaint so 
far is that the fork could be a little more

plush. We found little to fault with the 
300mm semi-floating discs and six-pis- 
ton calipers, but really didn't get to use 
these to their full potential in our limit- 
ed time on the bike. We can't wait to get 
this thing on a dry track. 

The total weight of the chassis has 
been reduced nearly 10 pounds all while 
cranking up the rigidity of the frame 
package. The fork is new to the 6R, and 
at 46mm is the same diameter as the one 
used on the 9R and 5mm beefier than 
the one it replaces. Offset on the alu- 
minum triple clamps has been changed, 
and the lower bearing for the longer alu- 
minum steering stem has been made 
larger. A bigger axle is used, as is a new 
wheel. All told, fork stiffness is up 10 
percent, all while decreasing overall 
weight. At the rear, a more rigid 
swingarm is used, and the piggyback, 
gas-charged reservoir shock (more 
adjustable than the old one) similar to 
the one on the 9R is fitted, working in a 
revised link with a more linear rate. In

keeping with its racing-design brief, a 
bigger 5.5-inch-wide rear wheel is shoe- 
horned into the new swingarm, and a 
170mm-wide tire, 10mm wider than last 
year's, is fitted. 

Virtually every component was 
examined in an effort to reduce the 
weight of the machine, from the kick- 
stand to the gauge package (both 
lighter) to the thickness of the fairing 
panels and the construction of the frame 
itself. Even the passenger grab handles, 
now plastic, are lighter than the old 
ones. 

And they slide good, too. 

Kawasaki has made the role of the 
ZX-6R perfectly clear: to compete at the 
top level of 600cc Supersport racing. At 
our first impression, it appears the guys 
in green have filled the bill with a 
lighter, better-handling, more powerful 
middleweight supersport contender.

otocrossers weren't the only 
ones anxiously waiting for the 
much-talked-about Ү2400Е - so 
were off-roaders everywhere. After all, 
the writing was on the wall when Yama- 
ha announced it would. not be bringing 
back the WR250, leaving everyone to 
assume that an off-road version of the 
YZ400F - most likely a WR400F - was 
just around the corner. And, sure 
enough, they assumed right. 
Unquestionably, the YZ400F is a 
huge success for Yamaha. The pundits 
are raving about the YZ400F and people 
are snatching them up left and right, but 
will the same be said for the WR400F? 
History has proved that good produc- 
tion motocrossers don’t automatically 
make great production off-roaders - for 
example, the Kawasaki KDX250, a bike 
derived from the potent KX250, didn’t 
cut it as competitive off-roader. The 
KDX gained too much weight, lost 
horsepower, and developed weak legs 
in the transformation. Basically, off- 
roaders want motocross bikes with the 
bare minimums to make them off-road- 
compatible, and that’s exactly what 
Yamaha did with the WR250 and now 
the WR400F. 
Yamaha was careful not to “de-tune”

the WR400F too much. It's still basically 
a YZ but with a few necessary changes 
to make it more user-friendly on the 
trail, which the YZ400F certainly is not. 
The YZ is a handful on anything but 
wide-open trails; in the tight stuff, forget 
it - the YZ's explosive hit is a workout 
and stalling the engine becomes the 
norm. 

Unlike the WR250, which was sold as. 
a “closed-course” vehicle, the WR400F is 
being marketed as a full-on “enduro” 
bike and thus must pass far more strin- 
gent regulations for noise and emis- 
sions. It is for these reasons that the WR 
features a baffle (thankfully a removable 
one) in the muffler, as well as a spark 
arrestor, a noise-suppressing airbox 
cover, and a throttle stop in the carbure- 
tor. The stop restricts the throttle to the 
point where it can open only halfway, 
resulting in the motor making only 
"half" the noise, thus allowing it to be 
sold in the United States. Luckily, the 
throttle stop can easily be removed if 
you want to (and you will). 

Right now, the WR400F is only being 


'sold as a 49-state bike, which means that 


Californians won't find the WR in their 
local Yamaha shop. Yamaha claims it 
simply has not had the time to make the 
WR meet California's tough emission 
standards. Soon, though. 

To improve trail controllability, 
Yamaha touched upon a few areas with 
the WR400F, such as going to a wide- 
ratio, five-speed transmission and 
slightly retarding the timing of the 
exhaust side of the cam to gain roll-on 
tractability at low rpm. 

Since enduro bikes tend to be ridden 
at slower speeds than motocross bikes, 
the WR features slightly larger radiators 
than the YZ's to reduce the chance of 
boil-overs on tight, foot-paddling trails; 
or while stuck in bottlenecks. 

Those who snoop around a little clos- 
er will notice there are a few more vents 
and hoses coming from the WR's motor 
than there are with the YZ's, but Yama- 
ha claims they're for emissions reasons 
and do not affect performance in amy, 
way. 

Suspensionwise, little has changed 
from the YZ to the WR. To compensate 
for the WR's extra weight (which we'll 
get to later), both the shock and fork 
have slightly stiffer springs and, subse- 
quently, different valving. Otherwise, 
the basic suspension components are the 
same. 

To make life easier for the enduro 
rider, the WR features many niceties, 
such as a larger 3.2-gallon fuel tank (vs. 














the YZ's 2.1-gallon tank) with reserve, 
and a resettable (to the 10th) trip meter, 
which is something the WR250 never 
had. It also has a frame-mounted side- 
stand and a 60-watt halogen headlight 
and five-watt taillight, which are pow- 
ered by a CDI magneto system. The 
rotor itself is larger in diameter than the 
YZ's but slightly lighter, so the rotating 
inertia is approximately the same as the 
YZ's. In other words, the flywheel effect 
is about the same. 

Your chances of making it to the fin- 
ish line are improved thanks to the 
WR's more durable steel (rather than 
aluminum) rear sprocket, its sealed 
chain, and its 18-inch rear wheel, which 
reduces the risk of flats, as compared to 
the lower-profile tires associated with 
19-inch wheels. Because of the steeper 
angle of the larger fuel tank, the WR's 
seat is slightly different than the YZ's, as 
is the shape of the side panels. 

As far as weight is concerned, Yama- 
ha claims the WR is nine pounds heav- 
ier than the YZ, which would put it at 
about 253 pounds, without fuel. 

And how much will the WR400 cost? 
A reasonable $5899, which is pretty 
amazing when you consider the fact that 
that's only $100 more than the YZ400 - 
and you get all that extra stuff, like 
lights, a bigger fuel tank and an O-ring 
chain. That's worth far more than $100 
right there. 

Riding the WR for the first time left 
us no less excited than riding the YZ for 
the first time. Thankfully, the WR sur- 
vived its metamorphosis quite well. It's 
exactly what we had hoped it would be: 
a motocrosser tailored slightly for off- 
road riding - nothing more, nothing less. 

Just as they had promised, Yamaha 
successfully managed to make the WR 
more tractable without sacrificing horse- 
power (as in the case of the KDX250). Of 
course, this is running the bike without 
the throttle stop or the baffle in it. How- 
ever, the WR’s exhaust note is signifi- 
cantly louder without the baffle 





installed, so you might want to leave the 
baffle in if you’re planning to ride in 
noise-sensitive areas. But what's nice 
about the WR is that there's:a good 
abundance of power, so you won't be 
completely miserable running the baffle 
in the muffler, as you can still have fun 
riding the WR without attracting 
unwanted attention. Yamaha claims you 
lose approximately 10 percent of the 
horsepower with the baffle. 

. The WR's motor doesn't feel all that 
much different than the YZ's, but the 
WR is more tractable and is less prone to 
stalling while negotiating tight trails at a 
snail's pace. The bike hooks up beauti- 
fully out of slick, dry and hard-packed 
turns, and pulls strongly in the horse- 
power-sapping loam and sand, as well. 
The bike, however, doesn't boast a ton 
of pulling power off the bottom, or 
exhibit that kind torque from a four- 
stroke, as it, like the YZ400, likes to be 
revved. You work the throttle on the 
WR much as you would an open-class 
two-stroke. 

As compared to the YZ on the trail, 
the WR is slightly more forgiving but 
doesn't quite have the snap when you 
first twist the throttle. We ran both the 
YZ and the WR through the gears, side 
by side, across a dry lakebed a couple 
of times; the YZ definitely jumped 
ahead at first, and then, with both 
throttles completely pinned, the WR, 
with its taller gearing, gradually reeled 
in the YZ, pulled alongside it, and 
slowly but surely pulled away from its 
MX brother. Just for kicks, we also had 
an HRC Power-Up-kitted XR400 with 
us, and it held its own off the bottom 
but got clearly left behind by the two 
Yamahas on top. Yes, the WR is very 
fast. 

We ran the WR through some first- 
gear, trials-like sections, trying to get the 
WR to blow its spout, but it never did. 
The clutch held up well, too, but we 
admit that we have yet to race the WR 
and put it through what we would call

extreme, overheating-type of conditions, 
but so far, so good. 

For some reason, manufacturers have 
this notion that off-road riders want pil- 
lows for suspensions, which is okay for 
the casual trail rider but not for the seri- 
ous off-road competitor. Luckily, Yama- 
ha did not fall into this trap. The last 
thing an off-roader wants is an overly 
soft suspension when you come around 
a corner at speed only to find a wheel- 
sized rut running across your path, or a 
nasty G-out. Sure, you need some cush 
for the smaller bumps, but you also 
need enough left over for the harder 
hits. Enter the WR’s suspension. The 
WR feels four-stroke-plush over the 
rocks and ripples (like a stock XR) while 
maintaining its firmness over the high- 
er-speed bumps and whoops (unlike a 
stock XR). Swapping out isn’t a big con- 
cern on the WR. 

Like the YZ, the WR’s layout is very 
comfortable, which no doubt will be 
greatly appreciated in the last loop of a 
long enduro or desert race. The seat is a 
little narrow, though, and we've heard 
some people comment that the larger 
fuel tank forces them to sit too far back 
in the saddle. We've had no such com- 
plaints. One thing that is certain, 
though, is that the fuel tank on the 
WR400 is far less obtrusive than it was 
on the WR250. 

Starting the WR is just as easy as 
starting the YZ. Improper technique, 
however, has many former two-stroke 
riders, who have already purchased the 











YZAOOF, breaking off kickstarter levers - 
a hard kick isn't nearly as effective as is 
a good, clean and easy kick, followed, of 
course, by finding top dead center, and 
then some. 

So what are some of the things we 
didn't like about the WR400? Not much, 
really. It still feels a little heavy in the 
whoops and rocks; it doesn't quite have 
that torquey, bottom-end pull that we've 
come to expect from most four-strokes; it 
does stall somewhat more easily than 
other off-road bikes; and - no matter how 
you look at it - it's kind of a pain having 
to go through that standard starting drill 
when it comes to starting a four-stroke. 
But these things can easily be overlooked 
when you consider all the other things 
the WR400 has to offer, such as great 
power, good suspension and fine han- 
dling. 

Yamaha has hit all the right areas to 
make the WR400F a great off-road 
motorcycle for the serious rider. No, you 
don't need to buy the YZ400 and build 
an off-roader out of it, after all - the WR 
is already that motorcycle, and all for 
only $100 more than the YZ400F.

why he is SETRA's number-oné 
rider by taking top honors in the 
29th running of the Sumter enduro. 
Ramey is finally getting his speed back 
after his ankle injury, and his confidence 
was high with a hare scrambles win the 
weekend prior. 

The MSR-sponsored Ramey is always 
a serious threat, but most eyes were 
focused on multi-time AMA National 
Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins and 
his new YZ400F four-stroke. This was 
Hawkins' first race on the bike, since he 
had received it just a few days before 
the event. Hawkins was having a good 
ride, but clutch problems forced him to 
call it quits at the gas stop. 

Team Green rider Ashley Brewer, 
riding for Perry's Kawasaki in Ten- 
nessee, had one of his best rides to date. 
Brewer tied the SETRA champ, only to 
lose out on the tie breakers. He spent 
several days riding with Hawkins, try- 
ing out the new Yamaha. Former 
SETRA champion Allen Gravitt took his 
KTM 200 to third overall. Gravitt saw 
his chances of an overall slip away when 
he burned a check later in the race. 

The Sumter Enduro is always a pop- 
ular race, and this year it hosted 374 rid- 
ers, with some coming from as far away 
as Ohio and Pennsylvania. The race was 
held in the Manchester State Forest, and 
consisted of six sections with two checks 
in each. It was a little cool for the South- 
ern riders at the start - around the 30- 
degree mark - but by midday it was in 
the high 50s. 

At the start, the riders rode a short 
straight into tight woods, and after a 
mile or so things loosened up a bit and 
the trail was nice and fast with a few 

















whoops. The club had almost three 
miles of new trail in this first section, 
which was quite tight. Ramey, riding on 
row 29, had the fast time with a 3:08. 

“1 felt like I was riding good,” Ramey 
said. "I caught Randy (Hawkins) and 
that kind of pumped me up a bit." 

Gravitt had the next-best score with a 
4:09, while Brewer rode well, dropping 
а 4:55. ; 

After a short reset, it was on to the 
second section, which was a short but 
tough 7 miles of trail. A semi-tight pine 
section led to a logged area and then to 
some tight brush, which led to the 
beaver-dam section, a muddy section of 
the trail. Then the trail finished off with 
tight, technical, off-camber terrain. 
Ramey and Brewer were on the gas and 
were the only riders to drop three 
points. Gravitt dropped a four, as did 
former National Enduro Champion Jeff 
Russell on his Yamaha. 

The third section of the race was all 
new trail. Recent logging a few days 
before caused the club to have a few 
reroutes, but it was a tough trail. It was 
a little on the fast side; and all the AAs 
dropped one point. Tricky check place- 
ment two miles into the trail caught a 
few riders off guard - Gravitt being one 
of them. He burned the check by a sec- 
ond or two, but it cost him two points 
and a chance at the overall. 

"The check was kind of hidden 
around a corner," Gravitt explained. 
“When I came in, my clock showed I 
was on my minute. When they said I 
burned it, I talked to them about it, but 
they still said I was a few seconds early. 
I don't think I was." 

After a nice reset and a chance to gas 
up, it was on to section five, which was 
9 miles of tough sand whoops and then 
technical, off-camber, rooty trail. Russell 
cranked it up and posted the fast time

through with a 3:15, followed by Brewer 
with a 3:17, Gravitt with a 3:41 and 
Ramey a 3:45. 

"I hit a stump in the second section 
and pretty much crushed my pipe," 
Ramey said. “I had to really keep it 
revved up to get any power. It was 
tough to ride." 

After a reset, it was on to the final 
trail of the day: 10 miles of new trail. It 
was probably the best trail of the race. 
The section had a variety of things to 
offer, with off-camber, rooty and techni- 
cal stuff, tight scrubs, open pines, tight 
pines - not to mention those famous 
Sumter sand whoops. Gravitt and Brew- 
er cranked it up and were the only two 
riders to drop just three points in the 
section. 

“1 felt I was riding well, and things 
really started clicking in the last sec- 
tion," Brewer said. ^I had a lot of fun." 

Ramey dropped four, along with 
Russell, and was in survival mode. 

"My hands cramped really bad in the 
last section,” Ramey explained. “All I 
could do was just try and hold on and 
ride as smooth as I could.” 

In the end, Ramey and Brewer both 
tied with a 14, Brewer's best ride to date. 
Ramey took the win on the tie breaker, 
and Gravitt took third overall. 

“This was a fun race,” Gravitt said. “I 
just kept missing the checks by a few 
seconds. It was that way all day long.” 

250cc A rider Jason Chancey tied 
Gravitt's score of 17 for fourth overall. 
Team Green rider Tommy Veator 
rounded out the top five overall with a 
score of 18. Chancey took the overall A 
honors, Adam Cadle won the Vet B 
class and was the High Point B with a 
score of 30, and overall C honors went 
to two riders: Michael Cox in the 200cc 
C class and Stephen Block in the 250cc C 
class, both with a score of 40. єх

Wild Ride 

The Pilgrim Sands Trail 
Riders laid out a slightly dif- 
ferent course than usual this 
year for the 264 riders in 
attendance, running the start 
backward into the pine 
groves. Tight woods, a sand 
pit, 3-foot sandy whoops, two 
creek crossings and a nasty 
mudhole before the scoring 
barrels made sure the course 
was “wild.” By the time the 
Junior event was over, it was 
impassable in one section and 
bridges had to be installed. 

Ten AA riders lined up on 
the front row, many - such as 
KTM's Ken Valentine, Hans 
Neff, Rick Peterson-spon- 
sored Brian Lawson, and 
Charles Timothy - for the first 
time after being promoted last 
year. Last year's top two rid- 
ers, Josh McLevy and Todd Levesque, 
were both absent, but former champion 
Tom Norton was on hand, back riding 
for Yamaha. 

As the flag dropped, it was Hoot 
Owl's Kenny Law grabbing the holeshot 
in his trademark full wheelie. Right 
behind was C-Cycle/Dunlop/Spectro- 
backed Norton, followed by David 
Paquette, Neff, and Factory Connec- 
tion’s Rick Claxton. As the riders came 
into the second turn, Paquette grabbed 
the inside line, taking over second place. 
Once the riders came out into the sand 
pit, Paquette put the move on Law, tak- 
ing over the lead and moving Law into 
second, with Norton in third. The three 
riders stayed right on each other until 
the first long straightaway. 

“I held it pinned on the straightaway, 
which was about 200 yards long,” Nor- 
ton said. “We were both wide open in 
sixth gear, and I wasn’t letting off until 
Kenny did.” 

Norton was now right on Paquette as 
the two headed into the second pine 
grove. Paquette quickly missed a turn, 
allowing Norton to take over the lead. 
At the end of the lap, it was Norton out 
in front with a 30-second lead over sec- 
ond place, which was now held by Mid- 
town Kawasaki's Patrick Timothy. Clax- 
ton was now in third place, with 
KTM/Moose-sponsored Valentine right 
on his rear wheel. All three riders got by 
Law and Brian Lawson at the first water 
crossing when they both drowned out. 
Luckily, neither rider lost too much time 
coming around in fifth and sixth, 
respectively. 

Norton held it wide open out in 
front, putting almost a minute per lap 
on the rest of the pack. Timothy was 
holding on to second place with a com- 
fortable margin of 50 seconds on Valen- 
tine in third. Claxton was now in fourth 
place, with Law in fifth. But as the riders 
started out for the fourth lap, the com- 





petition started to heat up. 

“When I got to the mudhole at the 
end of the fourth lap, it was madness," 
Norton said. "There were four riders 
stuck in the mud in front of me. I had to 
jump off the side of the bridge and go 
off the track through the ribbons. I 
thought I could just cut across the ruts, 
but the bike just spit me off." 

Norton's bike cartwheeled three 
times in the air before landing, which 
knocked off his barkbuster and spun his 
throttle and brake lever around the bars. 
After a quick two-minute pit repair, 
Norton made it back out just seconds 
ahead of Timothy. 

Timothy was having problems of his 
own, though, on the fourth lap. 

“I was full-on wheeling over the big 
downhill when I came up short and hit 
the face of a whoop," Timothy said. "I 
just came to a dead stop, smashing both 
of my wrists. I hit so hard I didn't even 
know which way I was supposed to be 
headed." 

Timothy's 50-second lead over third- 
placed Valentine had now been whittled 
down to only a few seconds as the two 
started out for the fifth lap. Valentine, 
whose front brake was stuck in the "on 
position after running into a lapper, 
kept right on Timothy, and on the sixth 
lap, Timothy crashed and Valentine 
took over second place. When the riders 
headed out for the seventh and final lap, 
it was Norton out in front with a five- 
minute lead over Valentine, and then 
Timothy some 50 seconds behind Valen- 
tine. 

After two hours and seven minutes 
of racing, it was Norton with the overall 
win, finishing just over six minutes 
ahead of Valentine. Timothy closed to 
within 30 seconds of Valentine, but time 
ran out. “I had arm pump all day and 
that crash just did me in," said Timothy 
after the race. "It's depressing to think 
that I lost to two old guys. It just goes to 
show - it's experience and not youth." 





Claxton went on to take fourth over- 
all. Claxton had a comfortable one- 
minute lead going into the final lap, but 
Law had the hammer down and closed 
to within 10 seconds as the checkered 
flag dropped, earning himself fifth for 
the day. 

Chris Crispin, running in the 125cc 
Expert class, finished just one second 
behind Law on adjusted time, earning 
himself the Expert-class win. Taking 
first place in the 125cc Expert class was 
Yamaha of Putnam’s Jesse Berthiaume. 

“1 started second-to-last off the line 
and got all the way out front when I 
sunk my bike right up to the handle- 
bars," Berthiaume said. "I had to start 
back out all over again." 

Persistence paid off. Not only did he 
win his class, Berthiaume finished 10th 
overall. He also won the Junior class 
held earlier in the day and took first 
place in the Junior Enduro held on Sat- 
urday. 

The Amateur-class High Point went 
to Amateur 250cc rider Joe Senecal, with 
the Novice-class High Point going to 
Keith Callahan on his Honda 125. Both 
riders completely dominated their class- 
es, both winning by several minutes 
over the next competitor. 

In the Mini class, it was Scott Decosta 
taking the class win with four minutes 
on the second-place finisher, Sean Mul- 
laney. Third place went to Adam Sim- 
cock, who finished only seconds behind 
Mullaney. Last year's top Women's- 
class rider, Heidi Landon, proved she 
still had the competitive edge by once 
again.dominating the class over Dawn 
Silvia and Dawn Shayer in second and 
third, respectively. CN

amaha-mounted Doug Blackwell 
ү: KTM’s Brian Garrahan traded 

places at the latest running of the 
AMA National Hare Scrambles Series in 
Wilseyville, California, with Blackwell 
scoring the overall win ahead of last 
week’s Hollister winner, Garrahan. 
When the long, tough race was over, 
only 30 seconds separated the two rid- 
ers, with Blackwell scoring the win. 

Making it two KTMs on the podium 
was National Enduro Champion Mike 
Lafferty, who took third ahead of Italian 
Luca Trussardi and former enduro 
champ Randy Hawkins. 

Much like the Hollister race, the 
Wilseyville National was run in miser- 
ably wet and sometimes snowy condi- 
tions. Just getting the event to happen 
was a minor miracle in itself, but thanks 
to the efforts of the club members and 
trail boss George Hendricks, even 
Mother Nature couldn’t stop this race 
from happening. However, the club had 
to cut out all the creek crossings, which 
had turned into rivers, and the little cul- 
vert crossings were soon big creeks, but 
the 8.5-mile course was ridable. 

“1 thought the course was more my 


style," winner Blackwell said. "Last ' 


week wasn't really my type of course, 
but this is more like riding at home (in 
West Virginia)." 

"I'm ready for another eight laps," 
Garrahan said after it was all over. “It 
was tough but fun." i 

Lafferty was happy with his ride but 
not about the news that the opening 
round of the AMA National Enduro 
Series had been canceled. “We came out 
to get in a couple of races before the 
(National Enduro) series starts, but that 
doesn’t look good now. (Due to the 
heavy rain in the Northern California 
area, the opening round of the enduro 
series at Coalinga, California, was can- 
celed). So we'll just go home (to New 
Jersey) and get ready when it (the 
enduro series) does start." 

While the roads to Schaad's resort - 
the site of the Wilseyville Hare Scram- 
bles - were all open, the staging field 
was a mess of mud, and the start was a 
little late, with a rather small field of 
entrants. Sixteen AA riders were off at 
the sound of the gun, with Cole Mar- 
shall and his electric-start CCM one of 
the first around the very slippery first 
turn. Blackwell was also a member of 
the front-running crew, but it was 
KTM's Garrahan coming through the 
home check in first place after the first 
lap, posting a 19-minute lap time. 
Trussardi and his Kawasaki were just 
behind, while Garrahan's younger 
brother, Pat Garrahan, was third, just 
ahead of Lafferty, Blackwell and Randy 
Hawkins, who was last off the front 
row after having to kickstart his Yama- 
ha four-stroke many times before it 
would fire. 

Adam Youren was next in line, fol- 
lowed by Mark Kerling, Marshall and 
Jason Dahners. David Flashberger was 
in 11th, ahead of Josh McLevy and his 
Manchester Honda CR125. Rod Kreiss 













led the 250cc A division, while Curt 
Wilcox was atop the Four-Stroke A 
class. 

Trussardi was first into camp on lap 
two after taking 19 minutes and 40 sec- 
onds to complete the circuit. Lafferty 
moved up to second, some 14 seconds 
back, with Brian Garrahan another 14 
seconds back in third over Blackwell 
and Patrick Garrahan. 

The lap times grew longer with every 
passing lap, as the rain and snow kept 
things wet and muddy. The third lap 
took 21 minutes for the top riders to 
complete, thus assuring that eight laps 
would put the seal on the minimum of 
2'/2 hours for National status. Lafferty 
took the lead as Trussardi pitted, with 
Blackwell into third over both Garra- 
hans. Dahners was up to sixth on his 
Husaberg over Hawkins and David 
Flashberger. 

Lafferty held nearly a minute’s lead 
on the fourth lap over Trussardi and 
Blackwell, with Brian Garrahan getting 
around his brother, Pat, and Youren in 
sixth over Dahners and McLevy. Laffer- 
ty had only about 15 seconds on Black- 
well after the fifth lap, with Brian Garra- 
han just inches off Blackwell’s back 
fender. Trussardi was now more than 30 
seconds back, with Pat Garrahan fifth 
ahead Dahners and Youren. 

Lap six saw the two-hour mark come 
and go, and it also saw Blackwell taking 
over the lead and pulling out to a 30- 
second lead over Lafferty. Brian Garra- 
han gave chase 10 seconds back, while 
Pat Garrahan sputtered a bit and was 
now some 25 seconds behind his broth- 
er. Trussardi was hanging on to fifth. 

Blackwell was still about 30 seconds 
up as he went out for the last lap, but 
Brian Garrahan was the pursuer as he 
was passed and pulled away from Laf- 
ferty. Trussardi was about a minute off 
that schedule, with Pat Garrahan taking 
a long pit stop with a rough-running 
engine. He changed spark plugs and, 
despite losing a great deal of time in the 
pit, he would soldier on to finish sixth, 
almost three minutes behind Hawkins, 
but only 15 seconds up on Youren in 
seventh. 

The checkers flew at the 2:40.31 
mark, with Lafferty displaying a very 
muddy smile. 

“1 want to thank the club for their 
efforts,” he said. “The course layout was 
difficult and I found myself slowing 
down a bit and thinking about what I 
was doing, and that made me faster.” 

Brian Garrahan finished 30 seconds 
back in second. “I’m really stoked this 
year. We’re going to ride the entire 
series and I think I’m ready," Garrahan 
said. 

Lafferty’s KTM was. about one 
minute behind the leader, and he rests 





third in the points standings in a series 
in which he might not compete much 
longer. “We came out to get some races 
in and thought it would be a great way 
to get in shape for the National Enduro 
scene," he said, "but we'll just have to 
wait until it gets started."

and 250cc Professional classes dur- 
ing round three of the CMC/SunStar 
Golden State Nationals Series North at 
the snow-covered Silverstate Raceway. 
The 17-year-old racer from Grass Valley, 
California, flourished in the extreme 
conditions and won each time out with 
a large margin of victory on his 
Kawasakis. 

Practice began with several inches of 
snow on the ground, and a light snow- 
fall continued for most of the morning. 
Later, during the first few races, the 
snow turned to rain, causing the track to 
get a slippery coat of mud over the 
frozen ground underneath it, making 
traction hard to find and crashes com- 
monplace. Fortunately, relatively low 
speeds kept injuries, if any, minor. Due 
to the weather, a one-moto format was 
used. 

In the 125cc Pro race, Racine grabbed 
the holeshot, with Shane Esposito, Scott 
Myers, Jeff Northrup, Todd McMaster, 
Tim O’Brien and the rest of the 12 Pros 
fighting for position behind him. Leap- 
ing through a major mudhole, Aaron 
Cheselske rose quickly into the top five 


after a slow start. The normally quick-

starting Rick Ryan couldn't even pur- 
chase traction off the gate, and his poor 
start forced him to work his way up 
from outside the top 10 on the first lap 
to seventh one lap later. 

Racine continued to pull away as 
Esposito and Myers battled for second 
place, never more than a bike length 
apart. Northrup was on the gas and 
soon caught up to join the battle. By the 
end of lap three, Esposito was firmly in 
second, with Northrup third, Cheselske 
fourth and Myers fifth. Ryan passed 
O'Brien midrace to move into sixth 
place, then caught and overtook a fad- 
ing Myers. 

Near the end, Northrup rose to sec- 
ond place and Ryan advanced past 
Esposito to capture fourth. Racine 
reached the checkered flag with more 
than 20 seconds over Northrup, 
Cheselske, Ryan and Esposito. Not even 
the flu could keep Racine from feeling 
elated about the win. 

“1 feel great,” Racine said. "I've been 
really sick this whole week, but I prac- 
ticed yesterday and felt good, and I told 
myself to get out front and no one 
would touch me. I concentrated on get- 
ting a good start and pulling away as 
quickly as possible.” 

Racine absconded with the holeshot 
in the 250cc Pro race, with Northrup, 
Cheselske, Myers, Esposito, Kenny Lash 
and the rest giving chase. While Racine 
was busy out front showing the way, 
Esposito made steady progress through 
the pack to eventually reach second by 
the halfway point in the eight-lap race. 
Racine was never headed and won by a 
wide margin over Esposito, Northrup, 
Ryan and Garnett. 

The 125cc Intermediates put on a great 
show, with Mike Anderson leading the 
middle laps before a high-speed soil sam- 
ple put him back in the pack, although he 
did recover to finish a respectable eighth. 
Several racers made an attempt on the 
lead position, but Carl Baker would be in 
the lead when it counted most. Mike 
Mason and Jessie Dawson finished sec- 
ond and third, respectively. 

Baker was also the top rider in the 
250cc Intermediate race, topping Aaron 
Burns and Zeb Armstrong. 

Nikki Frolich notched the win in the 
Women's division, as she has several 
times during the series.

Zitur takes two at 
Centerville Ice Race

1997 D-23 Open Pro dirt track champion Dan 
Zitur piloted his Larson Cycle Racing-sponsored 
CR250 to victory in the Open Pro and Over 30 
classes during round two of the DTRA Ice Rac- 
ing Championships hosted by the Waterworks 
Lounge, located on Centerville Lake. 

The fun started in the Open Pro class, where 
Zitur sat on the pole for the start of the main by 
winning a hotly contested heat race over the Big 
Deal Plumbing entry of D-23 motocrosser Mark 
Deal and Pro-Am dirt track sensation Marcus 
Bauer. Although the racing during the main 
event was fast and furious, Deal took the pres- 
sure off Zitur early by crashing in turn four on 
the first lap. Bauer was soon chomping on Zitur's 
rear fender and, as he attempted an outside 
move for the lead in turn two, he two found him- 
self in the snowbank. Both riders were able to 
finish the race while Zitur cruised to the win. 

Larson's Cycle Supply's John Larson, aboard 
his 600cc CCM C27, sped to a wire-to-wire victo- 
ry ahead of Zitur, Deal and Duluth's Jerry Lind- 
vall during the Open B final. 

Larson's heat-race win in the Over 30 class over 
Zitur, Lindvall, Deal, Todd Lind and 250 B race 
winner Gary Goeden had him easily slated as the 
race favorite for the main event. But carnage 
occurred shortly after the start when six riders 
attempt to occupy a space where there's only room 











- for two. Lindvall was lodged between Zitur and 


Deal as they entered turn two, and he lost control 
and slammed into the snowbank at a high rate of 
speed. Although Lindyall’s KX500 suffered minor 
damage, he was soon lined up for the restart. Fortu- 
nately, Larson avoided the melee, but unfortunate- 
ly, he could not make the restart when he discov- 
ered that a rear-wheel bearing had disintegrated. 

With Larson out of the picture, the odds-on 
favorite had to be Zitur - and he did not disap- 
point. Zitur bolted to the front of the pack, where 
he fended off a race-long assault from Deal to 
record win number two on the day. Lindvall per- 
formed a late-race pass on Lind to finish third. 

"]t's too bad John (Larson) couldn't make the 
final," Zitur recalled. “If I could have got a 
holeshot on him, I might have been able to beat 
him. But that four-stroke comes off the line like 
it's been shot out of a cannon!"

Young hammers at 
Ocotillo Motocross

Arizona motocross fans were treated to their 
first look at Yamaha's newest racer, the four- 
stroke YZ400F, at Ocotillo Raceway as Tom 
Young proved the bike's potential by winning 
the Over 40 class. Southern Arizona Yamaha 
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dealers raced to put the new bikes together 
Thursday so impatient racers could have them 
in time to race on Sunday.

Darryl Folks, president of the Gamblers 
MC, laid out an 11-mile loop that took riders 
through some of the most technical and chal- 
lenging terrain in southern Nevada. On Satur- 
day, nearly 50 mini racers scurried about the 
Nelson Hills. The 60cc Expert race put 
defending champ Canepa in a classic bar-to- 
bar battle against fourth-ranked Justin Gib- 
son. With two laps to go, Canepa seemed to 
have things going his way until a crash hand- 
ed the lead to Gibson. From that point for- 
ward, it seemed to be over for the champ - 
until he charged back on the final lap to take 
the win. 

The 80cc Expert race was great for Kyle 
Kischer, who was able to capitalize on 
defending champ's Kellon Walch's misfortune 
after a countersprocket failure. Kischer over- 
alled the 80s, with Chris Johnson taking sec- 
ond. 

А 150-yard lap made for the 50cc course, 
and Justin Wallis pounded 40 laps out to cap- 
ture the overall ahead of Darin Anderson and 
Curtis Bradley. 

The weekend was good for KTM riders, as 
the orange-and-black bikes placed first and 
second in all four of the big bike classes. 

The Vet riders took off first, with an amaz- 
ing display by Las Vegan Bryan Folks, who 
actually started last off the line in the Over 30 
Expert class. Not firing off immediately, Folks 
passed all eight riders in his class in two laps 
to take the victory over the Vet class. KTM 
teammate Glenn Taylor finished a solid sec- 
ond place. 

Immediately following the Vets, the Open, 
and 125cc classes took to the desert, with fac- 
tory KTM rider Nick Pearson beating up on 
the Open bikes, while his brother Russell 
Pearson took second overall, first 125. Bryan 
Folks reappeared in this race as well, taking 
his orange scooter to third overall, second 


.125cc Expert. 


As if KTM, the Pearsons, and Folks didn’t 
have enough fun, they mounted up again for 
the third race: the 250cc and Four-Stroke 
event. This time, Russell Pearson took the 
overall win on a 250, just ahead of big brother 
Nick, who captured second overall, first Four- 
Stroke, on a KTM 620. 

Although no race points are awarded in 
the Unclassified race, bragging rights make it 
competitive. Russell Pearson traded in his 250 
for the 620cc KTM and captured the overall, 
while second place went to Jason Robinson.

obody can impugn the riding skill 
Ме anybody who qualifies for а 

Grand Prix. All are exceptional - 
slightly more so this year than last, since 
the cutoff point for qualification has 
been cut from 110 percent to only 107 
percent of pole time. 

What about the exceptions, the ones 
who are better than good? These are 
very unusual men, though generally 
plain enough to see. For they share a 
distinguishing feature: These are riders 
who shine when things get really diffi- 
cult. 

One might state the case even more 
strongly: These 
are riders who 











to genius - rider-friendly character. 

Doohan paid homage to the princi- 
ple, and affirmed his own status, last 
year, with a return to the Screamer - 
more prone to wheelspin than the rider- 
friendly Big Bang. At the end of the 
year, he opined that in fact the bike was 
not as good as the Big Bang, and his 
major advantage was psychological — 
his major rivals Alex Criville and 
Tadayuki Okada both tried the Scream- 
er, and found it a real handful. Both 
crashed in their attempts to tame it, 
while Mick looked on scornfully. 

There are many similar precedents 








need things to be 
difficult in order 
to shine. They 
thrive on hard- 
ship. Most 
specifically, they 
actually need a 
bike that’s mean 
to them, that lets 
them down in 
some way or 
another. Only 
then can they 
benefit to the 
fullest from their 
gifts. 

Hence Mick 
Doohan's dis- 
may regarding 
the new no-lead 
Green Gas fuel 
for GPs this year. 
It has knocked 
back the power 
of the NSR V- 
four, and the 
result is a bike that is much easier to 
take to its (reduced) limits. The conse- 
quence is closer lap times, and of course 
much closer racing. 

This is very good news indeed for 
spectators — and for Grand Prix racing in 
general — but just the kind of thing a 
man like Doohan doesn’t fancy. Being 
obliged to race hard against riders of 
inferior ability is a dangerous pastime — 
far better to be able to use your excess 
skill to vanish into the blue yonder. And 
let the spectators go hang. 

He needs something explosive, some- 
thing that bucks the trend for wider 
torque bands, smoother throttle 
response and - that phrase so stultifying 








before him - several of them involved 
with the Honda NSR, which (especially 
in its earlier incarnations) brought a 
whole new depth to the concept of 
rider-unfriendly. 

Remember the first NSR of 1984? All 
upside down, with exhausts over the 
top and the fuel tank underneath, it 
started off by breaking a carbon-fiber 
wheel in practice for its first race, and 
never was much more amenable there- 
after, either. That one was just a bit too 
hard for defending champion Freddie 
Spencer, who switched back to the 
three-cylinder midseason. 

The next year’s NSR had everything 
in the right place, but was still cruelly 
over-powered and filthy-tempered. Yet 





with Spencer at the controls, it was 
effectively unbeatable. Nobody who 
saw can forget the spectacle. The 
exhaust had a fearsome, shrill warble, a 
vibrato that may have been the product 
merely of the evenly spaced 90-degree 
firing order, but was as likely to have 
been triggered by the wild, harmonic 
flexing of the chassis under power and 
the vicious chattering of the over- 
stressed tires. But Freddie sat on top of 
this thing in a state of apparent serenity. 
Even when his body was being shaken 
by a bike that seemed already more than 
halfway toward crashing, his head 





tires, chassis and suspension just 
couldn't keep up. The wheels were spin- 
ning and the rear tire sliding anyway. 
Roberts' achievement was to find a tech- 
nique where he could turn this to his 
advantage. 

Bikes might be difficult not because 
they were too fast, but for the opposite 
reason. This applied at various times to 
the men who were the driving force of 
the golden age of the early '90s - Kevin 
Schwantz. and Wayne  Rainey. 
Schwantz's Suzuki was at its best a very 
agile bike, but it never excelled in horse- 
power and other performance aspects in 

the way that 
his results sug- 





Like Kenny Roberts and Wayne Rainey, both Freddie Spencer and 
Kevin Schwantz at times in their careers rode bikes that weren't 


perfect. It brought out the best in all of them. 


remained steady – and his rivals were 
left to wonder by the towering if short- 
lived genius of his era. 

This is not meant to be a history of 
the remarkable NSR, but a look back at 
riders whose special talents were shown 
off by a bike that was hard to ride. And 
while the NSR's glorious surplus of 
power - at least until the Big Bang - 
made it a prime candidate for such 
work, it was not the only one. : 

One only has to consider the prowess 
of the man from whom Freddie took 
over: Kenny Roberts, who introduced 
wheelspin-steering to GP racing. He did 
so because there was no choice. At that 
time, engine development was sending 
horsepower rocketing upward, while 





gested. Just 
how much tal- 
ent he was 
having to 
expend was 
measured by 
the number of 
times he fell off 
- he had to try 
just too hard. 
Rainey’s 
Yamaha's 
strong point 
was overall 
balance, but 
again he had to 
override the 
bike something 
rotten to 
achieve success 
- a matter that 
in the end was 
his undoing. 

These are 
opposite sides 
of the same coin. It is machine deficien- 
cies of both types - too much or too little 
- that bring out greatness. 

Conversely, a machine that is more 
or less right favors riders of more aver- 
age ability (“average” being, of course, a 
relative term), which brings us right 
back to this coming season, where all 
the 500s have been flattened out to the 
same degree. 

Stand by for some good racing - 
unless the current 500cc-class genius, 
Doohan, manages to find a way to 
reawaken something of the NSR's mean 
streak. Rumors have Honda dusting off 
the old 90-degree Warbler motor con- 
cept for continuing preseason tests. 

Now that would be fun to watch. єх

Ihe cover lines spelled trouble on the horizon, as 
Te: motorcycle legislation threatened the rights of
